Therefore 
having availed one's felf of the one received in differ- 
ent manner, the preceding writings confidentially 
and candidly having imparted the experience acquir- 
ed concerning the difeafes of human minds, remain 
now to make new revelations concerning the human 
maladies, and inform of their contagious influence. 
And that to thofe who have fo effectually contributed 
to enlighten the practice, give profitable leflbns, and 
complete an unparalleled experience. Hence it be- 
comes an indifpenfable obligation to offer to thofe 
who have fowed the feeds, the reaped fruits of an 
abundant harveft, gathered at their own expenfe, 
and for the purpofe to the afflicted muft be given the 
refult of the ftudious long inspection of their mani- 
fold and multiplied difeafes, and always in the fuc- 
ceflive writings continue to give candid inflruftion 
concerning the knowledge acquired of the original 
caufe of human prevailing difiempers, and alfo their 
general contagious and detrimentaMnfluence. But 
as from the nature of this extraordinary declaration, 



one might be expoled to be fufpefled either of vif-

and thereof receive beneficial inftruBion. And final- 
ly the frame of the pracliiioner until now for him 
has been a moil eiTential profeifor, palpably demon- 
tl r . ting that all the difeafes which are common to the 
prefent human nature, are generally contagious, and 
as fuch are fufceptible to be received and propagated 
by only breathing the air of the difeafed, and with 
them to have a fimplc intercourse. 

Notwiihdanding that one is obliged to confefs that 
fuch complicated fubjeS, and fo new in its do&rine 
for the generality of mankind, plunged as they are 
in darknefs, and knowing in their life but pain, mife- 
tv and death, fhould require to be credited long dif- 
lonand explicit obfervation, which the intended 
nature of this writing cannot permit ; therefore for 
the moment obliged to poftpone this important expla- 
nation of the experience acquired on the fubject, to 
the fubfequcnt writings. But provifionally one is 
obliged to afiert, that pad and prefent victim of the 
iiuman maladies' contagious influence, and if one has 
not fallen the prey of their malignity it is due to the 
efficacious virtue of the precious fpecifics employed 
for the purpofe.

But alio as this flownefs of 
operation of remedies in one part, and their fpeed- 
inefs in the other, fhould require confi.derable expla- 
nation to inform of the truecaufe of thedulnefs of 
operation ; therefore one is obliged likewife to de- 
lay them until other writings, and for the moment 
only give a brief relation of the mod notorious gift 
received in the purfuit, and on that fcope, one is con- 
ftrained to mention as mod palpable and predominant 
difeafes that have been received — the cutaneous af- 
fection or fkin diforder, namely puftulous, fquamous, 
fquabious and leprous eruptions, and alfo to be more 
clear and plain in the illuUrious denomination, one is 
obliged to fay variegated itch, added to this valua- 
ble blifs, the cankerous and cancerous one, and this 
laft as moft prevalent one; and which nefarious and 
pertinacious fpecies for feveral years have kept bufy 
their mortal antagonift, and have likewife in their 
reproductive quality on his own frame, baffled the 
moft efficacious refources of nature. Although with 
regard to this direful reproduction to explain the true 
caufe, one might attribute it in fome meafure to the 
unaccountable fatality which for long fpace of time 
has brought to the contender of the difeafe, to be de- 
livered of fuch woful fcourge, an innumerable num- 
ber of the infected of it. But having urged that the 
diforder is of a contagious tendency, as the aflertion 
being new, may appear incredible to thofe who have 
not heard of it before, and confequently doubt of 
its accuracy; although in this occurrence one might, 
if the fubject was not too complicated to inveftigate 
it, inform of the unequivocal and multiplied inftruc- 
tion that one has received on the matter. But only 
referring for the moment to have the certitude of this 
baneful truth, to the experience acquired on the body 
of theafTerter, one mould have the full conviction of 
his veracity, when the raging human flefh devourers 
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have left on the furpeifice of his own ftru&ure numer-

ways the fprout to fhoot out, having been many times 
difappointed in the expectation of having fucreeded 
to radically extirpate this human flefii infatiable eat- 
er ; and continuing to relate the ftate of fubjeftion 
into which the carnivorous brood has forced to live, 
one mult reveal that giving no fenfible warning of 
their budding forth to flop their progrefs in the 
beginning, they make their appearance for this pur- 
pofe, one is conftrained to live in a watchful fitua- 
tion, and to make on the furface of one fkin continual 
furvev. and one mud add thai! notwithftanding this 
candid avowal that if one has fucceeded until the 
prefent rfToment to be preferved from the general 
confequences,andthedifaftrous end commonly occur- 
red by the baneful effect of the flefhy monlters. It 
has not been without the making ufe of great exer- 
tion to check their progrefs, and that it is due to the 
powerful efficacy of remedies, and the precioufnefs 
of expedient afforded in thofe cafes by the exquifue 
wifdom and provident goodnefs of the Omnifcient 
Author of all things; neverthelefs impreffed of ven- 
eration for the miraculous virtues by the univerfal 
Provider beftowed on the terreftrial productions. Aut 
thorized by an inftrufclive experience, one muft con- 
tinue to affirm that in cancerous cafes, as well a^ in 



any other, when too inveterated, or in their firft ftage 
neglected, and if not avoiding to have intcrcourfe 
■with thole who are affe&ed of the deftroying difeafe ; 
by repeated application to the father of nature, ef- 
fic <cious fpecifics when too long proftituted, then in 
thofe cafes one muft reveal, that lofing their power, 
they have but one of a How and often infufficient 
etfe£t. And to have the truth corroborated with re- 
fpeCt to cancerous diforders, one is obliged to con- 
fefs to be an evidence of it, and this moment declare 
to be vi8im of the danger refulting frpm having 
lavifhed the refources of nature, and alfo of having 
been too long expoied to the pernicious influence of 
breathing the contaminated air of difeafed beings, 
and efpecially of the cancerous ones ; therefore now 
it becomes neceflary to confider on the means that 
can refult at prefent from an impending difafter, 
and difclofe the moft predominant motives tha thave 
occurred it. And for the purpofe, one mult begin by 
giving a brief narrative of the real flate of the pur- 
fuit. and if unknown, explain the critical and painful 
fituation of the one whofe fate has been for a 
number of years without any invitation and pub- 
lic advice, conltantly alTailed by an innumerable 
crowd of affli&ed beings, unable to find relief to their 
diftrefs; fo that almoft all the time loft ^in their 
incalculable number, one had to receive in the 
multitude with their requeft the offenfive mix- 
ture of impure breath. And for what concerns 
the unavoidable confequences that mult refult from 
having daily been expofed to live in fuch unfalu- 
brious intcrcourfe is what muft be eafily conceived 
by common fenfe, and ought to difpenfe to make 
long differtation to have the belief fortified with 
refpect to what has been alferted of the various 
blifs largely difTufed in the attendance; added to 
that, one muft mention the fatigue of the lungs, re- 
fulting from the being obliged to prefcribe verbally, 
and the que ft ion and anfwer given to fo many individu-

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aJs; and alfo the irkfome labour which requires the 
fupnlying fuch nnmenfe concourfe of inveterated 
afll/cted ben gs with fuitable remedies to their com- 
plaints, and the mea Curing deliverance oC them, one 
might mention number of other labours, and iC it is not 
in expectation of being pitied, at leaft, it is to have 
decided if not fuppofing that Cuch complicated and 
tireCome work was not done by a magical power, one 
mult believe that the individual who rns done it Cor 
many years, neither being made of braCs nor iron, mult 
prefently Ceel the forcible effect oC an unexampled 
performance; and moreover to this unexplainable 
fatigue of body, if one (hould mention the one of 
mind, what language and exprtflions could be made 
ufe of in this occafion to give a correct idea of the 
p reflu re of the heart, paft and prefent ? the (late of 
perplexity and progreflive mental agony of the one 
-whofe fatal lot indicates his not being deftined to 
have any reft upon earth? But without dwelling any 
longer upon a fubjeft which cannot excite any body's 
concern, what is faid is only to have decided if the 
human mortal faculties can long refift againft the 
deftruQive power of Co many reunatcd adverCaries. 
And on the matter to be fatisfactorily informed, hav- 
ing confulted a nearly exhaufted frame, and having 
received an explicit warning, informing of the neg- 
ative of the queftion. Hence inflruSed by one's 
feeling, w one has received the pofitive information, 
that a body that has fo long contended againft the 
detrimental power of fo many potent enemies com- 
bined to annihilate his exiftence, muft Call at laft, 
we have to inveftigate what meafure could be taken 
in this juncture Cor the purpofe oC making uCeCul to 
the world the remnant oC days which to the laft muft 
fpend Cor its own advantage. 

Notwithstanding the formidable obftacles to the 
endeavour, and the ill reward awaiting it, harrafled 
but not utterly deprefled by the confequence, one 
muft confefs to have been ftimulated by the flattering 
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hope, that, plunged in the deepeft abyfs of infirmi- 
ties, torture, miferies and death, that Tome of the 
inhabitants of this globe, not enemies to means of 
amelioration to fuch difaftrous Rate of life, to the wel- 
fare of their own fellow-creatures, to themfelves and 
to the law of the God to which they generally pretend 
to be faithful, obedient and fubiervient, fome mould 
manifeft anxiety of having their diftrefled exiftence 
amended, and wifti alfoof having it protracted, and that 
an object of fuch importance as help and life, when pre- 
tending to bewail at human frailty, miferies, pain and 
premature death, mould not, like modilh inventions, 
have prejudices to contend with, and that not friends 
of their own enemies, torture and graves, any thing 
that could tend to amendment to their diftreffing date 
of living, mould not have the generality of mankind 
for fiering opponent an implacable and formidable 
antagonist ; but contrary to that, one had nourilhed the 
deluding expectation, that the conftant and immenfe 
affluence of afflicted, coming from all parts to obtain 
relief, without pu lie information receiving it, mould 
ferve to inform of the powerful efficacy of the reme- 
dies delivered to them, and that fome authentica'l no- 
tice mould have been taken to be informed of their real 
operation. And alfo one had the frantic idea, that 
notwithstanding its ftate of pctverfity, this world 
could contain fome impartial beings, devote'd to the 
human caufe, impreiTed of the prevailing deficiency 
of human penetration, to be initiated in the myfterious 
wifdom of nature, mould be defirous to be acquaint- 
ed with the truth, and of beholding the effect that 
can produce on mankind for their relief, the genuine 
production of the utu erfal provident Creator of all 
things. Attracted by the general intereft and thei; good, 
one had the thought that ferious ex .mination mould 
be made, by friends to human welfare, and that fome 
meafure mould be taken to promote the beneficent 
knowledge of the virtues of the common and provi- 
dent Father of the terreftrial creation. But totally dif- 
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appointed in the expectancy, and the afii (lance given ta 
the afflicted in Head of fcrving to open the eyes of the 
rational nee on a lubjefct which one was induced to 
believe fhould be deemed of the greateft importance, 
one is obliged to confefs that experience has demon- 
strated, that the attempt has pro\ ed to produce a 
contrary impreffion, and that inflead of deferving 
regard and examination, the purfuit of alleviating 
human miferies has attracted upon it malicious as- 
pcrfion, calumny, ftigmas <*nd abhorrence. Such is 
the profpicuous effect that experience has informed 
that have re fulled from the endeavour by authentical 
d-. monltration, in alleviating hum hi infirmities, to 
evince the precious refources of nature intended for 
the purpofe. But not having been entirely difcour- 
aged by the abortive attempt, and not determined to 
give over the intention of being ulefui by fume oth- 
er means to the caufe of the afflicted ; having no 
other one left, but by writings, to enlighten the dif- 
cafed, concerning the infidious efficacy of the pre- 
vailing remedies employed on the hum.in bodies, to 
mitigate their manifold infirmities, and with that to 
difciofe their pernicious tendency, and the deluhon 
into which the generality of mankind are living, 
with refpect to the real knowledge of a preftigious 
fcienceJuts enormous pretenfion, infatuated conceit, 
and alfo inordinate extortion for death ful fervice. 
1 he re fore to detect the truth and inform of the real 
danger, with that a general advice concerning a falu- 
brious diet, was deemed indifpenfable, and with it the 
prefixing the pernicious tendency which the ufe that 
numerous articles are to the human body. Thence 
alfo in expectation to fucceed to ferve the general 
caufe by thofe friendly information, a confide rable 
number of copies has been printed for the purpofe. 
But again difappointed, as related already in the 
precedent confidential writing, concerning the ex- 
tenfive circulation, one has been left in the neceflity 
to have recourfe to thofe who make application to 
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promote it, and this writing being intended to give 
a furmr.ary account of the iflue of the meafure, one 
it obliged to mention, that the enormous fum of 
forty cei ts per month has been too considerable to 
lay out for relief, and had reduced the number of 
the applyers of three parts ; but likewife one is 
obliged to obterve, that if the meafure had dimin- 
ifhed thofe who made application, it was not the 
cafe with the fpecies of diforder, which had con- 
fiderably increafed, in violent and inveterated mal- 
adies and contagious ones, and to h;.ve the truth 
believed, and to Rive an unequivocal fpecimen of 
their malignant efTecl, one is conftrained to confefs 
to have of late mote than ever been in£ fted by a 
multiplicity of difeafes, and to get rid of them, to 
have fpent considerable time, and have had great 
difficulty and trouble, and this prefent moment one 
muft reveal not to be yet cleared of the infection 
received; and obliged in this juncture to mention the 
truth, for the purpofe of having detected the per- 
nicious influence of difeafed bodies on healthful 
ones, and to prove it without for the moment mak- 
ing long difquifition on fuch ferious and complicat- 
ed matter. But for what only concern the impor- 
tance of the air, endowed of rational faculties, by 
perfonal feeling, every one is forced to conclude, that 
for living creatures, the air is an element which 
they are continually in want of, and which'^erma- 
nent iupply in life is of an indifpenfable nature : 
and fuccinftly investigating its preceding in living 
animal for the purpofe of having elucidated the 
truth of the effefts that contaminated air may ope- 
rate in human bodies. 

Then in the procefs of refpiration to perform, it is 
obvious, that by wife nature the nofeand its appurte- 
nance is the firft vehicle intended to convey the in- 
visible element to its ultimate destination, and that 
before the reaching of it, it muft be likewife indu- 
bious that impure air and the one diffufing conta- 
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gion, mull firft affeQ the place of its introduaion, 
and corrupt it before any other. In the fupport of 
this afiertion, the digreflion it made for the purpofe 
of giving perfonal inftru&ion, that can ferve to dif- 
fufe light on the matter ; therefore one is obliged to 
relate, that after the having been infe&ed from the 
crown of the head to the feet, of cancerous difeafes 
received as peculiar compenfation of their numer- 
ous attendance, and likewife with trouble and diffi- 
culty having fucceeded to difpel them, notwithstand- 
ing their fhort appearance, and look, out to difcover 
their new fprout ; but unable with the fight to pene- 
trate in the obfeure region of the firft paffage of ref- 
piration, to difcover if the baneful carnivorous dis- 
orders had at laft chofen thofe impenetrable parts to 
eftablifh their deftruclive dominion; therefore one 
was obliged to refer to one's feeling, to be inft rutted 
of the matter. But having acquired at one's expenfe, 
by practice and theory, a confummated experience 
concerning the direful difeafes, and confequently ena- 
bled to foon judge of their generating procefs, and 
on that fcore having received by inftru&ive feeling, 
warning that the cancerous woful foes had begun to 
eftablifli themfelves in the inacceffible cavities of the 
head. But to difcover the nature of their progrefs, 
if one ha'dtnot the neceflary faculties, one was then 
obliged to have recourfe to effectual means for the 
purpofe of preventing if poflible the further progrefs 
of the prolific monfter uncebation.

humours in thofe regions, their unquestionable acri- 
mony j to prove it in this occurrence, one is com- 
pelled to declare, that already the difordef had made 
fuch rapid progrefs, that attacked in its recefs, the 
effe£l was fuch, and that fince the beginning of this 
writing, that it operated fuch tremendous commo- 
tions in the head, that it has (truck dead the half of 
it, and to convince the eyes of incredulous behold- 
ers with it, a notorious deformity of the face, con- 
tracting all the nerves and mufcles, and operated on by 
the fatal confequences,alfo benumbed the various fenfe 
and organical faculties. And one has this moment the 
flattering profpett, if the remedies cannot fucceed to 
prevent it. to be deaf of one ear, at leaft blind of 
one eye and dumb in part, and alfo have the intellec- 
tual faculties in a very precarious and perilous ftate, 
and of being with thofe bleffings devoured by the 
finifter effect of the monftrous difeafes. 

Then this prefent time engaged in the contention, 
fuch is the forcible fpecimen that one can give of the 
impure air's contagious nature, and the one in part 
of the profufe prefent and predominant reward that 
has been received in attempting to give relief to 
thofe of the afflicled of thofe diiaftrous difeafes* 
which confequence one is obliged to make the au- 
thentic avowal, that if one has not yet fallen the 
victim of the purfuit, it mufl be attributed to the 
exquifite virtues beftowed on the created remedies 
of the univerfal Healer,- and that it is entirely due 
to the knowledge of qualities of His precious ter- 
reftrial production. But notwithstanding their unap- 
preciable properties, it muft be repeated, and that 
alfo for the instruction and neceflary warning of 
thofe who apply for afliftance to their diftrefs, to 
take heed of the declaration of the natural qualities 
of the remedies they receive. Which as precious, 
efficacious and quick in their operation as they are, 
and can continue to prove to be, for thofe who are

Such is deled d the 
prefent (tote of the one who to the relief of affliction 
has not fpjred his life and property, and has always 
difnuereltediy delivered to others beneficent reme- 
dies, from which advantage his prefent condition 
and expeiience give him the explicit information 
that he (hall be one day entirely excluded himfeif. 
This candid declaration this moment mult ferve to 
inftruct likewife the unaware that with refpett to 
the infinite refources to allay human pain, ai.d di- 
minifh their infirmities, created for the purpofe by 
the omnifciency of the provident Healer; that by 
different ways and imprudence none mult depend 
too much upon their efficacy, and expofe themielves 
to have. them worn out in their efficient virtue. 
Therefore it mult be faid in this occafion, as e^ ident 
proof of the truth that it is not futficient to preferve 
health to be moderate m diet, abftemious, refrain from 
excefies, and from the making ule of detrimental 
articles, pernicious to the human body, but alfo 
that any one, as healthy as they mould prefume to 
be, to keep fo, and not be expofed to pain and mala- 
dies, they mult befide be prudent, cautious in many 
refpecls, and carefully to avoid the company of thole 
who do the contrary of them in regard to temperance, 
and likewife keep ofFfiom the mephitic air. and the 
common one of great refort of people, and the one of 
difealed or infetted beings, although fuch an impoc- 
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tant fubject fo new in its nature, and fo contrary t© 
the common opinion be credited and relied on, the 
accuracy fhould require to give in this juncture the 
refult of the long and fedulous inveftigation that 
have authorized to argue of the danger incurred by 
thofe unfalubrious intercourfe ; but due to their 
inexplainable complication obliged to poftpone fuch 
entangling matter. Alas ! this moment confpicu- 
ous vi&im of the folidity of the aflertion, one has 
but an impaired frame to cite in the behalf of the 
accuracy, and to depofe of the unequivocal expe- 
rience acquired at his own expenfe. And alfo with 
this irrefutable teftimony add, that for a long time 
elapfed having received repeated forcible warning, ap- 
prizing of the concomitant confequences, and of the

Although confcious of it, and not having been terri-

his danger ; deaf to them and contemning means 
of felf-prefervation to obtain the one of others, 
and the alleviation of their diftrefs, and for recom- 
penfe of his endeavour receiving but difeafes and 
various peftilence ; then it muft be eafily forefeen 
that at laft overmatched by them, and having ex- 
hausted all faculties and the refcurces of nature, 
hence the unavoidable confequence of the exhauftion 
muft be the being without help, hope and any af- 
fiftance ; to be utterly devoured by the fame con- 
tagion', received as common compenfation in trying 
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to relieve others from difafter, pain and death, by an- 
ticipating on event of future time ; in all probability 
fuch is the enticing profpeft and profpicious for- 
tune that has the inuividual and which he muft 
receive for his purfuit, if continuing to be guided 
by his predominant compaffionating difpofnion ; by 
his being cntrufted with the healing precious know- 
ledge ; and if he is ft ill fteady at his poft, not 
deterred by the unavoidable lot, and does not rcfufe 
to hand courageoufly to the diftrefled and difeafed 
humanity, the charitable and balfamic cup of com- 
fort and alleviation; alfo to this inevitable blifs 
that have been abundantly received and which he 
mult be prepared to receive in perfevering to acquit 
a fdcred debt, muft be added that in the perform- 
ance, befide the having acquired in one's frame an 
immenfe ftore of feeds of difeafes that have of them 
the procreating virtue. Experience likewife has 
demonltrated with them to have exuberantly accu- 
mulated an enormous mafs of contempt, hatred, im- 
placable abhorrence, and to have become the gen- 
eral object of rebuke and derifion. Therefore the 
charitable alleviating diftribution patronlefs upon 
earth, and the defpifed agent of it friendlefs, with- 
out being blinded on the nature of his fituation, 
he muft be prepared to terminate his career, re- 
ceiving for recompence a prodigious load of ex- 
probation, and that his difafter (hall excite no pity ; 
great rejoice and not deemed worthy the regret of 
any and for only fruit of his exiftence ; he muft expect 
to live after it only a remembrance, giving always 
an opportunity to inveterated malice, atrocious fpite, 
perverfenefs, inordinate iniquity, debafed wickednefs, 
vile and captious detraction, to the virtuous infa- 
tiable population, the reminifcence fhall give 
chance in the occafion to exert viperous tongues, 
and alfo to illuftrate the memory of the ob- 
ject of their paft and future aveifion; their iraf- 
cible paflion for impofture (hall caft on it a mul- 
tiplied feries of incrcdib'e calumnies, and the 
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righteous and unfpotted champion as a fpecimen 
of a prevailing morality. For their ufual feftival 
predile£ting the orgies and neclar of infernal fpirit, 
then as fportive recreation giving vent to their bring 
effufion, the modern earthly furies mouth torch- 
bearer, in their nocturnal refort or Pandemonium, 
befmired of filth, loft in the narcotic cloud of their 
fpirituous exhalation, mingled with the famous 
burning herb, moft precious obje£l of their dearefl 
relifh and enjoyment. Thefc terreftrial angels in 
their common iniercourfe to extol the name of the 
former antogonift of their deleclable and luxurious 
amufement. Then to revenge themfelves of his 
conteftation, one muft infer that the abftemious call 
in all time ihall on the memory of their controvertift, 
ntheir fober reunion (hall diffufe on it torrent 
of ftigmas, copious malediction, and that with the 
eloquent vociferating imprecating language of ebri- 
ofity, intermixed with the odoriferous ejection 5 
hiccough, belch, or the dolorous fighs of intoxication. 
By this burlefque prediction of the prefumable regret 
that one (hall produce for having been fincere, give 
friendly advice, detect the danger, and be fo bold 
as to tell the truth, if the confequence of it, and to 
be ufeful in alleviating human diftrefs, muft cxpofe 
as foretold by veracious prophet, to receive the 
martyrdom of reputation, life and ftate, and after- 
wards abhorrence and exprobation. 

Not difmayed by the prefent and deterred by the 
future, ftrenuous human well-wi(her to the laft, de- 
termined to continue to perform impoitant obliga- 
tions, notwithftanding what may befal in the attempt. 
Every one indicating to have their different destina- 
tion upon earth, fome obvioufly demonftrating to 
come upon it for the fake of torturing, deftroying, 
and to live by fpoil and extortion in fplendour, 
plenty, be venerated, illuftrated and receive 
honourable mark of diftinftion. Others, their 
diametrical contrail in all refpecls, evincing to 
Jiave a contrary predeftination, and for the eiien- 
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tial ufe they are and could be, to receive mame* 
mortification, are hated, defpifed, cavilled at, per- 
fected and reviled while alive, and defamed af- 
ter death. If in this age of righteoufnefs, fuch mult 
be the inevitable fate awaiting thofe who generoufty 
devote tnemfelves to ferve the caufe of human wel- 
fare, that they mult furler and perith if enabled to do 
them good fervice, relying on the equity of its caufe, 
magnanimity without fear may contemphte the ap- 
proaching teinpeft that fhall operate its destruction, 
and with an unfhakable fortitude receive its formi- 
dable effects, and live the univerfal beholder of hu- 
man action. According to his juftice lay value and 
reward >n the one of his pretended equitable defend- 
ers ; but for thofe ftrict obfervers of his commands, 
as the fulfilment of the fupreme will injunction. 
By others is the real motives that provoke the anger 
and reproofs of the implacable enemies to human 
good, and that the fuccefs of the alleviating charita- 
ble diftribution. is the only caufe that has attra&ed 
on the agent deluge of difgrace and opprobrioufnefs. 
Then at the hazard of being one day drowned by 
them, one mult tiy to deferve more hatred and ani- 
madversion from the unblemifhed race. But in the 
pnrfuit that has fo much exafperated the rage of 
the antagonists of relief of human diftrefs, hiving 
wafted all faculties in the performance, and if one 
cannot continue in the fame manner of being ufeful 
to the affli&ed human fpecies, by a difordered, tu- 
multuous dittr, button, we have to investigate if a 
more regular one mould not afford a better chance 
to the . ; ffl cted of being benefited, and for their own 
advantage prolong the remnant of a life vaftly im- 
paired already in the attempt of doing good, and for 
the purpofe having fitted already, that a long prac- 
tice and by it the confummated experience, acquir- 
ed at one's framing expenfe, has authorized 10 per- 
emptorily afiert the being expofed to have only a 
fimple intercourfe with difeafed beings, has proved 
and muft continue to prove to be of a moft danger- 
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ous tendency. In this fenfe one mud argue, that 
being of the fame nature as the reft of mankind, 
wh.it lias forcibly manifelted to be injurious for one, 
mud likewife operate in the fame manner on the fvf- 
lem of any others, and confequently the being con- 
fined in narrow places, and crouded by a multitude 
of morbid creatures, and the breathing the mephit- 
ic exhalation ilfued from their reunion, which con- 
taminating the air, mingles in it various feeds of 
diftemper. Thence the morbofe vapour, to the eyes 
of common fenfc, mult inconteflably demonllrate 
to be of an inexpreffibly detrimental nature, and 
more fo for thoie who already are affeclcd of fome 
inveterated maladies. 

In the fupport of the afiertion of the injuries that 
are the influence of difeafed bodies, although one 
might mention number of inftances of different na- 
tures of individuals that have been obvioufly a fie fl- 
ed by the offenfive confinement which, notwithstand- 
ing its being of a pernicious refult for every body, 
indicates to be more fo to fome fpecies of maladies, 
and the effect fooner evinced, but as to be perfuaded 
of the truth common underftanding does not re- 
quire long differtation ; therefore for the moment 
circumfcribing the explanations, we have only to 
mention the effecls proceeding from the influence 
of cancerous difeafes, and the concomitant confe- 
quences, anfing from the being cxpofed to have 
with % the difeafed of them a continual intercourfe. 
And on that {'core, after what has been faid already 
on the matter, in order to inform of the reality of 
the danger of the contagious fcourge, in the con- 
firmation of it, if three years eiapfed of fatal expe- 
rience, and that time fpent in contending againft 
the devouring effefl of the fatal difoider, and not- 
withstanding all the pains taken to fucceed, if not 
authorized to argue to be totally free from the ma- 
lignant difeafe, but to inform of its contagion- 
operation, and that the carnivorous difoider from 
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head to toot has vifitcd the frame of the afTerler, 
upon which it has left ineffaceable marks of its for- 
mer relidence. But if thofc plaulible documents, 
tcltifying the veracity of the declaration, are not 
fufhcient, one muft fay, to demonttrate to the eyes 
of a pertinacious incredulity the extreme danger and 
unavoidable confequence refulting from the cancer- 
ous intercourfe and attendance. To thefe unequiv- 
ocal truths one muft add the one, that in the time 
that had brought an immenfe number of the affhcled 
of the faid difeafe, in the hope of being refcued 
from their devouring foes, one muft then relate not 
to have been the only one who had materially been in- 
jured bv the woful diforders, and that number of 
individuals whom before their making application 
for other complaints, found thrmfelves afterwards 
unaware of the caufe, confiderably affe&ed of ft range 
feeling and of alarming fymptoms peculiar to the 
difaltrous difeafes, and that to prevent their further 
progrefs, fome have requefted remedies, and to elu- 
cidate the matter, one muft declare that fome indi- 
viduals upon whom the diforder had not broke 
out fo rapidly in the faid time, fince in a moll 
dangerous fituation, occuired by the powerful pro- 
grefs m;ide by the raging difeafe, have found them- 
felves in the neceffiry of applying for the purpofe of 
being refcued from their diftrefs and impending 
danger; and alfo for the purpofe of having more 
elucidated the truth of the matter, and the powerful 
influence of the contagious air in the breathing 
paffages, and make known that one was not and is not 
the only being who has experienced the fatal effe£t 
of the cancerous diforder in thofe unfearchable regions, 
one muft declare therefore that an individual in the 
time that confiderable number of afflicted applied 
for the faid difeafe himfelf every day making ap- 
plication for fome other different complaints; but 
foon he found himfelf extremely affe£ted in the 
breathing paffages; but unacquainted with the real 
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eaufe, and unable to difcover it in thofe impenetra- 
ble parts, and alfo unaware of the perilous confe- 
quences, the faid individual made no application in 
its origin to have the difcafe removed. But ever 
(ince the deftru&ive diforder having continued to 
make its ufual finifter progrefs on him, and having 
extended its dominion, and reached and feated itfelf 
in the cefophagus, or throat; then in a moft danger- 
ous fituation, and after two years elapfed, the faid 
individual has applied for relief of his difeafe, and 
without giving long detail of the extreme difficulty 
of fpeedily checking thofe deftroying difeafes, when 
Ctuated for fome time in thofe impenetrable parts, 
one muft prefume, that on that fcore the moft com- 
mon and unlearned understanding, without long dif- 
fertation, can cafily be convinced of the truth; 
and what is faid this moment in the fupport of it, 
is for the purpofe of adding other clear inftance-s 
concerning the finifter and unavoidable confequences 
refulting from the breathing the morbific air iffu- 
ed from the bodies of diftempered beings, and the 
cancerous ones in particular. And one has legiti- 
mated reafons to affert it, after three years of a con- 
tinual contention with the difeafes, and when ft i 11 
this prefent moment one is materially affe£ted by 
the confequence of the offenfive intercourfe ; and 
being, one muft fay like the reft of human fpecies, 
a compound of bones, flefh and blood, it ought not 
to be thought ftrange and incredible by common 
fenfe, if one make the confeffion of being extremely 
impaired in faculties ; and after a long fpace of time 
of inexplainable hardfhips, and in the moft pernic- 
ious feafon of the year for contagion, crowded by 
the affli&ed of manifold maladies, it ought not alfo 
to excite furprife if one is obliged to atteft that 
their morbific exhalaifon has proved very injuri- 
ous. If one has fufFered for it, and ft ill fufler, and 
make the candid avowal of being repleted with 
malignant feeds of various infirmities ; and on the 
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fobjeG if any thing can aftonifh any one endowed 
of thinking faculties, it cannot be the declaration 
but that an individual fo long and without falling 
■victim of his evident eagernefs to relieve affliction, 
has been able to ftand the fatigue and danger of 
this unexemplified labour, then after thefe viridical 
and neceffary informations given to the afflicted, 
explaining to them the perilous conftquences to 
-which they mud be expofed in applying for relief, 
and be crowded by a multitude of difeafed mortals; 
one may fuppofe that thofe who are afflicted of feri- 
ous cafes, from the tenor of the intimation fhould be 
pleafcd at any meafure that could be taken, and 
■which could fucceed to prevent them from being 
either aggravated in their difeafe, or of becoming 
affected of the one of others; and alfo one mud pre- 
fume, that thofe labouring and afflifted of danger- 
ous cafes fhould be fatisfied at any means that could 
give them better opportunity to receive the benefit 
that they expect of their application, than they had 
hitherto. '1 herefore when all intereft: feems to be 
reunnrcd, and perfonal preservation to compel to 
have recourfe to fome effectual expedient in this 
occurrence, which can tend to promote the general 
advantage, to demonftrate this urgent neceffity again 
one is obliged to give a brief narrative of the pref- 
fent fuuation of the agent of the charitable alleviat- 
ing pnrfuit, and explain the peremptory reafon that 
have in the origin of application made to him for 
relief, induced him to difinteritedly and cheerfully 
comply to the requeft of the airlifted of manifold 
maladies; that notwithstanding that provifionally one 
mud inform that the intimation is not given this 
moment in expectation to perfuade of the real truth, 
interfiled captioufnefs, and the innate fpiteful do- 
crigrators, and alfo to make believe in it, flinty 
heart, vile felfifhnefs and infatiable avarice, which 
fatally ftranger and avcrfe to liberal actions, cannot 
believe in their performance. In the prefent age of 



gain, purfuit and univerfal fpeculation, and when 
the ravening generality of mankind, by their occu- 
pation manifeft to pant after nothing elfe but profit, 
and to make it living by one another's deftitution, artful 
monopoly, bafe ufury, fraud and ufurpation ; but be 
ing the abfolute reverfe in all refpecl to the prefent 
mode of living in this world, and notbecomingprofper- 
ous by human adverfity, and obliged to rejoice at the 
public deftitution, to increafe riches, and not hav- 
ing tenet, creed and predominant motto, gain, and 
for exclufive idol of worlhip, the prevalent endear- 
ing patron god of metal, traffic and deception,* to 
the Itrenuous faithful worfhipper. But as the contempt 
of theobjeclof the common adoration may offend fome 
and appear to others to be an incredible novelty, 
if not an improbable phenomonon, therefore this mo- 
ment, if not to convince the incurable difbelievers 
in generous deeds, it mull be for the purpofe of 
inftru&ing unprejudiced minds, dcfirous of know- 
ing the true caufe that has induced in the difinterefted 
alleviating practice, and to the impartial then muft be 
faid in the behalf of the truth, and to have it evinced, 
that if many years engaged in the moft detrimental and 
toilfome labour in authentically endeavouring to 
mitigate human mifery and participate in the pro- 
motion of their welfare, if fuch plaufible and une- 
quivocal demonftration one muft repeat, has not been 
fufficient to inftruft of the real intention that has 
until now guided the difinterefted purfuance. — 
Hence one muft, and that for the inftruction of the 
impartial and judicious part of mankind, become 
inftructive and more explicit on the matter, and alfo 
in this occurrence take thofe of the uninfluenced 
beings for fpecial umpire, and fubmit to their integ- 
rity the following queftion, viz. If any individual, 
finding himfelf endowed of a particular capacity to be

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ufeful tothefufleringhumanfpecics, if be is authorized 
to think that his power is the bare effett of contingen- 
cy, and relying likewife on the ubiquitary faith in 
a univerfal beholder, and confequently inferring 
of the negative anfwer of thofe equitable beings, 
and that befide they believe that the being entrufted 
with fuch important knowledge as the one which 
capacitates to give to ameliorate human diftrefling 
condition of mifery, is gift of a free fupreme will, and 
the refult of an uncontrollable knowing caufe ? 

This opinion being the implicit belief of the pious 
deciders and that the gift of knowing how to fucceed 
with the refources of nature, to relieve the dift retted 
muft be diffufed by an omniprefent perfpicacious and 
judicious Inftructor. If fuch is the conclufion that fi- 
nally the queftioned referrers can give, one muft fuppofe 
concerning a particular knowledge to be fuccefsful 
with refpeft to human alleviation, then one muft 
continue to afk, if the heavenly Profeflbr difpenfes 
His inftrucVion for the exprefs purpofe of taking 
advantage of His beftowed wildom, and with it of 
human infirmities, alfo to make of them an ar- 
ticle of commerce, and of His provident pater- 
nal goodnefs refources to m^ke profperous. But 
far from having fuch outrageous opinion of the 
Divine Creator's intention, which is equally 
as repugnant to common fenfe, as degrading 
to Mate of men and injurious to the Sovereign In- 
ftru&or, one muft believe that the fincere devouts 
to His unalterable juftice, exploding whatever is 
inconfiftent to it, have the tacit faith that the bene- 
ficial initiation into the hidden virtues of the Au- 
thor of nature's inappreciable production cannot be 
the mere effeft of chance, and that it indicates to 
have a nobler intention than the one of being villi- 
fied by ferving as an inftrument to avarice, and to 
feed pride and intemperance, and inftead of being 
by that employed to alter human miferable fituation 
and greedy principle, increafes them, and contrary 
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to amend, in all refpefts aggravates human deplora- 
ble condition. Therefore agreeing in belief with 
the adherent of the Divine juftice and ubiquity, and 
having had the full perfuafion the being enabled to 
do good to mankind, had not for intended object 
to be degraded by a vile intereft, which fhoulu fo 
cnormoufly indicate to difagree with the immutable 
juftice and oftenfible goodnefs of the univerfal Bene- 
factor. Hence in expectation to fulfil his defign, 
the capacity of relieving human diftrefs, one muft 
make now the revelation has been folcly employed 
for the purpofe of opening the eyes of mankind con- 
cerning the precioufnefs of the provident Creator's 
remedies, and by their exquifite virtues have authen- 
tically evinced the conspicuous, detrimental and 
deathful ones, generally prevalent and made uie of 
in modern ages, among civilized nations, by a priv- 
ileged and pretended icientifical craft. Thus ftimu- 
lated, one muft fay, in the occafion, by the flattering 
hope of fulfilling the fpecial Beftower of wifdom's 
intention, and the one of ferving the caufe of hu- 
man affliction, by publicly demonftrating to one fpe- 
cies of being the illufion which they are living in, 
with regard to their faith in a fictitious fcience and 
remedies, and its fuperlative deception and extortion 
and univerfal mortiferous deed. By the palpable 
demonftration having had the preftigious idea, 
that the human fpecies, plunged as they are in the 
bottomlefs abyfs of mourning, calamity and excru- 
ciation, and although with an ephemeral life having 
long agony, and fpending it in tribulation, death, 
apparatus and fepulcbral contemplation. 

Having fuppofed that fatigued of fuch a calami- 
tous exiltence, the inhabitants of this world, not 
themfelves the mod ftrenuous partifans of their 
torment and miferies, fhould wait for an opportunity 
to manifeft their anxiety to be refcued from their 
forrowful ftate, to have the truth corroborated, one 
is obliged to mention again the real fenfation that 
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has operated generally on the minds of the civiliz- 
ed race, until now the boldnefs of relieving human 
diftrefs, and the evincing befide by fuccefs the won- 
derful efficacy which the Author of a univerfal. 
benevolence has bountifully beftowed on his terref- 
trial productions. 

Although tedious to repeat and that without the 
relating of it, the ftate of depreflion which the 
charitable alleviating diftribution is in, added to 
other circumftances, forcible in their nature, for a 
long while have informed of the predominant effecls 
that have produced the bold endeavour of trying 
to open the eyes concerning the blunders and death- 
ful deeds of thofe who on the matter have the great- 
e(t intereft to have no light reflected on the power 
of remedies by the afliftance of which they have the 
inalienable prerogative of torturing, fpoliating, and 
ufe of which make the generality of mankind lin- 
gering upon earth, and daily fnatch them out of 
the world in the prime of life. But fatisfied with 
fuch profpicuous lot, and notwithstanding their af- 
feQed piety and ftria obedience to the precept of 
a fupreme authority, and pretending to have an un- 
fhaken faith in the heavenly wifdom and bounty, 
and to evince their fincerity, the pious true believ- 
ers in this occurrence, manifeft a pertinacious 
averfion for even taking notice of the miraculous 
effects which the vernacular produ6iions can ope- 
rate to alleviate human diftrefs; by which fublime 
properties the provident paternal goodnefs and wif- 
dom is oftenfibly manifeiied, and with that the plau- 
fible intention not only to have mankind helped in 
their diftrefs, but alfo to have them free from pain, 
and manifold maladies. By their infuperable re- 
luctance to obferve the wonders that the genuine 
offspring of nature can produce for their own good, 
but averfe to it, the enemies of themfelvcs, refrac- 
tories to the order of Heaven and diBates of na- 
ture, by following contrary impulfion than the one 
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of the moft irrational creature, and ftrenuoufljr con- 
temning means of felf-prefcrvation offered to them 
then by that deed, the inhabitants of this planet 
convince of the fincenty of their heart and belief, 
and that among them every thing are go erned and 
fubordmated to the invincible power of fafhion, 
and that the one firmly now eftabliflied by the 
modern civilized race, and generally predileCied by 
them is the one of being regularly tortured, and die 
by a fafhionable m.irtyrdom, rather than to live vul- 
garly without pain, and the common infirmities per- 
flating to generally and faithfully follow the preva- 
lent mode of torment and death, having in latter age 
zealous adherents, ftrenuous partifans, defenders of 
the mort.ferous rights and various opponent of en- 
croachment, amending means preferring fhort lives 
to long ones, and by their reluctance to fuch inno- 
vation they juiiify the aflertion, that for modern ten- 
der heart and benign inclination, nothing is incen- 
tive, worth notice and deemed to be admired and 
receive plaudit, produce extacy, excite exultation, 
if not of the like innocent nature of Congreve rock- 
ets, torpedoes, beneficent catammaran — albionic hu- 
m*n ca' cafes, gallows entertainment, engine auxil- 
iaries and invention of Satan — contrived for his 
active agency in tremendous volcanoes to transform 
the ocean ; — all peculiar toys and amufement of the 
diva;; — of execrable memory, the infernal fon of 
Chatham. — In the reign of human (laughter, deftruc- 
iicrn and conflagration, the view being the only re- 
creation the order of the day, and consequently 
whatever difcovenes that can be made tending to 
the improvement of the predominant knowledge, ex- 
cluhvely deferving the veneration and patronage of 
the pious modern worfhipper of the goodnefs and 
wifdom cf the Creator of all things, it cannot be a 
matter that can excite any furprife, if the reverfe of 
their predilection, the permanently and authentically 
demon ft rating to a world folely occupied of de- 
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ftru&ion, the provident wiidom of the Creator is con- 
temned, and the rafh novator exprobated; and alfo 
the infinite efficacy of the remedies that He has cre- 
ated for the purpofc of alleviating human mifcries, 
and by their virtue peremptorily manifefting h*s 
intention to have the fpecies preferved upon e<»rth, 
and inftead of ferving to have him receive thanks 
and glory by his auftere and impeccable feftries, 
they are commonly wantonly mocked, ridiculed, 
exploded, and preference alfo given to the prevail- 
ing deathful expedients of a mortiferous agency 
upon earth. Therefore to this predominant predi- 
lection, evinced in latter age for human dettru&ive 
invention, in this occurrence mutt be attributed 
the caufe of the invincible relu&ance, not to fay the 
furious abhorrence which has experienced the bold- 
nefs of liberally, publicly and conltantly demonftrat- 
ing to do what none can do by the being effectually 
initiated in the bidden knowledge, instructing of 
the intention of the heedful nature ; myfterious pro- 
ductions which experience has an unequivocal fpec- 
imen of the miraculous effects proved to be the moft 
confpicuous for females in labour, fpeedily deliver- 
ing them, without any material pain. Notwithdand- 
ing one mutt fay that the generality of thofc who 
have applied and apply in thofe dafes were and are 
forced to do it by circumftances, and their being 
without hope, in a critical and diftrefling fituation, 
or that antecedently or in their former labours, they 
have undergone the greateft excruciation, and had 
been in the moft imminent dangers. To relieve 
them from it, if none without their indicating to be 
endowed of (lupid prefumption, can attribute to their 
perfonal ability, the divine wonders in thofe cafes 
operated by the Creator's goodnefs and wifdom ; 
then the admirers of the provident beneficency muft 
not hefitate to reveal their falutary effects ; and on 
that head, acquired by long experience and repeated 
inftances, perlift in telling the truth, and continue 
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to declare what has been done and conftantly prov- 
ed ; which is that by the help of the heavenly blifs 
afforded by the terreftrial offsprings, in the travail 
of their reproduction, thofe commonly diftreffed crea- 
tures, contrary to their being expofed to pain and 
dangers, are free from both ; and befide other ufual 
inconveniences, and likewife their progeny, or the 
new comers to inhabit the earth, can be mate- 
rially benefitted by nature's fublime refources, 
and equally one muft affert that the innocent crea- 
tures can be raifed in their infancy without diffi- 
culty, and of encountering the ordinary tor- 
ment evinced by thofe tender beings, and to be 
expofed to ufual diftemper, peculiar to thofe young- 
er days, and befide of being fo early reaped by the 
mercilefs deathful fcythe. But to be brief on the fub- 
jefcl concerning the eflential advantage that thofe 
interefting creatures can receive from the provident 
wifdom of the Creator of the fpecies, muft be faid 
that by the Divine benevolent expedient, the young 
infants in all refpe&s can flourifh in their lives upon 
earth in a healthful manner, more eafy to demon- 
ftrate by practice than to be defcribed by words. 
But however which the fame means, if eftablifhed, 
could foon evince their plaufible effefts by the bring- 
ing forth a ftrong, perfe&and aprodigious population. 
And without for the moment detailing the multiplied 
benefit that in general mankind could receive from the 
refources, which fhould be generally acknowledged 
if the obfervation of them had been deemed worth 
notice, and made as authentical as they have been 
for long while demonftrated, although particulariz- 
ed in the preceding writing, to give only this mo- 
ment a hint of nature's fpecifical virtues; in the 
behalf of them muft be faid of the truth, and of the 
provident care of the Procreator of all things over 
living beings, that His kind attention for the human 
fpecies indicates to be of fuch an extent, and His 
remedies for them endowed of fuch efficacious vir- 
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tues, that they not only inform by their exquifite 
properties to have the one of healing human mani- 
fold infirmities, but alfo to prevent their frames 
from being affeded of any, and to protr*fct their 
exillence beyond expectation, mould they lecond 
the intention of nature, in preferring a io g life 
without maladies and pain, to a (hort one mingled 
of torment and difeaie, unavoidable effects ot in- 
temperance, and of indulging a depraved p late, in 
making ule of articles not intended for the ufe of 
man, and molt detrimental to the human animal 
economy.and therm-iteffeaual deft royerof their lives ; 
and bafeu on long experience to wh ch one may add 
in the chapter of cautioufnefs ; like ife, as related 
the prudence that one mull have in regard to the 
influence that have on others the company of dil- 
cafed beings, Sec. But in the age of refined enjoy- 
ments, by the general partiality for the ule of hurt- 
ful things, as longevity is the moft contemptible 
object that can pollefs the hu nan modern fpecies, 
and that their contempt for it, and averfi >n for 
means that could tend to beltow on them healthinefs 
and long existence, is forcibly demonftrated in the 
abortion of the attempt that has been made for the 
fake of acquainting them of the beneficent extenfive 
refources of nature, intended to preferve mankind 
upon earth; but as the oftenfible demonitration has 
not yet been deemed to delcrvc attention, then, con- 
trary to have withes of life and health, they for- 
mally manifelt their being pleafed with their Ihort 
career, and alfo to have one repleted of pain and 
miferies. Extremely miftaken in the expectation 
of their choice and fancy, and not having fuppofed 
that the generality of the inhabitants of this planet 
had the one of pain, miferies and death, and that 
their attached friend, they mould prove to be the 
moft ardent enemies of health and life, and of any 
one who (hould offer their aflirtance to their dif- 
trefs, arid could be in pofleflion of effectual means 
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>to retard their laft moment, and the one of their diflb- 
lution,forthe fake of convincing them of the folicitude 
of the univerfal Provifor for their own prefervation 
one muit repeat many years have been fpent life, 
health and all faculties with them. The purfuance 
un< xemplified before inviting the impartial or anx- 
ious of preserving themfelves upon earth, to tjke 
the furvey of the treafures of nature allowed for 
thepurpofe. And the authentical demonftration has 
challenged pertinacious fcepticifm or (lubborn in- 
credulity, if they could refer to their eyes, to make 
ufe of them in the occafion to judge and be eye-wit- 
nefsof the truth, and likewifethe public purfuit has of- 
fered opportunity to fulminant controvertifts, con- 
tumelious captioufnefs, if conviQion could have 
any influence upon their fpiteful inclination, and 
deira&mg fchemes, to come to examine before de- 
tracting, or if nothing could efcape to receive the 
dart of their venemous exprobating tongues, not 
even the wonderful operation of the all wife and 
molt high remedies, to exercife it in the occafion, 
and deny His goodnefs and wifdom, and continue 
occular evidence of their fublime effe&s, to con- 
trovert them and conteft and upbraid the Divine ef- 
ficacy of the vernacular fpecifics, which for the 
benefit of mankind the univerfal Omnipotent has 
replenished this lerreftial hemifphere. But palpable 
proofs and vifible demonftration not being the wifh 
of calumny and fpite, on the contrary, averfe 
to them, in this occafion one muft continue 
to repeat, that the attempt has been made in vain 
to give the public expofure of the wonderous 
efficacy operated by the heavenly difpenfation ; but 
to fee them, to acknowledge them, to proclaim them, 
if the generality of mankind denote to be indiffer- 
ent, or incurably blind and deaf, one cannot deny 
that it is not the cafe with refpeft to the dumbnefs 
of malice, fpite, captioufnefs, interefted fchemers 
whom in the occurrence are not indifferent to what 

z 
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has been done, and to villi f y it, dexteroufly exert 
their tongues in the occafion by cavilling, contefting, 
denying, detracting, and in rage and exafperation, 
animadvert, calumniate, exprobate, and the furious 
malevolent terminate their thankfgiving of the heav- 
enly blifs diffufed on the terreftrial region, by vom- 
iting torrent of inveftives and fulminant impre- 
cation on the one whom to relieve of diftrefs rus dar- 
ed to make a beneficent diftribution, and whofe 
capital crime is to evince to have of their virtues the 
initiation. But without extending the recital of the 
effects and fenfation that has operated the purfu- 
ance of giving affiftance to the difeafed human be- 
ings, and by the conftant fuccefs of them, inform of 
the efficacious, precious and unknown refources 
concealed in the earthly vernacular difpenfary. But 
by their infuperable reluctance to obferve their 
operation, the virtuous and infallible civilized hu- 
man race exploding the genuine Creator's fpecific — 
having a general contempt and averfion for the ufe 
of means, effects of His wifdom, which intended for 
them could mitigate the magnitude of their com- 
plicated miferies ; and with that promote their 
health, protect and lengthen their lives upon earth ; 
by fuch notorious antipathy for human welfare, and 
their own the prefent inhabitants of this globe un- 
deniably evince to be the total reveife of all ani- 
mals, and of even the moft ferocious ones, in many 
refpecls, and in the one of gratitude in particular, 
generally giving marks of it to their benefactors. 
And likewife they utterly differ from the moft irra- 
tional creature to anxiety of felf-prefervation. 

But without dwelling any longer on the contrail 
of impreflion exifting between the pretended rational 
animal and the irrational ones, which is too obvious 
to be contefted, in many occafions, if not in all, 
the fuperior fpecies manifeft their little faith or their 
complete deftitution of any in the accuracy of the 
heavenly precepts for what only concern ttreir rx- 
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iftence, for their pretended belief is in conftant con- 
tradiction with their action; they inform of the r 
infincenty on the matter, and that they live in the 
full perfuafion that they have been created for the 
exprefs purpofe upon earth of reciprocally deftroy- 
ing each other, when by their depraved fancy and 
palate, or ufe of detrimental articles, they do not 
fucceed to deftroy themfelves ; but death being the 
prevailing divinity, and the dominating one of lat- 
ter age, deferving exclusively the worlhip of her 
faithful worfhippers, confequently one ought not 
to be furprifed if the fervent adorers of the pre- 
dilected gods, declare themfelves the ardent defend- 
ers of her rights, and pious fatellites and friends of 
her profperity ; if they evince to be the molt mortal 
ene rues of whatever could be of injury to her 
mortiferous privilege, and the one of her bleffed 
agency, whofe members' predicable capacity can in 
due form and with regularity, lacerate, mutilate, 
excarnate, amputate Hubs, emaciate frame and with 
dexterity make of their human bodies carcafes 
or complete object of levity. But to conclude on 
the human modern race, death predileft.on and tor- 
ment to ferve the interelt of the ruling patron, and; 
of her furious devotees the predominant paflion, 
ftrenuoufly exploding all means of prefervation, 
they forcibly intimate that for their particular fatis- 
faction they only are in want of deftruftive inven- 
tions, and for confociate efficacious poifons, and 
with them for object of recreation war, peftilence, 
famine, conflagration, &c. and to pleafe the living 
race tender feeling and compyflion, and give to their 
eyes fpeftacle worthy contemplation, mattered man- 
gled human corpfe is the one of their predilection; 
therefore of the modern to give the permanent 
a&ion begetting, killing and burying is the only al- 
lowable occupation. But with refpe£t to the death- 
ful recreation, if the living races are not fatisfied of 
their prefent fituation, one rauft not be furprifed 
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to their delight to make fome addition if fpontan- 
eoufly one day they make fupplication to the 
heavenly throne Difpenfer of beneficence, to obtain 
from their Maker the enticing favour and gratifi- 
cation of terminating all their career by a complete 
faturation of human blood, flood and of it a general 
inundation. And when fo obviouflytheydcmonitr.it- 
ing to have fuch a notorious propenfe for whatever 
can promote human deftrutiion, one may be induced 
in this belief of their future invocation, and like- 
wife it is fupported when evincing fuch infuperih e 
abhorrence for whatever could tend to prevent hu- 
man miferies and their unmatured end and furioufly 
perfecute thofe who have the knowledge to fuccoed 
in it, and when they protccl and venerate hunan 
devaftators and admire in rapture deftru&ive, infer- 
nal invention. Therefore the beholders' judicious 
eftimator of human fincerity cannot be miflaken in the 
fpecies of one that does exift when the modern nee 
reciprocally pretendtobemuch affli&ed at each others' 
pain, infirmities and death, one has ground to con- 
clude that mourn and forrows, whenever mamfclled, 
that they are but cuftomary praBice in latter age, if 
not altogether fchemes guiding interefted motives; 
alfo when not the artful deed of fpeculation, or the 
one ferving of cloak to d.ifguife hypocricy, then 
bafed on the aveifion of the termed civilized 
world, for amending means, the fludious obfetver 
is authorised to urge, that fcldom if ever the olten- 
fible demonftration of regret of the living human call 
at one another's misfortune, difafter and departure 
are not the genuine offspring iffued out and brought 
forth by affii&ed hearts. Thus not influenced by 
the eternal demonltration, and mouth affirmation, 
the characleriftic of modern time, the fagacious 
fpe&ators, one muft fuppofe cannot help the being 
furprifed at the obvious incohcrency now exifting 
between human aftion, language and pretended 
faith. Therefore cogitating on the caufe of fuch 
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notorious contrail, preference of miferies and death* 
and their invincible antipathy for all thofe who can 
give them afiiftancc, and refcue them from danger, 
if obliged to explain the caufe of fuch unnatural 
propensity. The queflioned ftudious examiner on 
its caufe. one may fuppofe, attributes it to the for- 
midable and infuperable power of a malevolent, 
and predominant unconquerable influence, or im- 
puifion, in modern times directing and mifguid- 
ing human aftions. Thus fuch mud be the final 
concluiion that mud give all thofe whom not in- 
fluenced by prevention, mud be furprifed at the 
modem human reluftance, and general oppofition, 
for ameliorating means to diminifh their diftrefs; 
but by fuch *n inconceivable averfion deprived of 
the hope of being one day more beneficial to the 
generality of mankind, than what one had been ena- 
bled heretofore to be, folely guided by the flattering 
expectation of ufefulnefs in future times, what is now 
the refultofthe endeavour, &the real advantage that 
has produced the having tried to open the eyes of 
thofe who prefer darknefs to light, and are averfe to 
know the delufion they are living in, concerning 
the fallacious efficacy of expedients employed to 
relieve their pain and miferies, and preferve their 
lives, and the moft efficacious and eftimable one 
afforded by the Supreme benevolence for the pur- 
pofe. To inform of fuch miraculous refource, if 
the attempt cannot be proved co have operated real 
advantages until this prefent time, one muft fay 
again, that it is not the cafe with refpeel to the 
prolific blifs received exuberantly, and acquired by 
the purfuance, which has moft notable, as mentioned 
already, has been to become the obje£t of the gene- 
ral contempt and detraction. To this profufe grace 
is added the one of being affefted of various conta- 
gion, and likewife owing to a long painful labour, 
to be now diverted of former bodily firength and 
other faculties; and to repair the vaft and the con- 
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ing now a precarious chance, after having blauntcd 
out the mod precious rcfourccs of nature in their 
ufc, by compaffionately yielding to the rcqueft of 
the diUreffed. 

Such is prcfent fituation, occurred by the condefcen- 
cy, andalfothe mod prominent glorious trophies gam- 
ed until this time, in the healing fuccefsful purluit, 
and in having dared to give relief to human miferies, 
and with it by authentically demonftrating the pater- 
nal goodnefs and Divine wifdom of the univerfal 
Benefaftor. But to this repeated profufe grace or 
fuccin£t delineation of the eminent blifs acquired in 
the purfuance, the ones that have not been yet 
much mentioned, are the ones beflowed on the men- 
tal faculties, and confequently in this jun&urc, a 
brief analization of" their prefent fituation becomes 
neceflaiy to complete the narration. And on that 
fcore muft be faid that if one has been compelled 
to give the candid ftatement of prefent bodily fitua- 
tion, and affirm its being in a precarious Rate, with 
refpeQ. to the intellectual ones, mull be related, that 
they perfectly correfpond to a body long harraffed 
by fatigue, and repleted of the feeds of human dif- 
eafes ; and that a mind which mould have no other 
wifh but to contemplate human welfare, is much 
affected when, in head of it having upon earth, but 
to behold their diftrefs, manifold miferies, horrible 
degeneracy, terrible calamities, tempeftuous times, 
fimfter end and univerfal devaftation ! Tormented 
by the thought, and the heart lacerated by the 
view, it muft be revealed that the mind alfo of the 
beholder is in a permanent agony, and continually 
plunged in grief and difquietude, & is abforbed by the 
gloomy reflections of the paft difaftrous times, con- 
tinually mourning for the baneful prefent one, and 
Ifkewife in the greateft dread and apprehenfion and 
difmay for the future one. So that by this revela- 
ens is informed that the mind is as much affeft- 
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ed, if not more, than the body, for the human con- 
cern ; endued with compaffionating fentimcnts, by 
the being condemned to infpe6t the complication 
and magnitude of their infinite miferies, and with 
that to fuftain the view of the degrading ftatc of 
depreflion of mankind, and alfo their wretched 
lives, and the tirefome exiftence that the generality 
of the inhabitants of this world fpend upon earth — 
their adverfities, alternate vicufitude, extortion, 
martyrdom and death. Bewailing their lamentable 
fate, one muft confefs that the reflection and view 
forever fhall be a renovating fubject of prefiure, 
forrows and lamentation. Then by this candid 
confidence, the afflicted have the intimation of 
what has been fuffered for their own concern, what 
is Mill fuffering, which in all probability is only the 
precurfor or forerunner of what one muft be pre- 
pared to fuffer in time to come ; and that for the 
capital and irremifiibie crime of compaffionating 
human miferies, and being enabled to relieve their 
diftrefs, and by the doing of it yielding in the oc- 
cafion to the entreaty of helplefs fuffering creatures, 
obeying to the law of Heaven, and to the facred 
di£tates of nature, and alfo to the peremptory order 
of an heart endued of tender fenfation for the 
pain and torment endured and peculiar to the afflict- 
ed human fpecies, and by the fmifter confequence 
which expofe trie boldnefs of following the Evan- 
gelical precept (of doing by others as one would be 
done by) thofe who are the caufe of the impru- 
dence and of the offence it gives to the pious mod- 
ern followers of the Gofpel, are obliged to confefs, 
tfriat for the ftriB obfervers of its doctrine, the be- 
ing empowered with knowledge to do good to man- 
kind, and alfo with it affected of comp.iffionating 
fenfation, in modern age, the endowment by its 
refult muft be confidered as «he molt fatal prefent 
that the Celeftial wrath can bellow on any human 
being, as a capital punifliment, and as an effectual 
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and certain mean, by which the one who has been 
beftowed, mull undergo all forts of torture upon 
earth, before falling the vi£tim of the furious and 
religious preponderant enemies of human welfare, 
whom by their deeds and reftlefs dexterity in the 
occafion manifeft, and give room to believe, 

To be born to torment anil distress the human race, 
Notwithstanding their look, shape and human lace. 

In this world thofe beings denote to be nothing 
lefs than what they are taken for, and what they 
may be thought to be. To hjve this truth cor- 
roborated, and without having recourfe in this oc- 
currence to innumerable inftances, to have lupp >rt- 
ed the reality of the impending fate of thofe vvho 
are enabled to relieve human diflrefs, for the pur- 
pofe, one mult have again recourfe to the aufpic- 
k>us prefdges or the veracious predictions delivered 
by a notorious and impartial phyfical prophet, and 
competent appreciator of latter age unfpotted vir- 
tues, and of the peculiar ones of his craft; there- 
fore one muft never lofe the opportunity to p;<y 
homage to this incomparable model of modern 
fincerity, and put in remembrance of this hero- 
teal, former, faltidious, veracious oracle.

M [By what unaccountable perverfity in our frame 
" does it appear, that we fet ourfev es fo much againft 
" any thing that is new ?] Can any one behold with-» 
8 out fcorn, fuch drones of phyficians, that after the* 
<; fpace of fo many hundred years' experience and. 
" practice of their predecciTors, not one fingle medi- 
" cine has be< n detected, that has the lealt force 
'• dire&ly to prevent, to oppofe, refift and expel a 
" continued lever? Should any one, by a move fed- 
" ulous obfervation, pretend or make the lead ftep 
li towards the difcovery of fuch remedies, their ha- 
" tred and envy would fwell againfl. him, as a legion 
" of deyils againft virtue; the whole 'feciety would 
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" dart their malice at him, and torture him with all 
u the calumnies imaginable, without {ticking at any 
<e thing that (hould deftroy him, root and branch : 
'* For he who professes a reformer of the 
* s art of physic, must resolve to run the 
" hazard of the martyrdom of his repu- 
" tation, life, and estate."* 

Without making more reflection on this noble 
mafter-piece of human veracity, purporting the truth 
with itfelf, and a'lfo its defervino encomium, it can- 
not be denied thai thofe who receive fuch phufible 
and explicit warning as this, when fo generoufly given 
by the experienced phyfical heroes, intimating them 
with the fate awaiting them, if they dare evince 
rnore capacity than the privileged one to relieve 

* For the essential information of those of the perusers who 
are not completely versed in the extensive legend and volumi- 
nous record of the numerous and illustrious physical person- 
ages which this prolifical world, ancient and modern in dif- 
ferent times and climes, for human, salvation has brought 
forth upon earth, consequently to prevent mistakes it must 
be observed, that Albion making a conspicuous figure in the 
famous and precious productions, by her having given birth 
gloriously to numberless heroes, who have by their eminent 
capacity left notable and predicable names to a grateful pos- 
terity, and that two of those venerable and inappreciable be- 
ings are known by the same name of Harvey. Therefore as 
both of these have deserved to be celebrated in their pursuit, 
they must be here distinguished from each other by their dif- 
ferent mode of signalization j the senior or eldest the Billy 
one having been incomparably illustrated, immortalized, dei- 
fied, and that (although contravened) for the discovery advan- 
tageous, miraculous, profitable and memorable of human mass 
blood, copious, flqxuous. impetuous, or the transeendant pe- 
rembuetant vehement circulation, so that judiciously it must 
be acknowledged that the two fulminant jEsculapius success- 
sors, or the two famed flaming, enlightened human champions, 
although same name bearer, have been vastly different in 
mode of exertion, and for peculiar and acute perspicuity, 
equally deserve perdurable celebrity— the oldest one lynx- 
eyed, having urged that for him the human frame was a transplu- 
cid object, and the youngest one having studied a lesser part — 
has proved that his knowledge was only the one of human heart. 
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human diftrefs; if not, one muft fay, deterred by 
the contain of fuch unequivocal prognostication, and 
if their holdnefs of having capacity to fave human 
lives, deferve fuch capital chafttlemcnt, and to be 
caft off and delivered to the world as obnoxious 
objeft, void of qualities, and replenifhed with all 
imperfeftions, and finifh by martyrdom ; at lead if 
the undaunted, void of other virtues to the eyes of 
the craft, they cannot be deemed deftituted of the 
fortitude; qualities when not afraid of fuch an una- 
voidable difafter,afterhavingbeen fo explicitly warned 
of it as in war. If magnanimity and bravery are necef- 
fary in the attempt to alleviate human diftrefs, pre- 
fixing fuch reward to the fuccefs, it cannot be de- 
nied that their ufual gratitude is as evident and 
generous in fuch occafion as their liberality is great, 
to pay torture and death. But being on the topic 
of gratitude, as the admirers and fmcere encomiafts 
of human modern morally have argued (if any one 
faid they were wifhing to do good for the only fake 
of receiving gratitude for particular reward) in the 
doing of it they muft not expeft to receive it from 
their own fpecies, and contrary to that the benefactor 
muft be prepared to meet with the utter reverfc. 
But if for doing good gratitude is the fingle recom- 
pence that fatisfy thofe who are enabled to do 
it, they muft bellow it have they faid and their 
benelicency, on the moil ravenous and ferocious 
creatures of the brutes, that they can find in the ani- 
mal creation, and they muft be fure to receive their 
compenfation. 

But without extending the infinite reflection 
that thofe candid alienors and impartial eftima- 
tors of human modern perfection can i'uggeft, and 
if ignominy, calumny, difafter, finifter forced end 
muft be the lot that have to expeft upon earth, 
generally the zealous advocates of human welfaie, 
that they muft be exprobated, continually perfecut- 
q4j by the privileged power of formidable friends 
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of human diftrcfs and cala; ties, and fooner ot 
later foil the victims of tbeir raging and malevolent 
influence, and as the fincere refractory member of 
this inviolable caft has pofitivi . aflertcd and pre- 
dicted, that any one evincing have the power of 
alleviating human miferits, routi live overloaded 
of hatred, contempt, and die by martyrdom, object 
of infamy, ■without exciting either pity or regret, 
and living a name in the hand of fpite and calumny, 
to exert their lying verbofe inftrumejus, beltower 
of iniquities and notorious defamation. But not 
deterred by the paft fuccefs of the detracting popu- 
lation, nor intimidated by the future, awaiting any- 
one doing good before a forced final cataltrophe 
can take place, or the being totally difabied of the 
necelTary faculties to deferve more exprobition, the 
fragment of a life which now is much impaired in 
doing good for evils to the laft, like other fac- 
ulties mult be fpent in the endeavour of p<eferving 
the one of others. But how long, one muft afk 
to thole whom receive the intimation, and for whom 
it mull be exhaulted, can refill a human frail exift- 
ence, which has had, Itill has, and in all appearance 
always Ihall have to contend with a multitude of 
furious powerful adverfaries, when indicating their 
being reuuated to deftroy the laid life, which has 
no other object upon earth but the one of endeav- 
ouring to be of fervice to the human fpecics, for 
■whom in latter age the attempt is a crime of an 
enormous nature ? 

This queftion cannot be a problem very difficult 
to anfwer, after having given the information, that 
befide the contention with contumelious, captious 
and mifchievous enemies, enormoufly impaired 
in vital faculties, one has the frame replenifhed 
•with feeds of a malignant nature, and the contagious 
diftempers of human bodies. But if continuing 
the fame purfuit, one cannot have the expectation to 
be free from the difeafes of human minds and bodies 3 
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and that one cannot have the frantic hope of beingpre- 
ferved from their fatal future conlequences. Not hav- 
ing fuch improbat a. one ought to find one's felf 
fortunate in havi: ;eeded until this prefent time 
to have retarded eii direful effe&s. Therefore as 
•ne cannot pirete :a\ e long the fame luck, one 
is juilified if adopting fome effectual means which 
could gie fome ce to make ufeful the refidue 
of days, which forcible circumltance feems to con- 
fpire to teach thai they muft be terminated by a forc- 
ed and boilterous c taftrophe, and that by the rafti- 
nefs Of having ferved the cauTe of human <tfRi6tion 
and diftrefs, and for it commonly having received 
evil for good; but if not wifhing or not deferving 
any in return of the one that one has done and can 
do, it muft be now the time to have fome good action 
beftowed, if not on one's felf, on others, when in 
the performance one is nigh to be exhaufted, emd 
the vital and temporal faculties wafted away, the 
fyftem almoft worn out, and the frame repleted with 
feeds of human manifold difeafes, blifs profulely re- 
ceived in the purfuance and their eradication, now 
difficult, exifting in that condition, wanting reft and 
attendance, and aggravated by the diforder of others. 
Thence of what benefit can be an individual to the 
immenfity of helplefs human beings, generally linger- 
ing in this world; if one cannot be of a real advan- 
tage to them, and if one cannot attend a great num- 
ber of them without being materially affected by 
their difeafes, and if the generality could be more 
benefited by falutary advice than attendance, the 
proceeding then of the giving of them, muft be in 
future the only refource left to be ufeful by either 
preventing diftrefs, or alleviating the diftreffed; 
and to demonftrate theevidence of the ufefulnefs 
that one may be to the fociety at large, being in- 
ftru£ted by one's framing experience, and authoriz- 
ing to declare all human manifold maladies to be of 
a contagious nature, and as fuch to be fufceptible.

to be communicated by a Ample intercourfe, fup-> 
porting the truth by palpable derionftration, when 
unequivocally incapacitated of knowledge of health- 
inels, the intbrmation ought to be fufiicient to in- 
timate, that for healthy beings an intercourfe with 
morbid ones is more pernicious than it is proved to 
be to any other, although the importance of the 
declaration, and its novelty to purport conviciion, 
ought to be followed by extenfive difquifition, and 
be elucidated by clear and fatisfaftory arguments* 
But for the moment having to give but the one dif- 
played upon the external part of the frame, guided 
by the general intereft and eager of Ufefulnefs, pro- 
vifionally one is compelled to give warning to the 
unaware part of mankind, concerning the pernicious 
effefct produced by the contaminated air i fined from 
difeafed human beings. Therefore this indent and 
for long while obvious victim of the confequence of 
having breathed the unfalubnous air of complicated 
difeafex, how could the veracity of the affertion b* 
doubted when given by the one who add to along 
fedulous ftudy, experience and matured re -flection 
and obfervation, oftenfible and palpable documents, 
which pUutible nature offer to the eyes of all incred- 
ulous individuals, they to be of convincing 
tendency. Therefore due to thofe detrimental con- 
fequences, not able in future to attend indifcrimi- 
nately, as in pad time, an lmmenfe croud of afQicled, 
of inveterate diforders, although a feries of circum- 
ftances feem reunated to inform that by the cftec! of 
the long attendance, the bold attender muft be pre- 
pared to terminate his earthly career, either by the 
confequence of human difeafed mind or body.*— 
Thence before it until the event can take place, 
the remnant of days devolved for human benefit 
and be cut off in the attempt, muft ferve their in- 
tereft; henceforth for thofe who are wifhing to help 
to make profitable to them one fuffering fellow creat- 
ure thelhort lifemuft befpended fe'rthteir own welfare. 
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1^o promote it and fcrve the general intcrcft of man- 
kind, and by the judicious as an incontrovertible 
truth, if the giving candid information to them of 
what endangers their health and exigence is deemed 
ufeful, and of an efTential importance, this moment 
having but this lait refource left to try to be of fcr- 
vice to thofe, who warned of their danger, would 
avoid it, and fhould be anxious by that to lillen to the 
iupulfe of nature, and yield to the command of their 
own Maker, in endeavouring to preferve their ex- 
igence upon earth, then one mult do it, & in this hope, 
of ex'ending one day the benefit that one had the anx- 
ious eager with to promote among the human fpecies. 
To fucceed for the purpol'e as the refult of fedulous 
obfervation, fpeediiy having laid down candid re- 
jection concerning the detrimental and one may fay 
the mortal tendency that various and nefarious ar- 
ticles are to the human body, and in expectation to 
have the friendly detection generally known by a 
public circulation; having neither one muft fay 
fpared trouble norexpenfe: but in vain and the trial 
abortive in us intention, has met with no fuccefs 
whatever. Therefore the noted difappointment has 
left in the imperious necefiity of having recourfe, 
to obviate it, to the medium of thofe whom not- 
withstanding their pcrfonal intereli of being regu- 
larly informed by methodical principle, of their mode 
of proceeding, falubrious diet, and prefcribed ab- 
itinenee ; and from the liberality and infallible effi- 
cacy of the remedies delivered to the applyers, one 
ought to have found them cheerfully difpofed to 
teftify their gratitude of the relief that they gene- 
rally receive, to alTuage their pain and complicated 
infirmities. Confcquently, from the importance of 
the fervice, one had room to believe, that at lealt 
thofe who receive them (hould be defirous to co-ope- 
rate with their difintereded alleviator, in the giving 
ufeiul advice, and making circulate in many rc- 
tta eff:ntial information, important to any one 
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to receive, from the tenour of their detecting priiv 
ciples, and fpecially in the age of helplefs dittre6 
and general infirmities. But this moment obliged 
to give the brief refult of the adopted meafure, in- 
tended to make fucceed the circulation of this 
indifpenfable folicitous advice and prefcription 
of a dietical abftinence, giving friendly warning 
to the unaware of the effeft of uncautioufnefs in 
many refpefts, and alfo detecting the unavoidable dan- 
ger incurred by the ufe of detrimental articles to 
the human body. Then after two years of trial of 
the laft resource left to make circulate thofe im- 
portant advices by the means of thofe who helplefs 
upon earth, likewife for laft refources are compelled 
to apply for relief to the charitable alleviating dif- 
penfary ; but to give the true narrative of the fuc- 
cefs of the endeavour muft be faid that notwith- 
standing that one fingle book only was requeftcd 
to be taken by each difeafed individual, for the fake 
[ erfonal ufe and necelfary information, 
aru fequently the doing good to themfelves and 

othersj or that fpend a little more than a cent 

per day fc - e purpofe ; but this enormous fum one 
may fuppofe having been deemed immoderate, and 
too exot litant, therefore progrefiiveiy the meafure 
had reduced the number of thofe of the wifhers 
of lives ar.i help to an inconfiderable amount, and to 
cut fhort on the matter concerning the produft of the 
forced circulation, muft relate, that this very mo- 
ment remain extant of printed copies in hand, nei- 
ther more nor lefs than the half of what has been 
printed for thole general information and ufeful- 
nefs. And as fuperficial and infignificant as the 
narrative may appear, the information muft be given 
jn this occafion, captioufnefs and fpite not having 
neglecled to take advantage of the urgent meafure 
to argue in the world of a lucrative purfuit, and in r 
culcate in the mind of the credulous of fpeculativc 
motives in the mean§, and of great gain made in 
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the attendance. Then the naked truth difclofcd in 
this occurrence, as in any others, muft ferve to have 
evinced the common veracity peculiar to contumeli- 
ous detractors, and alfo the ufual one of all the invete- 
rated enemies of human beneficial inltruclion, and like- 
wife the one of the implacable intercfted antagomfts of 
their health and prosperity ; but little affected by 
the detracting fchemes of ihofe ardent wi/hers of 
human calamities ; but to the laft day that one (hall 
have the faculty to do it, determined to remain in 
the perilous path which leads to acquit the facred 
debt that human beings have to p.iy upon earth, to 
d i it this moment, as one cannot fucceed, and be of 
great fervice to ihe diftrefled living race, and de- 
ferve more cxprobation from the active calumniat- 
ing one, without giving to the afflicted new inftiuc- 
tion and advice, and develope the dcathful fuccefs 
and glorous prowefs of the prevalent remedies em- 
ployed in modern time, by a privileged mortifcrous 
call. Therefore for the purpofe, new printed w 
muft fucceed one another, as long as the fpjculues 
will permit, notwithstanding the bad fuccels of 
their circulation, forcibly evinced in the laft one, 
which one muft fay that to be perufed and to circu- 
late, if it had been left to the ufual method, not a 
dozen of copies of this laft printed writing, after 
one year, fhould have been delivered to the anxious 
of being informed of the fubjeft related in it, and 
which tenour of revelation, one may urge in mod- 
ern time, if health and life for the living human race, 
were not deemed by them as the moft contemptible 
object in their poflefiion, the laft treatife, by its 
numerous detection, and consequent information, 
by the generality of men, fhould have been anx- 
ioufly fought after, and confiderated as deferving 
the general notice and reflection, and alfo of its be- 
ing of the moft important and precious nature ; but 
without making long comment on fuch unnatural 
indifference for interefting matter, and the fecond 
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abortion it has occurred in the attempt of being 
ufcful by giving good advice and urgent inftruc- 
tion, noiwithftanding the trouble and exptnfe which 
require printed writings, this prefent laft one 
mutt fcrve as evidence in informing that the one 
who to produce them has for his pains and firft coft 
predominant contempts hatred, calumny and ftig- 
mas until death, and alfo after it. Not defponded 
jn this occurrence, and prevented to try to help thg 
human fuffering caufe, when ftill lavifhing his health 
and property for their own concern and intereft, 
and to ferve them, or in the hope of it, the devoted 
to them is ftill determined to continue to expofe 
himfelf to perilous inevitable diftrefs and deftitu- 
tion, and to fteadily offer himfelf in facrifice, having 
the certitude to fall the exprobated victim of his 
boldnefs in daring to tell the truth. 

Stimulated by the irrefiftible wilh to fee amended 
the human wretched ftate of complicated infirmi- 
ties ; therefore in this juncture yielding to no other 
advice but the one of the dictate of confcience and 
a deep compaflion for human pain and general ad- 
verfity by it, one is compelled to be governed by 
the tranfcendant power of a grieved heart, lament* 
ing at human prolific calamities, and wanting to 
revenge himfelf of their calumny and injullice, by 
cxpoiing the owner to experience more of them in 
the endeavour to help their diftrefs, and likewife 
in trying to deleft to their eyes the real caufe of 
their innumerable afflictions, death and infinite mal- 
adies. But clofely cogitating on the nature of the 
rafh determination, thofe who are taken for fpecial 
confidants of it, if afked their fentiments upon it, 
may anfwer in the following manner, and fay — How 
can a fingle individual prefume to fuccepd in fuch 
difficult and perilous undertaking, deftituted of any 
Jielp, and contrary to that, having to contend with 
the human prevailing indifference and one may fay, 
everfion of life, fupported by none in the purfuit 
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to make them prefer life to death, an objeft for 
which they have no attachment, and revcrfe of that, 
■when fervile partifans and fubfervients of their 
torturing, deftru&ive defpots, and to baffle the fuc- 
cefs of the attempt, having for generjl opponent 
the formidable and unconquerable power of thofc 
mortal enemies of human welfare. To this infur- 
mountable obftacle, the doubtful objectors of the 
fuccefs of the attempt may add the plauOble decla- 
ration given, that as the unavoidable effects of the 
long alleviating purfuit and fatigue of attendance, 
the fyftem and its bodily ftrength and faculties 
being materially affected, this moment, and alfo that 
due to the unfalubrious attendance or intercourfc 
with difeafed beings, the frame of the attendcr is 
repleted of their contagious difejfes. 

If one cannot but confirm the reality of the trutk 
of this fad declaration, and if its contain make 
doubt the judicious, that to nullify the endeavour a 
reunion of fuch potent obltacles give no room to 
believe that they can ever be conquered, and con- 
fequently that without blind prefu-nption no fuccefs 
can be expefted from the attempt. Not denying 
the folidity of the belief, and not infenfible of the 
uncertitude of the fuccefs, one may anfwer, that he 
who to perform his laft tafk upon earth, is not hin- 
dered by the certitude he mull have of perifhing in 
trying to do good for evil, in the performance of 
the aftions if he receive no approbation and applaufe, 
but the one of his confeience, he muft be fatisfied 
to have the one of fuch a rare and competent com- 
forter, and from him receiving no reprobation, and 
without remorfe and regret quit a world only pro* 
lific in miferies, injuftice, iniquities and human 
deftruftion. Thence referring to fuch undeceivable 
admonimer in this occafion, eager to terminate a laft 
duty in the fulfilling of it, previoufly, if the health, 
bodily ftrangth, and all other faculties for the 
purpose, have been fquandered, totally wafted in 
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the purfuit of indiftinBly and charitably giving re- 
lief, and faving the lives of others. By the pro- 
ceeding now nearly exhaufled of his own, the 
afft&ed purfuer now unable to continue any 
longer in the fame manner of attending indifcrimi* 
Dately an immenfe number of difordered beings* 
without foon perifhing in the purfuit, therefore the 
prefcnt circumftance conftrains to either relinquifh 
it, or continue to fpend the rcfidue of a painful 
and precarious exiftence only for the benefit of 
thofe who are defnous to co-operate with their libe- 
ral alleviator to promote good among the generality 
of mankind. And how could he fucceed to per- 
form his laft duty, when he cannot do it, but in de- 
tecting the truth, and giving falutary advice, and 
when to make them circulate, he has to ftrive 
agdinft prejudice, the intereft of blind ignorance, 
wanting no light reflected upon it? Therefore to 
fucceed in the effential undertaking of giving ur- 
gent information, as the afliftance of the grateful 
afflicted and well wither of mankind is this moment 
of an indifpenfable nature, for them only the 
remnant of a life, the laborious work, and dif- 
treffed days, muft be henceforth employed to their 
relief. Therefore one muft give them Opportunity 
to evince their benevolent intention towards their 
own fellow-creature, and by that teftify their grati- 
tude alfo towards the univerlal provident Author 
of precious refources, created to alleviate their 
complicated miferies, and for the purpofe of having 
none, receive the benefit that the common folicit- 
ous benefaftor can afford to mankind's miferies. 

New conditions in this occurrence have been, 
on many accounts, deemed of an abfolute urgency, 
and the new reftri&ion that the critical circum- 
ftances have compelled to adopt, is for the ap- 
plyers the taking fix books, and alfo for their ul- 
tim te ufe, giving their fincere promife of ft i icily 
fulfilling their intention and the covenant of their 
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admittance, by the making good life of them, arc! 
of d-xtenty to promote their extenfive circulation, 
ard that only among thofe of their friends, ac- 
quaintances and all human well-wilhers, and all the 
defirous to know the truth, and with it receive ufe- 
ful inftruction, concerning the direful internal and 
external definitive enemies of human minds and 
bodies; and by thofe who are afflicted of the mod 
powerful miferies, and who are helplefs upon earth, 
could the terms of fuch condition by them bi found 
an immoderate one, if reflecting that the one 
who is now compelled to adopt this meafure, is 
forced to do it by the mod imperious circumitances, 
and for the purp#fe of performing a facred duty, 
which cannot be fulfilled without more lavifhing his 
life and property ; and likewife wi hout being more 
aggravated in his already impaired faculties, in the 
performance. And added to that that new condi- 
tion is given after many years of an unaltered dif- 
Intereftedriefs, and by unexpl.unable iikfome la- 
bour, danger and expenfes ; ar 4 d when the vital 
fyftem materially affect, d. his frame is repleted 
with noxious feeds of contagion, and Viearly ex- 
haufted, and when the animal economy of the pur- 
fuer is in a fituation ffanding more in want of reft 
and attendance than the greater! part of thofe who 
themfelves can m>ke application. Hence feriouf- 
ly cogitating on the nature of the circumftance, 
peremptorily obliging to have recourfe to fome 
effeQu>l expedients to perform a lad indifpcn- 
fable dun , notwithstanding forcible infiructne 
fyuptomical warning, giving the certitude that if 
perfi.fi in g long to have intercourfe with a multitude 
of affe&ed of inveterated diforders, unavoidably the 
attender mult at laft fall victim of his folicitous at- 
tendance, having too long experienced the truth to 
doubt of it'. But not regretting to perifh for the 
only fake of thofe who arc defirous to retaliate to 
their own fellow-creatures the good they can re- 
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tcivc from the precious remedies znd genuine fpe* 
eihc of the provident Author, promoter of a general 
benefaction, and in that imitate towards mankind 
His univerfal benevolence. And how could the 
diftreffed fucceed to be uieful to the human fpecies, 
if not by proclaiming the univerfal Healer's wtf- 
dom and beneficegcy, and for that purpofe contri- 
bute to extend the circulation of the truth ; reveal* 
ing the wonderful efficacy of refources, by the per- 
manent alleviator, for the advantage of 'mankind* 
bellowed on the terreftrial region, and with that de- 
tecting the perfidious and deathful tendency of the 
prevalentdeftructive means made ufe of inmodernage. 
If the material advantage refulting from a general 
information of the truth, cannot be contefted but bv 
malicious views, and interefred ones, being the 
la!t refounree left of being ufefu!, then it cannot be 
denied that the doing of it is of an indifpenfabJcS 
rreceffity, and as one cannot fucceed in the endeav- 
our, without the help of the afflicted, then they 
muft be induced to give it by the benefit they can 
receive or have received in their application, and 
on that fcore, bafed on experience acquired already, 
could the -diflrefied be willing to give teiiimony of 
their benevolent intention, after having been con- 
siderably benefitted by the remedies delivered to 
them, if by croud they are expofed to be injured 
by the contagious difcafes of others. And with 
that how can they have chance to have juitice dona 
them, if the individual they apply for the purpofe 
of relief is a (Tailed for the fame object by immenfe 
crouds of afflicted of inveterated di {'order. There- 
fore as it is phyfically impofiible to be of great 
advantage in thofe circumftances, and that due to 
a former immenfe crowd, the major part of the 
applyers have been prevented from receiving the 
help which otherwise they fhould have received 
from nature's refources, and the efficacious remedies 
of the fublime wifdom of the provident Heal- 
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br. £>n that fcore, it was too notorious to be coh- 
tcited, that by the enormous affluence of applyi ra 
in the preceding times, that the remedies delivered 
to thofe who make application have been extremely 
impeded in their efficacy, and that thofe who did 
Sand in the mod urgent want of them, general!) have 
had a very precarious chance to be regularly attend- 
ed and greatly benefitted. Thenthe rule is in future, 
to obviate fuch prejudiciable inconveniencies, equal- 
ly injurious to the eminent virtues of the fpecifical 
antidotes, created by the paternal care of the boun- 
tiful Author of a Univerfal benevolence, and alfo to 
give latitude to thofe who are fincetely determined

Then 
far the defirous well-wilher's agent, difpofed to 
ferve the human interelt, in future the laft frag- 
ment of life and property muft be fquandered for 
their own alleviation, and to make them receive 
the plenitude of the benefit that the fpecifical vir- 
tues that the Divine Healer has intended for the 
relief of mankind, and to prevent a too great con- 
couife of thofe who are unwilling to compenfate 
en others the good they receive. Six books taken 
to be dil'pofed by each applyer in the manner 
already mentioned, muft be the intended touch- 
ftone of the heart of thofe who have their own en- 
dued of Tentiments of gratitude for important fer- 
vice, and alio of thofe who have compaflionating 
fentiment for their own fellow-creatures* pain and 
aiRieVton, and among the multiplied advantage that 
V;,e sneafure muft operate in favour of thofe wbofe 
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difeafes compel them to become in their relief active; 
agent of truth and inltrument of benevolence, is the 
circurnfcnbing the number of applyers. Confe- 
quently they cannot be aggravated and affe&ed in 
their application by the dilorders of others ; added 
to that, mult be faid, that the voluntary choice of 
either keeping difeafes, or being bound to perform 
good attion, one mud truft, mult make a proper 
felettion of generous beings, well difpofed to hu- 
man good, and consequently like dregs fhall ex- 
pel infenfible felfilhnefs, fordid avarice, debafed 
ltv^r ititude, and to be plain, all thofe whom with- 
out neceflity and faith in the Creator's goodr.efs and 
wifdom. make application for the only purpofe of 
ridiculing, mocking, walling and contefting the 
Divine efficacy of the earthly offspring and pater- 
nal goodnefs. 

Therefore in future, fupported by experience, in 
order to prevent the fpecifical production* pledge 
of celeftial and paternal bounty, from being de- 
livered into the hands of reviling fcoffers and im- 
pious blafphemers.it cannotbe denied, thatlikewife the 
new reftn&ion to future admifiion mult prove to be an 
efficacious preventative that can ferve thepurpofe,and 
in this occurrence neceflity does compel to perfift 
in its adoption, as the only effectual means left to 
be ufeful to the laft moment by fincere advice, in- 
tended to diminifh human raiferies, and alfo to 
amend their complicated and inveterated ftate of 
deep blincinefs, concerning different point and im- 
portant matter, which by them ought to be known. 
But notwithftanding that this new method, adopted 
to achieve the detection of the truth, by forced ex<* 
pedients, and to convey light where exift and pre-* 
vail obfcunty, it may give a fair opportunity to mal- 
ice and calumny, feeking for chance and having 
this one to urge of fpeculating motives, and of 
great gain made by this new meafure ; but notwith- 
ftanding that in this occafion, as in any other, a 
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the only reply that fhould be made to fallacious 
report, and fpread by captioufnefs and fpjte, for 
the exprefs purpofc of blackening the juilicc of 
others, tarnifh their actions, and for ihemfelves to 
attenuate the enormity of their deeds and trcfpjHes; 
for righteoufnels to the eyes of perverfity, inflame her 
anger at doing justice aqd good to others, and (eems 
to be an infufferable ofienfible mirror, conftantly of- 
fered to iniquity to contemplate the magnitude of 
her malevolence and notorious tranfgrcfiions. Con- 
fequently one muft not be more ailonifhed at ex- 
periencing the effect of the calumniating contri- 
vance of her faithful fect«irics, than furprifed in 
the beholding the fumid vapours, iffued from the 
earthly region, afcend the celeftial one, to be ef- 
fectually reunated to their own fpecies, and aug- 
ment their flupendous bulk and immaterial accu- 
mulation. Therefore as natural caufe fhall always 
operate in aU times and circumftances their par- 
ticular effects, and little affected by them, what 
is faid this moment is for the necefiary information 
of thofe who receive, who apply, or thofe who arc 
advocates of the truth, concerning the great gain 
made by human infirmities, and the new me^furc 
of the fix books that necefiTuy has conftrained to 
take to promote the circulation of them, by the 
afliftance of the affiiBed, who mud guard their 
minds from the being defiled by the poifonous in- 
fection, vomited out by ulcerated hearts, active pi- 
lots and prompters of peftifrrous tongues, con- 
ftantly in permanence to murder names, actions 
and repute. Therefore in this occafion to inftruct 
the impartial, and prevent them from being in- 
fluenced by any perfidious reports, intended to re- 
vile the help given to diftrefs, in refpect to the 
profpect of gain that can be made, and the one 
that has been made already; for the purpole. a brief 
account rouft be given of the effect of the meafure 
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fincc it has taken place, and on that fcore muft be. 
related, that owing to the confiderable number of 
individuals affeaed of malignant diforders, who 
have made application laft fummer feafon to be 
alleviated of their diftrefs, to their alleviator, 
the prefent year more than any one of the prece- 
dent, having proved to be injurious with regard to 
contagion received, at laft by their power in the 
moft dangerous fituation, obliged to ferioufly make 
ufe of all means and exertion to expel them, or 
perifh by their progreffive effe&s. Then to attend 
to one's felf of the received infirmities, one was 
left in the alternative, to either totally relinquifh. 
the alleviating purfuit, or to make new condition* 
to try what number of thofe who are in diftrefs, 
ihould deferve to the laft that for them one mould 
fpend life and property, and be compenfated by 
their contagious difeafes. Then to have an une- 
quivocal proof if the affli&ed applyers, or if any 
others, could value their relief and lives high enough, 
as to have either of them compenfated by benevo- 
lent aftions 3 then to the defirous of it the chanc© 
was offered, and to try befide the feeling that they 
had for themfelves and others, and for the purpofe 
the taking of fix books was fuggefted, as the ir- 
revocable condition of their admittance. And 
now obliged to give the refult of the effects that the 
meafure has produced, and have evinced the pre- 
fent anxiety in modern age for life and relief o£ 
diftrefe, and the great gain made by the meafure, 
fmce it took place, and the profperous one that in 
future one may expeft. To prove it, one muft fay, 
that the expedient made ufe of to fucceed to at- 
tend one's felf of the various diforders received, 
without difmiffing any, or refufing any individual

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bae been adopted, winter, it mud be obferved,that half 
a dozen of applyers in a month is the average, and 
has been the confiderable mu.t-tude of thole who 
were willing to fubmit themfelves to the new con- 
dition, and inftead of feveral hundreds, who mould 
have made application, if one had been able, as in 
pad time, to continue to receive indifcriminately 
without condition, all thofe who make application, 
and deliver them gratuitous remedies, to be prof- 
tituted, neglefcted and cavilled. Then this moment, 
without making long comment on the nature of the 
defertion of the applyers, what is faid is only to 
have corroborated the veracity of the gre t advan- 
tage of the means of the books, which the amount 
of what has been fold fince printed, until now by 
forced means mould not hardly be fufficient to p*y 
the half of the firlt coft. But the candid declara- 
tion given this moment, is to mftru£i thofe who 
may apply in future, that if judging of the effect 
that the adopted meafure may continue to produte, 
thofe who accede to it have the profpect that they 
fhall neither be hindered from having chance te 
explain their cafes according to their wiihes, nor 
expofed to be aggravated in their fituation, by an 
immenfe crowd of d.feafed beings, and add their 
diforders to their own. This veridical information 
mult 'be deemed indifpenfable, to inform the apply- 
ers anxious of fpeedy relief, that by the mealure 
the means are offered to them to be as much bene- 
fitted as their cafe can admit. Then refuming the 
mod pre-eminent advantages that thofe who fatisfied 
of a condition dictated by the moft imperious cir- 
cumftances, for the complyers, firft mud be the 
one of the consideration and claim that they have 
to friendly attention of the one from whom they 
expeft benevolent office; manifefting their defire 
to co-operate with him to fulfil his incumbent duty 
upon earth, by the detection of the truth, and by 
'Jaat deferring all his care and folicitude; nothing 
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by him then can be fpared, to give them opportuni- 
ty 10 explain their cafe 9 and be benefitted more in 
a week than they fhould in a month : not able to 
explain the nature of their difeafes to receive rem- 
edies proper to their diforders, or being obliged 
to deliver them to an innumerable multitude, con- 
fequently be fparing of them, and not able one muft 
confefs, to give to any of them half of the quantity 
neceflary to their fituation, and to do them good. 
Then a moderate number enabling to deliver to 
each of the afflitted remedies proper to their va- 
rious ftate, and alfo to give them the quantity which 
their fitu itions require, this advantage cannot be 
confidered the leaft one that have thofe who com- 
ply to this beneficent meafure. 

To this efiential one muft be added, the volunta- 
ry fele&ion of beings determined to be grateful, 
materially lefTening the number of applyers, pre- 
venting the inordinate confufion of them, and by 
that preferving them from the dangers occurred by 
a numerous reunion of difeafed beings, and breath- 
ing their contaminated air, be expoled to increafe 
their difeafes, inftead of having their own cured. 
Being preferved from fuch eminent danger, it muft 
be acknowledged, likewife, that the meafure fhall 
be of great advantage to thofe whofe faith in the 
goodnefs and wifdom of their own Maker's genuine 
vernacular production, in refpeft to good example 
given by thofe whofe critical fituation compels to 
apply for help, compenfating the benefit they receive 
from the heavenly providential heed, with f Iutary 
advice and ufeful inftru&ion beftowed on their own 
fellow-creatures, giving them the detection of the 
truth, and the caufe of their manifold maladies. 
Then the neceffary meafure of the books compel- 
ling thofe who fubmit to it to perform benevolent 
action, and by the deed inftrucling others of their 
duties, and of the beneficent refources that the 
ttaiverfal Creator of all things affords in every part 
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part of His terreftrial kingdom, for the alleviation of 
human miferiis. Thefe advantages alfo cannot be 
denied ufelefsby thofe who are benefitted by the provi- 
dential Omnipotency, and can ferve to perfuade of 
the reality of the precioufnefs of the dilleminated 
vernacular production, their effects ferving to open 
the eyes of the living in obfeurity concerning the 
immenfe real riches of mankind by the folicitous 
and All-wife diftufed on the earthly region, for 
their own help and prefervation; convinced of the 
truth, if the meafure could operate fuch wonder 
as the one of instructing the human living race of 
the inappreciable treafure concealed in the womb 
of the univerfal mother, it could not be contcited its 
having been of the moft predicable advantage. But 
averfe to natural production, as proof of it in this 
occurrence, muft be cited, one of the human fce- 
hle or unaccountable weaknefs, and on that head, 
in fupport of the truth, experience has demonstrated, 
that for the modern living race, having an irrefiiti- 
hie fondnefs for rarity, nothing is deemed valua- 
ble or worthy attention, if not of an extreme dif- 
ficulty to be got, or if not coming from the mod 
diftant part, and having generally difguft for the good 
of their foil, and a notorious fancy for foreign produc r 
tion. Likewife having affimilated the internal part of 
their frame to the external one, which is laped, muffled, 
bedecked of tinfels and glittering extraneous luxu- 
rious ornaments. Therefore, without dwelling any 
longeron the ftrange prevailing propenfny of latter 
age, and make difquilition on the incalculable and 
concomitant confequences it does occur, it is too 
obvious to be controverted, that for the human 
mod'.- in fpecies, idolizer of novelties, excepted the 
ones that areufeful, beneficial and important, but for 
'either to cover their bodies, nouridi it, cure it or 
poifon it, they care very little about ir, provided to 
the ravening dealers any poiionous articles gi\ e im- 
menfe profit, and that the venefic Specifics have 
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'enticing merit of their being fold for exotic. The, 
tore, due to 1'uch refined taite for outlandifli pro-* 
ducts, and averfton for vernacular ones, and vulgaf 
expedient, in latter time the charitable healing dis- 
tribution mult account for its having encountered 
fcorn, ridicule and contempt, as its having been of 
a too eafy got, too cheap, arid with that the making 
ufe of the indigeneous nature's offspring, not in- 
tended for even common vulgar race, and not to 
defile the bodies of polilhed and honourable ones. 
But to add fome other proofs to the modern in- 
clination, for what is difficult to get, and defpife for 
what offers no difficulty to have, the healing difpen- 
fary can ferve to corroboratet he truth, as it is an ob- 
vious evidence, that experience until now has prov- 
ed, that none or few or thofe who were living nigh 
it have ever villified themfelves, by applying to it 
to be alleviated in their diitrefs, or have their lives 
preferved, as the greater! part of thofe making ap~ 
plication are commonly from diftant parts. But to 
conclude on the advantage, that thofe who make 
application can have chance to receive, it is, that 
the greateft part of them have made it, and in all 
•probability thofe who (hall do it hereafter are thofe 
■who are in the mod dangerous (ituation, or thole 
•who are defperately affected of diforders, by a 
regular fcientifical calt termed incurable diC- 
eafes. It is alfo an ineonteltible truth, that th 
haplefs mortals, after having received all the phy- 
sical facraments and facerdotal doom of death, mof:- 
ly making application in the molt wretched condi- 
tion, and when exhausted of all their faculties, and 
when fatigued of their diitrefs, and painful exigence* 
they are out of patience that the art and deathfut 
power of their dexterous alleviator has not been 
able to fuccecd with them as with others, to put & 
period to their earthly materia'! career. Then i<> 
thole whofe nature of miferies live in theneceflity 
;o quit their home, relations and family, and in ex- 
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pe&ation te be helped in their diftrefs, one muft, 
lelate the inconteftable advantages that the hew 
meafure of the taking fix books, for the mentioned 
purpofe of circulation, muft be, and to have them 
evinced, muft be repeated, that afflicted of invete* 
rate diforders having no other hopes left but in the 
alleviating diftribution, for the purpofe to try what 
benefit they can receive from it. having great ex- 
penfes to lay out in the occafion, muft induce in the 
belief that to diminifh them, and to return to their 
refpe&ive homes, muft be the objett of their anx- 
iety. Therefore in the hope of fucceeding. they 
are obliged to be ferious in their application, and 
be defirous to remain abfent from their families as 
fhort time as they can. This muft be their moft 
interefting object, and the receiving all the benefit 
that they can for the help of their difeafes; and 
bow could they formerly fucceed to remain a fliort 
time abfent, and to be much benefitted, when thofe 
tyho came from diftant parts, like all the others, were 
obliged to wait feveral hours every day to receive 
their remedies, and be confined with a multitude 
of diftreffed mortals, and be expofed to be recipro- 
cally infected of each other's diforders, inftead of 
being totally cured of their own. 

Confirming this truth with perfonal inftruftion, 
experience and long ftudy having pofitively inform-* 
ed, that a great reunion of difeafed beings, for even 
thofe who prefume their being in an healthy ftate, 
has upon their fyftem the moft detrimental effect ; 
then a meafure that has the tendency of preventing 
a great refort of individuals, by expelling felfifh* 
nefs., rapacious avarice, ingratitude, fpite and her 
malicious intentions in applying, cannot fail in di- 
minifhing in future a too great and dangerous af- 
fluence of applyers, which muft be in favour of the 
flefirous of relief, determined to be faithful in their 
»po!ication, and this advantage confecjuently leacb 
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to the one giving chance to thofe who have anxiety 
of 1/fe and relief, to fully and privately explaia 
their fituation and wants. And how could they 
do it before this mcafure took place, when obliged 
to explain their wants in fuch public manner, and 
have fo little time allowed them to do it, and after- 
wards, how could the applyers give neceflary infor- 
mation of the effeft of the remedies they had re- 
ceived, and by that intimate of the ones that they ftand 
in need of and wilh to have in future. To thofe nota- 
ble inconveniencies, mull be added thofe of the fe- 
male fpecies, the moft affliaed part of mankind, 
their various cafes requiring fucceffive private in- 
formation ; and how could the diftreffed of the fex 
explain themfelves before a multitude of different 
individuals, concerning their particular fituation? 
The impoffibility is too obvious to require to make 
long difquifition upon it. But how could the females, 
Woft always ftanding in want of it, be heard fepa- 
rately, as often as their cafe requires, if being oblig- 
ed in a (hort fpace of time to hear, attend and de- 
liver remedies to an immenfe multitude of applyers. 
Therefore, inftrufted by the experience acquired 
concerning the precarious chance that the female 
fpecies have, when not privately giving themfelves 
particular information of their cafe, and the mea- 
sure taken obviating the inconveniencies, if it muft 
prove beneficial to every one making application, 
it muft be more particularly for the affli&ed female 
fpecies, who have confequently more intereft to ap- 
plaud at the new condition of admittance than any 
other. But finally giving the real information of 
the advantage that have received, thofe who 
have complied to the new rule, nothing pre- 
venting them from the receiving all the benefit 
that the efficacious refources of nature can afford 
to the relief of their diftrefs, fince the meafure 
took place, muft be faid, that as if the univerfal 
Difpenfator and heavenly capacious Healer wanted 
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tp reward thole who by their acceifion to the new, 
rule, manifefted benevolent intention, that they gen- 
raliy have received more benefit in one week, and 
fometimes one day, than otherwife they fhould have 
in a month, if they had had to contend with the former 
inconveniences ; the tenor of this information mult 
ferve alfo to have confirmed the notorious prolti- 
tution that has been made by want of proper in- 
ftru&ion of the healing Creator, difpenfated rem- 
edies and paternal wifdorn. But preventing the 
abufes made of them, if the new urgent method 
mull prove to be beneficent to all thofe who are 
faithful, anxious and attentive in their application, 
it cannot be denied that it mult be ftill more fo 
for thofe who are conftrained to come from diftant 
part to feek after relief, and whom by a regular and 
punctual attendance according to their fituation, 
are enabled in half the time that they fhould have 
been obliged to fpend for their relief, to return 
among their friends or acquaintances and families, 
and to attend their perlbnal concerns. And for 
thofe who value life and health, thofe inappreciable 
advantages that are not to be found upon earth, 
the compenfation that can be offered to the difin- 
tcrefted benefaQor, is to affift him in fulfilling his 
incumbent duty, and the laft of doing good by the 
circulation of the truth, and of folicitous advice. 
And who can defervc more his regard and alfo can 
iucceed more effectually to promote the beneficent 
circulation, than thofe whole faith in the Creator's 
genuine production has induced to leave their com- 
mon habitation to receive the benefit that his pater- 
nal goodnefs can afford, to fave them from danger 
and diHrefs, and not difappointcd in their expecta- 
tion of receiving the heavenly blifs bellowed on 
the earthly production? And who can more effec- 
tually fucceed in proclaiming the precious efficacy 
of the vernacular terreftrial offspring, than thole 
who by their affjftance have been reftcrcjl to health* 
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or refcucd from pain, and of perifhing by baleful 
difeafes; thus having received fuch plaufible tefti- 
naony of the Sovereign of nature's goodnefs, wifdom, 
and beneficent affection, for the true believers in 
His paternal Omnipotency. Then who can be more 
fuitable agent to make profper the information of it 
by the eflential circulation which notwithftanding 
what captioufnefs could urge to controvert the facts, 
its fuccefs fhould detect truth, and give advice of 
the greateft importance, and which generally known, 
fhould difpel darknefs and a raoft deftru&ive ob- 
fcurity, and leave beneficent information and lu- 
minous light in their room; and to effectually help 
the endeavour who can do it more eafily than thofe 
coming from different parts, and are living difTem- 
inated or fcattered among thofe intended to receive 
the inftruction. But before quitting this confequent 
matter, requefting thofe who have no other reiources 
upon earth to fave their lives, or be affuaged of 
their pain and inveterated miferips, but to comply 
to this neyr rule, if finding the terms unreafonablc, 
or too high to the obvious monument of a pre- 
dominant knowledge, and (landing proofs of its ben- 
efaction, one muft afk to receive the blifs that it does 
generally beftow on its zealots by the wife Difpen- 
fator of them, if they are delivered in a gratuitous 
manner; and on that fcope having recourfe to their 
own experience, they may determine if the new 
condition of their admittance, with regard to ex- 
penfe, muft be deemed of an exorbitant nature. — 
But being on the chapter of compenfation, and its 
particular advantages, it is an incontrovertible truth, 
that by its favour fuch is the ptefent ftate of human 
happinefs in this world, that gain is the exclufive 
idol, and one of the raoft enticing object of all 
purfuit; and with it lucre, pecuniary advantages, 
immenfe profit, are the leading ftandard guiding 
modern action, and that for the purpofe of fucceed- 
ing in acquiring considerable riches, immenfe for- 
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tune, and to be enabled to live in p©mp, fplendour, 
and glittering magnificence, the beneficent be- 
flowers of the endearing fplendid idols, are incon- 
teftably fpeculation traffic, or artful monopoly, 
fraud, deception, alfo are the principal agent or the 
permanent auxiliary and engine made ufe of to pof- 
fefs the enticing objeft of all defire and contem- 
plation, only fufceptible to be obtained but by 
proteus imitation, beguile, fpoil, rapine, private, 
public, or privileged extortion, and as effectual coad- 
jutor of the fanciful common means, it is obvious that 
to become mammon in latter age, among thofe 
•who are pleafed in terming themfelves the mod civ- 
ilized human race of the earth, that what is called 
art of dealing, trade, commerce, and all their appen- 
dages, have in modern time made fuch rapid prog- 
refs, and reached fuch pitch of profperity, that the 
living by one another's penuries and adverfities, 
pain, diftrefs, calamity and death, is but a natural and 
legal way of living, and likewife not the lead im- 
portant branch of bufinefs, and the lefs profitable 
to the purpofe of the ravening gain, riches and 
fortune purfuers. And without making too long 
digreflion, on a fubjeft too difcernible to require 
to be more elucidated, what has been faid this mo- 
ment is only in the inteation of afking of thofe who 
fhould find the new reftri&ion of admittance, and 
the condition of the fix books, an exorbitant ex- 
penfe for them to fuftain to be relieved of diftrefs, 
miferies, and refcued from death, if the fuccefs of 
it is not worth confideration, one muft a{k to the 
diffatisfied where they could find upon earth the 
moil infignificant empirics, or the moft dexterous 
human diftreflers and flayers who mould for one 
month of attendance mercurial remedies and deathful 
ferv ice if they (hould prove to be fo moderate in their 
charge. In their application thus free from being tor- 
mented, aggravated in their miferies, and likewife bafed 
an long and oftenfible demonftration, prevented from 
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death, then in all refpc6U the abfolute reverfe of a 
regular caft, the affli&ed of inveteratcd difeafes, by 
their experience muft determine if they could offer 
fuch confiderable oblation as the one of the amount 
of the books to any member belonging to a mor- 
tiferous privileged craft; and if the enormous fum 
could ferve long to hare them beftowed, the grace 
of puking and have by the benign means their 
ftomach lacerated or fore, and torn to pieces, choak- 
ed, and of the wifdom of dogs expedient, receive 
the difpenfation. Alfo one muft afk to thofe who 
fhould find that the one who has no means left to 
fucceed to tell the truth and have it known ; but 
thofe who muft compenfate the relief of their 
diftrefs by the doing good to others, they muft de- 
cide if the confiderable fum they fpend for it, could 
be fufficient to make them regularly and long while 
vi(ited by phyfical divine, to receive from them the 
.cordial blifs and comfort of beingintoxicated with the 
narcotic fpirit of ftupefattion, or the deathful pop- 
pies' juice extraction. To thefe advantages, one 
muft alk if the immenfe fum could alfo ferve long 
to thofe who fhould be enticed by the modern mode 
of invigoration, and of being drained of their juice, 
or at random making ufe of the technical expref- 
fion be left enfanguinous by being bled, or the 
whole blood extravafation, which mifcreants of 
the bleeding faith and infidel antagonifts of human 
blood fpoliation, and alfo contefter of the perma- 
nent exuberant fanguinification j call the deterging 
method, the bereaving the human fpecies from their 
moft precious fluid, and the one in which refide 
the ftrength and the vital flame, and of which no 
animal, of whatever nature they may be, can part 
with without their being deprived of their moft ef- 
fential faculties ; and to be brief on the fubjeB of the 
exprobated heterodoxy, it is a truth, that the bleeding, 
phyfical, predominant expedient is the moft enor- 
mous, barbarous and ferocious fcheme and deftruc* 
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live invention that ever could take place upon earths 
Thence to receive fuch mundifying invigorating* ad- 
vantages, one mult afk of thole who have had them 
bellowed copioufly on them, if it was in a gratui- 
tous manner, and if to receive fuch blifs in its plen- 
itude, the fum they had fptnded for the purpofc did 
exceed the one that now is requued fiom them, for 
the fake, contrary to the regular method of co- 
pious, venefiction or bloodletting, to live the ipi— 
rit into their own frame, but to have it purified, 
mundified or cleanfed of noxioufnefs, invigorated, 
and for thefe benefits the requeued compenf turn 
is to fpend what mult ferve to perform many grate- 
ful liberal actions, and not to lofe their natural fpir- 
it, and receive in its room the prolific venefic me- 
tallic fpecific, or the volatile god meicantile, and 
the one of thieves, deception, operating the flux- 
eous falivation, which of rarefying viitue in his in- 
corporation, give palpable proofs and forcible de- 
monftration, by beneficially beftowing fluently fra*. 
grant foam, exuberant flaver, drivel, flabber, &c. 
But to finally relate the boiderous lhowery opera- 
tion — of the ptyalifm or the falivous, falival general, 
phyfical modern mode of purgation — one mult layj 
that the bellowing falivating patron — of his fugati- 
ous nature to his fervent zealots to give the bene- 
diction — emaciating their flefh, bones, and theirmouth 
edentation— or to be plain on the fubjeft, effectuat- 
ing then jaws and teeth emigration — to receive fuch 
incomparable and enticing difpenfation — one mufl 
afk to the former blefied or thofe of the blifs who 
wifh to have fome participation — if the grace of the 
metallic fpirit, or the late wife catholicon— can be 
obtained with the total fum of the books' circula- 
tion -—But if one may prefume that any former fec- 
taries of the profufely gifting fulgid metaline fugi- 
tive phyfical holy ghoft, at the expenfe of their own 
purfe and frame, too much already have acquired a 
proficient experience to require more information 
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concerning their evafive difpofnion, due to the in- 
numerable difpenfation, that has been copioufly dif- 
fused upon them by the vagrant god, and the one of 
metallic donation, -which memorable fpiritual bene- 
ficial incorporation, by its reltlefs prowefs. perpetual 
motion, tickling nipping evaporating lenfation, the 
admitted to the bleffed communion mult confefs, 
that the refrigerative purgative falivation is a profi- 
table gem, a precious pearl, torturative fpeculation, 
and the zenith to operate purfe and body renovation* 
But without continuing to give of this bulwark of 
phyfical perfection- — of the formidable exploits the 
full information — as what has been faid is to make 
obvious their invaluable compenfation — and to have 
the matter left beyond the reach of invidious cor.- 
teftation — and have confirmed the latter age capaci- 
ty and achievement of fublime penetration. -*-In this 
juncture we muft refer to the competent declaration 
i — of a notorious patriarch of the inerrable and in- 
violable congregation.—

This cannot befufpeBed of miilake.as it is declared 
affirmatively by one of the mod illuftrious and lu- 
minous potentates of the phyfical fcientifical art s 
that the ignorant knowledge it is the prevailing yif* 
dom and characteriftic of the ineffable miftical med- 
ical learning, and the modern peculiar illumination* 
Then the former and prefent partakers of the blifs 
that has been diffufed upon them by the capacious 
poffeiTors of the fublime penetration. Cogitating 
on the uature of this venerable monument of hu- 
man fincerity, all the incoriftarit deieiters of the fpc- 
cial grace conferred upon their frame, after having 
received them, they ought not now be fgrprifed ij 
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their legal corporeal repairers have Amplified their 
mode of eradication — when of the real caufes of 
difeafes, they have declared that they have not the 
lead information— and if indifcriminately and at 
random they all undergo the fame operation— and if 
the tractable miserable incurables mull fubmii to 
their tutelary patron's wife mode of repair and re- 
generation—and for the purpofe to the puking, lull- 
ing, falivating procefs muft give their fubmtflion.— 
But without extending the fecond reflections which 
the candid declaration of the fapient demagogue of 
bis art could fuggeft, intimating his brethren private- 
ly, by the help of an occult language, of the nature 
and completion of their fictitious fcience, and in 
its ftead the perfect Mate of ignorance pervading the 
privileged fociety, deluding and duping the generali- 
ty of mankind with it, the prefent digrcflion and 
explanation of the bombaftic art was indifpenfable, 
to evince the artifice, and to have the applyers de- 
cided, if in applying to the alleviating genuine natu- 
ral offspring difpenfation, if for the benefit they mud 
receive they ought to regret to fpend what muft 
(erve to teltify their gratitude, and perform generous 
and benevolent action, by making circulate the ef- 
fential naked truth, concerning the perfect ftate of 
ignorance of thofe who are obliged to make the rev- 
elation of it, and their being in deep darknefs con- 
cerning the true caufe of human difeafes. On that 
head, notwithstanding that to be convinced of 
this complete ignorance and mortiferous remedies 
of the privileged craft, alfo the promiscuous uni- 
verfal fepulchral earthly region affords unequivocal 
documents of a palpable fpecies, without the in- 
ihu&ive revelation of the candid pedagogue. But 
in this juncture one is obliged to have recourfe to 
this fpecious materials, for the only purpofe of in- 
itiating the former fubfervients of the corporeal 
orthodoxy of the iuminous light beftowed on its 
incf rable divines. One siuft do it alfo as the. mod- 






eft members of legal confraternity— .pretend to have 
an unbounded fagacity — and to have in their art ex- 
quifite wifdom and infinite capacity-^and of the 
lynx-eyed creature alfo to have the perfpicacity.— * 
And confequently all the confociates furioufly ani- 
madvert in their rage, exacerbate, fulminate, expro- 
b .te any one who can conteft their not having a 
knowledge complete, and alfo of nature's myfte- 
ries their not being favoured adepts, and the capable 
to be notable and venerable and have trade profita- 
ble and equitable, do not hefitate to fafcinate the 
eyes of credulity, and to argue of a human benignity, 
and to vouch that the craft poffefs incomparable 
habillity; alfo the learning perfectibility, and to 
defpotically dominate — and the mind of the multi- 
tude to captivate— hurtful adverfaries toexprobate 
— and exclufively to preponderate — the perfected 
brood confederate— -does not forget their rival to cal- 
umniate—on all minds to inculcate and predi- 
cate — that to relieve human affli&ion-r-diftrefs and 
their difeafe complication — nature's vernacular is 
not intended for even the low vulgar, and that her in* 
digenous or mean home production — of common 
fenfe and of methodical profefiion — is not worthy 
the attention — and confequently the dignified fcru- 
pulous holy congregation — not derogating from its 
elevated condition — .and its member dishonoured by 
an exploring vegetation — and the bending their 
knees to receive the earthly difpenfation — contrary 
to that aware of the noted proftitution — 'the pious 
fubfervients of the providential creation — ridicule, 
feoff, mock, without any reftriftion — and ftigmatize 
all thofe during in the ftore of natural generation — to 
mitigate human infirmity, make proper and humble 
felection — and by that evincing to have of the myf- 
teriou» articles the initiation^— and to be perfectly 
intimated with the ufe and intention — of the ter- 
reftrial emiffion.—-And the deed knowledge to 
the learned race giving provocation — the bold in- 



fra£k>r for his rafli aclions gratuitoufly and plcnti* 
fully has beftowed on him the diftinclion of mif- 
creant, or the honourable title and dignifying de- 
iignation of deceiver, odious quack and impoflor, 
and as fuch by the virtuous, conscientious, judicious, 
veracious whole confraternity, to the living race, and 
-alfo to their future poflerity, as an objc£t deferviug 
noted cxprobation. hatred, reproof, and tranfgrefl- 
ing the rule, offending the craft by charitable actioiij 
for fuch notorious infraclion, delivered up to ever- 
lafting execration. Therefore in this occurrence, 
to make palpable and approvable the equitable con- 
demnation, we have to inveftigate the real meaning 
of name of quack, and as they are fynonymous, alfo 
the one of impoftor, and for the purpofe, one may 
in this occafion refer or avail of the phyfical pre- 
late's unreferved declaration detecting of his craft 
the infinite penetration, and to have of it an ob- 
vious fpecimen and the full conviftion of the un«- 
feignednefs, artlcfs candour and judicious aclion, 
one has but to cite again his fentimental declaration. 
; — " We know the theory of but very few difeafes ; M 
that is to fay, or to make the tacit avowal, we have 
jiot the leafttinthirc of the original caufe of human 
inaladips; and continuing to cite this noble model 
of human veridical confeffion — ,c but we do not 
hefitate to explain them all, becaufc we do not like 
10 appear at a lofs before our patients, and their 
half learned attendants, nor to confefs our ignorance." 
Now relying on the meaning of the formal declara- 
tion of the illuftrious potentate of his art, to deter- 
mine the judgment of thofe who deferve the hon- 
ourable and predicable title ofquack or impoftor, can 
infhu&ionbe morelucid fuitable in this juntture than 
this precious document, bequeathed by the veracious 
phyfical perfonage; therefore availing one's felf of 
the impartial judge's competency, one may take his 
plauRble declaration concerning the deep art and 
the incomnarab'e'Tmceriry peculiar to his venerable 



craft, for definitive and fpecial umpire to de- 
cide the qaeftion of thofe who give ground to have 
beftowed upon them the dignifying title of quack 
or impoltor; and for the purpofe, if one can rely 
upon words' fignification in this circumOance, whula 
one could be borrowed to evince more plainly 
and in a more glaring manner, what aiuft be com- 
monly underftood by quackery or impofture, and 
alfo what means an artful tricking profeffion, and 
morefo when fpeaking of one pretending to fuperior 
learning and capacity, and which has privileges 
granted to it to difpofe at difcretion of human lives 
and properties, and take advantage of their dtftrefs 
and belief to make them compenfate defpotically 
baleful fervice. Confequently bafed on the tenor 
of the memorable inltructive paragraph, who can be 
afferted and detected as unpoftor if not thofe who 
invelted of power to aggravate human miferies and 
advcrfity, with a confummatcd experience are oblig- 
ed to acknowledge their ignorance and deathful 
blunder, and reciprocally in effufion of fincerity, 
plaufibly reveal their blindnefs and incapacity 
in the expreffive flowing language. "We do not 
like to appear at a lofs before our patients, nor their 
half learned attendants, nor to confefs our ignorance." 
Our ignorance! Ingenuoufly confefled and urged 
by a iupreme pontiff of the facerdotal fyflematical 
methodical congregation — then fupported by fuch 
refpettable memorable declaration — one muft alk to 
partial of the physical, nofological, liberal, fcien- 
tifical information— what can give a more fplendid 
charaaenftical proof of the jugglers, of the gullers, 
of the gull-catchers, (harpers, deluders, deceivers, 
defrauders, and of the fraudulous duplicity of 
quacks and impoftors, than tkofe who are confeious 
of their ignorant incapacity, and do not fcruple 
to argue of unbounded knowledge and fuperlative 
art, ability, and empowered of defpotic authority, 
have no hcfnation to make pay the victim of a blind 
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credulity* with torment, martyrdom, and lofs of 
lives; and forced to compenfate the officious fer- 
vice of ignorant difpenfation, and by that without 
undergoing the innocent diiTe&ion, have difcarnate 
frame, and in properties and bodies become com- 
plete fkeleton ; and that to enable the craft to live 
in abundance and fumptuous habitation, with the 
fpoil of widows and orphans reduced to ftarvation, 
defraud induftry of her labour, the poor of their 
work, or drudging occupation, for torturing fchemes 
and lethiferous difpenfation ; and with their fweat, 
nakednefs and general deftitution, obtain luxurious 
food, and with them have paunch and guts fatura- 
tion ! Such is the brief narrative or imperfect de- 
lineation that the veridical informer of the learned 
congregation — authorize to give of his art and 
brethren benefaction — and the legitimate right that 
they have to beftow on others crafty appellation — 
and the dignifying title of quack and of impoftor 
give them the denomination. — But in this occafion as 
in any others the judicious appraifers of the in- 
ftru£live declaration of the illuftrious corporeal 
divine; given in the behalf of the fcientifical 
craft's fkill and fincerity, the general diurnal obfe- 
quies, or the funeral burial celebration are obliged to 
confefs, that the word of quack or impoftor ought 
to ferve of fpecular to the liberal denominators in 
which they could obvioufly difcern the tricks of 
deception and all its appurtenance. But ferioufly 
cogitating on the nature of the confeflion of the emi- 
nent nofological perfonage cencerning the peculiar 
light of his art, and its finifter confequence, although 
the modern human race demonftrate to be per- 
fectly fatisfied with the fpecies of grace they profufe- 
ly receive from it. But as one may fuppofe that the 
deathful predominant propenfity cannot be general 
among them to make profitable the predicable rev- 
elation of the phyfical lama, and alfo enlighten the 
mind cf thofe who find ro enjoyment in torture 
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artd death, or be arbitrarily and tyranically bereaved 
of properties for detrimental fervice; to intimate 
them with the faft, the luminous revelation of the 
hygialtical fatrap or health difpenfation prime min- 
iiter, ought to be engraved on a pillar ere&ed 
for the purpofe, or at leaft wrote in golden conlpic- 
uous letters, and oftenfibly expofed to the eyes of 
the v. ell termed patient and tractable fubfervient of 
the inerrable, ineffable and inartificial craft; and 
from the place where the predicable revel tion ihould 
be fixed abruptly by the difeafed, ought to be pre- 
sented to the fight of the tutelary angel, or the fpec- 
ial lives prote6tor, and their official, divinical cor- 
poreal, effectual repairers. Then before proceeding 
to the ulual regular method of introduction of pulfe 
feeling, Sec. and of difpenfing the lenifying blfs of 
puking, the invigorating one of bleeding, and the 
benign, rarifying, mundifying, falivating procefs, 
previous one muit fay to the receiving thofe beatify- 
ing grace. Then fhould not it be proper that the intend- 
ed for receiving artificial thofe immaculation, fhould 
tell to one of their intrepid immaculator purifka- 
tor to caft his eyes on the contain of the oftenfible 
declaration given by one of the molt competent and 
fupcr-eminent patriarch of the art, and to ferioufly 
examine and cogitate on the fentiment that the illuf- 
trious phyfical grandee had concerning his perfonal 
perfpicacity, and the general one prevailing among 
his brethren and the whole confraternity. And what 
could anfwer in fuch occafion the active puking 
bleeding and falivating heroes to this immortal piece 
of veracity ? If ©ne cannot guefs, it cannot be the 
fame concerning the queftions and natural interro- 
gation, one mult infer that could make a difobedicnt 
leftary in the occafion to his efficacious generous, 
vilitor, and expert lives difpenfator, if availing 
himfelf of the inftru&ion ; and one may prefume 
that it fhould be thus and in the following expreflion ; 
I am affli&ed of complicated inifericsj and you have 
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been fent for and arc here; now for the purpofc of 
helping my diltrefs (belonging to the regular fociety 
exclufively authorized to alleviate human infirm- 
ities) I do not pretend to conteft the legality of 
your privilege ; but before I fubrrnt myfelf to make 
ufe of your remedies, you mult firft caft your eyes 
on this unfeigned fragment and inltruttive revela- 
tion, given by one of the moft enlightened fage 
of the confraternity; and having ferioufly cogitated 
on its contain, you may now anfwer me if you pre- 
tend to be more illuminated, capacious and perfpi- 
cacious to know the nature of my difeafe. and 
confequently apply fuitable remedies* than he has 
pofitively afferted that he was himfelf, and with him 
the generality of his brethien. Therefore relying 
on the veracity of the undifguifed competent and 
notable perfondge, concerning the prevailing general 
ignorance of the phyfical confraternity, and if your 
*wifh is not to have me take you for a blind, 
conceited, ja&ator, or to tell more, for a frantic, 
barefaced impoilor ; can you vouch for fagacity, 
that you have more, know more and can do 
more, than all the reft of your craft, which the fincere 
member, who, confeious of the want of penetra- 
tion, and who fincere on the matter, has been obliged 
to confefs their incapacity and ignorance concerning 
the caufe of human maladies j and if you are 
obliged like him to declare that you are not more 
perfpicacious tkan the generality of your brethren, 
tell me if I mould not by you thought to be an 
imprudent, or to tell the truth, a (tup id and a blind 
delirious being, to give myfelf up, body and property; 
to ferve the hrft thing to your experiment, and the 
fecond to pay deathful torment and blunders. And 
for the purpofe to be like the dogs, do without 
afTiftance pukad; with the only difference, that the 
quadruped brute animal, which does not brag of his 
being fcientifical to effectuate his vomiting, or up- 
wards purging ejeftion, like the human learned 
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face, has not rccourfe to poiioii. And with this 
primary enervating operation, cardinal expedient 
of the phyfical quadre partition, tell me if endowed 
of the leait portion of common fenfe, and likewife 
if friend of my own frame- I muft be fo ftupidly 
placid as to fuffer it, and to be mercilefsly deprived 
of my vital liquor, the corner ftnne of life in living 
creature ; or to be more plain, muft I give my 
confent to undergo your barbarous bleeding opera- 
tion, which being fincere concerning the expedient, 
one mult look upon it as mere artificial (cheme of the 
craft, and which has no other properties, without 
fpeaking of its detrimental ones, but to terrify the 
fectaries. But on this matter alfo, relying on the 
fentiment of fome competent and fincere member 
of your craft, one is authorized to hold the bleeding 
procefs as the mod atrocious and human depopu- 
lating invention that ever could come out of their 
frantic brain, But to prevent the being iufpecled of 
partiality or exaggeration for the purpofe, alfo in this 
occafion one may have recourfe to competent judges, 
and give their opinion on the bleflings of the 
bleeding exploit.* 

* Doctor J. Reid's, of the Linsbury Dispensary, Report of 
Diseases, from the month of June, to the one of July, 1805, 
from the London Magazine of the time. 

" The Reporter has this last month been impressed mors 
" deeply than ever he was before, with the fatal folly of bleeding. 
" A person, who at a very advanced period of life, was sinking 
" under the combined operation of age and intemperance, was 
*• advised, on account of a difficulty of breathing, to experience 
" frequent or extravagant evacuation from the arm, which of 
*' course in a very short time put a period to his terrestrial ex- 
" istence. If the employment of the lancet were abolished al- 
" together, it would save annually a greater number of lives 
" than in any year the sword has ever destroyed." 

And that in the age of human devaflaiion and prolif- 
ic deltru6Uon, there is no glofs on the afTertion. 
But notwithstanding that thofe who have received 
the bleeding blifs, ought to have added the advo- 
cate, unable to recover their lofs, forever debilitat- 
ed, and in their infancy and prime of life exhibiting 
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the pifture of caducity, are but phantom of living 
beings upon earth, void of any faculties, unfit for 
labour or any manly aclion, and become by the fa- 
vour of the bleeding fcheme, perfect enervated 
population. 

" Medical men consider themselves, and are generally re- 
"• garde d by otlicrs, as insignificant and inefficient, unless they 
" are doing something, that is either performing some painful 
'-' operation, or administering some powerful remedies ; whereas 
" the fact is, that in no inconsiderable portion of cases, the best 
V thing that can be done is to let the patient alone." 

But if we fhould follow fuch refractory ad- 
vice, what chance fhould we have to make pay 
for our beneficent prowefs, and to acquire by them im- 
menfericbes&g^reat properties — indifpenfablefupport 
to our moderate lives and dignities ? — Therefore the 
puking, lulling, bleeding 8c falivating fchemes, are our 
exclufivc chcrifhed medical tetrarchy, or the four rul- 
ing winds of our methodical phyficai corapafs and it i r— 
ring expedient — that for any cafes in the view to 
make us prcponderent — to evince our fkill, great 
rtfourccs and unbounded talent — by us terrific <*nd 
daftard means are employed to make us fignilicant — 
alio being alfilted by fuch inftru&ive and irrefutable 
document of the bleeding difpenfation, and en- 
lightened by it, could not the unfubmiffive and un- 
traceable patient tell likewife to his legally graduat- 
ed and duly inverted of illimited power of difpofing 
a,t random of human lives and properties, for lethif- 
erous fervice and excrutiation — Now mull I blind- 
ly believe in your capacity and the benficiency of 
your remedies, when I receive fuch warning, giv- 
ing the certitude that you have in your power to 
relieve me, as well as the generality of mankind, 
but expedient only relying on the competent affertion 
of your brethren, which if forbidden fhould fave 
more lives annually, than universal war can deftroy 
in one year ? Then being plain, not taking you to be 
the predilecled fchol'ar of nature, and to poffefs more 
wifdom than the reft of your craft, confequcntly 
you mud not be furprijed if you find rrfe unwilling. 
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to become your placid vi&im, and fo expofe myfelf 
to have my fuuation worfe by it, after having re- 
ceived the blifs of your maniacal operation. Then 
if fuch is the fatal lot that have the human fpecies 
in this world, that to prevent their miferies, help 
their diftrefs, and preferve their lives* they forcibly 
evince to be inferior in knowledge than vifibly are 
the moft irrational creature, and in this occurrence 
certain of being more injured by your art and mor- 
tiferous remedies, than have chance to be benefit- 
ted. Therefore refigned to the unfearchable Divine 
will, and the one of a perfpicaciou-s univerfal Be* 
holder, who knows the complication and magnitude 
of human infirmities, and could have their deftitu- 
tion of wifdom amended, if it was the Heavenly 
iftent. Then without trying to pry into thecaufeof 
human ignorance, one muft be but fubmiflive to the 
fupernatural doom ; and with it following the friends 
ly wife advice of your brother, contained in the 
followingpredicable and inftru&ive lines : — " Where- 
as the facl is, that in no inconsiderable portion of 
cafes, the bed thing that can be done is to let the 
patient alone."- — Then in this occurrence, availing 
myfelf of the beneficent admonition, and yourfelf 
by it alfo advifed of the beft thing that can be done, 
is for you to keep your remedies, and myfelf defire 
you to be left alone. Such is the natural impreflion 
one muft infer, that ought to make on the mind of 
common fenfe, and upon all thofe who have not their 
eyes fafcinated by the prefumptuous aflertion of a 
fictitious fcience, when thofe ingenious declarations 
are given by candid and illufirious members of the 
craft ; themfelves divulging the general finccrity 
and predominant capacity of thofe who emphatically 
boaft of their fuperlative knowledge, and of thebenefi- 
cency of their remedies and expedients. Then the 
plauublenefs of the truth muft help thofe who can 
appreciate it to determine of the legal right that the 
illuminated profeflsrs of fuch deftru&ive and human 
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depredating fcience have to beftow on others the 
denomination of quack and impoltor. But if what 
has been quoted is not fufRcient to make conclufion 
on the matter, one may have recourfe to Tome oth- 
ers, and alfo give the fentimental Scrutiny of the 
regular medical art, as given by one of the molt 
refplendant luminaries, and famous potentates, ca- 
pacious methodical practitioner, of modern age. 

Yanhelmont, cclebnous phyfician of the Low 
Countries, in the (ixteenth century, his private con- 
feflion or revelatio.. from his life : 

• ; In order to become proficient in knowledge 
<c of the art of phytic, with the greatelt eagernels I 
w peru fed all the ancient and modern authors that I 
'! could find, with the greeted fedulous attention. I 
K fiudied their doctrine and precept, but relult of 
" my fludy and reward of my pain, to my great dif- 
"> appointment I found at la/t that I knew nothing, 
4< and that thole revealed phyfical pa dctl or m- 
M ftructive production, were all but voluminous rhafc 
* ; of infignificant ablurduy, as mconfillent in their 
*' principles, as ridiculous and barbarous in their 
;i practice ; and that the idolized Grecian father of 
*• the art, taken for the mod bright gem and patron 
Ki of phyfic, who as fuch w,.s immoitalized, deified, 
" and my mind not mfluented by the (till living blind 
* s fuperitition, found ihat the fyftem of hisd'Clrme 
" and aphorifm, for incoherence or extravagancy, 
v< ought to have been celebrated but as m^Uer-piecc 
,; of imbecility or madnrfs, and as fuch (hould be a 
** difgrace, if it had been done by the effect; of 
M the conception of an old woman in a fever ; and 
5S confequently ought to be exploded by common rea- 
" ton, and for cruelty abhorred even to make ufe of 
il on their enemies, bv the mod ferocious barbarian 
; '- hordes of the earth.* Thus tired out with fearch 

* In Greek language, the name of Hippocrates is the one 
of an horse, w/i the Ilerculian ii\ul may be called the Grecian 
• doctor. 
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V after fcarch, I difcovered the fcience of medicine 
fi to be all deceit ; then in a forrowful heart, I be- 
" came perfuaded, that the art of healing was every 
•« where but a mere impofture, originally fet on foot 
" by the Greek, for filthy lucre's fake." 

What an enormous blafphemy ! The fublime art 
of healing a mere impolture, fet on foot for filthy 
lucre's fake ! But who can controvert fuch fcandal- 
izing affertion, when given by a polar Mar of the 
venerable fcience ? Then one muft afk to thofe who 
have to decide the queftion, if the laft information 
is of tenor to authorize the modern followers of 
the fi&itious knowledge, to boaft of it, and to bellow 
on any others but themfelves the title of quack or 
impoltor? But without having recourfe to any oth- 
er document to fupport the right claims that modern 
equitable methodical phyfical members have to be- 
ftow on themfelves the honourable name of quack 
and impoltor, to have the queftion determined, if one 
is obliged to have mentioned in this circumftance 
the effed of the piaBice of an exprobated healing 
orthodoxy, it is for the purpofe of enabling thofe 
who have faith in it, and apply to it, to be inform- 
ed of the fpecies of remedies that they muft expeft 
to receive ; and with refpeft to their efficacy make 
the comparifon between the one that they formerly 
have received from a fi&itious and fraudulent art, 
and the vernacular genuine one of the Heavenly 
univerlal Healer, eminently manifefted in His ter- 
reftrial creation. Although to inform of the provi- 
dent goodnefs, and the imroenfe refources of the 
common Benefa8or, what has been faid already in 
the firft part of this compofition ought to be fuffi- 
cient to inform of the paternal Head, and miracu- 
lous celeftial capacity, obvioufly manifefted in the 
inartificial, indigenuous or earthly offspring. But if 
not to convert and convince incurable difbelievers 
of their wonderful efficacy, it muft be for the pur- 
pofe of having alfo thofe whofe diftrefs and perilous 

k 



fituation live in the neeeflity f make application, 
be informed of their prodigious virtues, when punc- 
tually attended, and by that make the difference of a 
methodical fcience and a ruftical one, which not hav- 
ing recourfe to extraneous metallic fubftance ; and 
if the novation and initiation in nature's myfteries, by 
the pious worlhipper of the wife Author of all Crea- 
tion, deferve to be termed of quackifm and im- 
pofture. But as the voluminous gloflary or lexicon 
containing the human manifold maladies is too com- 
plicated to give long comment upon them; there, 
fore in this occurrence, a fuccintt narrative of the 
moil prevalent ones is the only one that can be ex- 
pected concerning the particular efficacy of the ir- 
regular remedies created in the intention of ferving 
to alleviate human pain and manifold infirmities. 
And on that head, always original in means, fenti- 
mentand afiertion, and contrary to regular method- 
ical ones, for what concerns the do&rine, creed an4 
general human belief, an intended (hort exiltence. 
Contrary to that, muft be revealed, that man's life 
is long, but to preferve it the art is fhort and exten- 
sive in detrimental learning, initiated in nature's oc- 
cult expedient, created for the purpofe, it is what 
an irregular and exprobated experience has acquired 
the conviftion of. But to fucceed to prolong life 
and eradicate difeafes from thofe who are affected of 
them, it is not enough to deliver efficacious reme- 
dies, and to do what the cafe requires, but the afflict- 
ed and their attendants muft be attentive, punflual, 
and every prefcription minutely paid attention to, 
in order to receive benefit, and by it be convinced, 
that the wife Creator of human fpecies has not creat- 
ed the race, in the intention of being deftituted of 
help and fuffer upon earth without affiftance. Then 
to prove it muft be faid, that in cafe of fever, the 
fundamental ftone of human difeafes, in their firft 
Itage, if attended properly, relating what the Heaven- 
ly i'peciiics can do and have doue } experience muft 
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give the pofitive information, that by the making ife 
of them, the affe&ed of fever in general of the fud- 
den fpecies, or fhort duration, inftantly are out of 
danger, and the fame day reftot'ed to thdir ufual ftate 
of health. This is not what the man has done, but 
the folicitous univerfal Benefactor's productions can 
do in general, and which by regular licenfed brood 
is termed quack remedies, and who themfelves in 
thofe cafes to be fufficiently informed of the efficacy 
©f expedients that are in pofleffion of the methodi- 
cal fpecies, one may refer to the affertion of the can- 
did appraifer of his brethren's capacity :* " Can 
" any one behold without fcom fuch drones of phyfi- 
" cians, that after the fpace of fo many hundred years* 
*' experience and pra&ice of their predeceffors, not a 
•' lingle medicine has been deteQed, that has the 
*' leaft force direftly to prevent, to oppofe> refift 
*• and expel, a continued fever." 

To authorize the learned craft to bellow ©n the 
efficacious remedies of the Heavenly Afiuager the 
name of quackery, fuch is the knowledge that thofe 
privileged members have in their poffeflion, and 
their efficient febrifuges, to denominate the one of 
the folicitous Author of all productions, of impof- 
ture. In fever cafes, which, to confirm the truth, 
continuing to relate the home fpecifics' wonderful 
efficacy in fcarlet ones, intermitting ones, agues, 
pleurify, acute, malignant, putrid, fpotted, typhus, 
bilious, &c. the fame day taken, the fame day mould 
prove and has proved fufficient to extirpate the in- 
ternal burning flame out of its thirfty frame, quench 
it, and in an hour diminifh twenty pulfation. Then 
in fever in general, this fpeedy operation is the one 
which by a legal and methodical art deferve the 
dignifying appellation of quackery and impofturc, 
to which one muft mention, that although not ap- 
plying the fame day, thofe cafes are not infanablc' 

• J, Hervcy, or the Britannic philosophical blastipj stjir'. 
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Icr not fufceptible of cure, which depend upon thit 
length of time, and power of the difeafe ; but ground- 
ed on a confummated experience, one may vouchj 
that for thofe cafes, as for any others, that the Ce- 
leftial wifdom evinces forcibly a beneficient capaci- 
ty. But by the tenor of the revelation, denoting 
always to be the diametrical reverfe of the privi- 
leged methodical art, one may prefume, that if fuch 
information was given to the regular craft, fo offen- 
sive to the prerogative of its capacious and gene- 
rous members, themfelves exafperated at the per- 
fidious novation, for what concerns the beneficient 
effects that can produce the terreftrial indigenous 
production, their anfwer on the matter mould be t 
that the man has never been able to do any fuch 
thing with the vernacular or home-born offsprings, 
which the efficacious hydragytrum or quickfilver, 
phyfical palladium, cannot do, and that none but im- 
poftors can pretend to do it. As in every occafi«n 
impofture is apt to part with her qualities, not 
offended at her generofity, one cannot, in one 
fenfe, difpute the accuracy of the affertion, if 
telling the man has not done fuch thing. Becaufe 
not being like the regular fcience which can attri- 
bute to herfelf her deathful prowefs; what good is 
performed with the Creator's labour, with impious, 
prefumptuous, illegal art by it, cannot but be at- 
tributed to the wifdom and exhauftlefs fountain of 
univerfal benevolence. And confequently the man 
who cannot do any thing of himfelf, initiated in the 
intention of vernacular creation, and affined by fuch 
irrefiftible power, can fucceed in fnatching, in all 
feverous cafes of the aforefaid and mentioned fpe- 
eics, thofe placid beings ; or the obedient and patient 
fe£taries out of the efficacious deathful hands of 
a regular knowledge ; and to prove it, if what has 
been done fihould be difbelieved and contefted, to 
fave the trouble of inqueft, the man who according 
to the legal deathful knowledge is a quack by prac- 
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wanting to have the truth corroborated, and his 
impofture authentically detected, concerning what 
he attefts that the Creator's goodnefs can operate 
for the purpofe to take furvey of the heavenly Dif- 
penfator's benefaftion in fever cafes, can challenge 
the moft inveterated difbeliever exiiting in the 
-world, that by the infpeftion alfo the infpeftors 
fhould have the opportunity to be fully informed 
©f what a ruftical fcience can do in the multiplicity 
of fevers, pleurify, &c. and that without bleeding, 
puking, lulling, the pains by fiupifying the intellec- 
tual faculties, and draining the bodily one:> by the 
regular falivating fcheme. But what is faid in the 
occafion is for the only fake of enabling thofe who 
fhould be affe&ed of any of thofe mentioned fevers, 
For which a regular art fhould beftow upon them its 
pure exclufive bhfs, and to receive them if they 
fhould not fpend more in one day than the amount 
of the books deftined to perform generous and good 
a&ion. Then inftructed by experience, they may 
calculate the number of days they fhould fpend in 
torment, under the fubferviency of the clemical, 
methodical craft ; and that to receive either death 
or unavoidable everlafting enervation. But it 
thofe confiderations in thofe cafes are not fufficient 
to demonftrate the little value fet on nature's fpeedy 
beneficiency, we muft continue to give the refult 
of the Heavenly expedient in fome other cafes, and 
as one of the moft baneful and depopulating fpecies, 
muft be mentioned the confumptive diforders. But 
for the moment without giving the full information that 
one may have of the caufe of the predominant dif- 
eafe, for which provifionally one may fay, that like 
others it may be afcribed to human modern pro- 
penfity of making ufe of injurious aliment, &c. 
and their ignorance of proper means to rectify their 
hurtful tendency, by preventing their vital liquor 
or blood to be wafted, by their depraved palates, and 
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to be kept in a falnbrious ftate. As this knowledge* 
is the peculiar one of irregular praQice, and that 
the remedies delivered are calculated to the pur- 
pofe ; therefore what muft be faid concerning the 
confumptive maladies is, that if thofe who make 
application have not waited to the laft moment to 
make it, and until their lungs and vital faculties 
are entirely deftroyed, and their ftrength exhaufted, 
in which cafe, one muft inform, that all the prec- 
ious refources of nature could not repair the dead j 
but if taken in time, one muft inform, that expe- 
rience authorizes to alien, that very few if any of 
the confumptive difeafes, punctually attended to, 
fiiould prove to be of a mortal nature, to which 
one muft add, in the fupport of the truth, that by 
the efficacy of the provident difpenfary, in the faid 
cafes, although in a defperate condition, many have 
recovered after given over, and their having recciv-* 
ed the mortal doom of the fuccefsful mortiferous 
art and remedies. Then thofe who apply for thofe 
diforders for fuch cafe as for all others, coming 
nearly exhaufted to be refcued from certain death, 
mult determine if their properties like their bodies 
can be much impaired by fpending the enormous 
ium that is fixed to their relief, for the fake to 
do good. Leaving them to determine, we have to 
make the fame queftion to thofe affected of inflam- 
mation of the kidneys, ditto of the bladder, and to 
cutfhorton the matter, all thofe who are fubjeft to 
ilranguary, or fuppreffion of urine, gravel, ftone, 
Szc. But with refyeft to the multiplicity of thofe 
diforders, contraft always of the regular art, in 
making divifion and fubdivifion of their nature, 
©n that fcore, and in general in all cafes, making 
the candid revelation of having no time to fpare. 
Therefore, if one muft fpend it, it muft not be to 
find but technical names, like regular art, who muft 
give fomething for money, but in giving proper 
ajftd efficacious remedies ; and authorized by ex- 
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lion of water, the provident Heavenly capacity is 
maniteft in giving fpeedy relief to the affliaed. 
Although to inform in thofe cafes of the unbound- 
ed wifdom and goodnefs of the Author of all 
things, one might cite innumerable inftances, to con- 
firm the truth, but only to give a fpecimen of it, 
" e r m uft relate > that one a $ ia ed human mortal, of 
thofe difficulties reduced to the neceffity for a year 
or two, to have evacuated the fuperfluity of liquid 
out of the body, to have recourfe to the capacity 
and inventive genius of the methodical art, and 
wanting to try the illogical and ruftical one, by the 
making ufe of it, in two hours the paffage, which 
by a privileged fcisnce and perfpicacity was fore- 
told to be intercepted forever, was all free from in, 
cumbrance, and reftored to a fluent natural evac- 
uation. But in that occurrence, as in all others, 
having negleQed to take atteftation of the Heavenly 
Healer's capacity, to obtain for Him cuftomers and 
encomiums, according to modern age, common me- 
thod of making a profitable trade. But like thofe 
experienced poifeffors of precious knowledge, not 
being this moment fupported by fuch creditable 
document, to make believe in the provident wif- 
dom ; therefore, to fave the trouble of enquiry on 
the matter, as what has been done can Mill be done, 
in the fame cafes, what is faid to thofe who are af- 
fected of thofe difeafes, is for the purpofe to inform 
them, to fucceed in their relief of what has pro- 
vided the uoiverfal Benefa&or, and if the receiving 
fpeedy proof of His beneficiency in fuch manner 
is by them worth to part with the confiderable fum 
deftined to promote the circulation of truth, de- 
tecting fraud, and informing of the Divine refources 
exifting upon earth, to alleviate human manifold 
miferies. But for the purpofe to more inform of it, 
we muft continue our declaration, and the next 
difeafe in whie^i the Paternal heed may be related, 
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now is, in the continued di (charge of the ftomach, 
bowels, Sec. or what by the regular prolifical fcience 
of woids is termed cholera morbus. Bat to be 
brief on the chapter, and to give a concife idea of 
what can do the illiterated and ruftical learning, 
or the Omnifcient can do and has done in thofe 
.cafes, one is induced for the purpofe to mention 
one of a fingular fpecies, and which is as follows : 
Methodical wile fmcerity terming their paflive 
zealots, of the well defers iiig name of patients, 
and illegal learning and practice of the one of af- 
flicted, the obfervation now mull; be made to pre- 
vent lurprife, if avoiding the making ufe of the 
fame methodical name of patient, given to their 
feclarits ; but returning to our fubjeft, one of 
thofe feciaries of the logical race or patient, after 
fix days of continued difcharge in faid cho'era 
morbus, which the regular brood could not /top, 
nearly then exhaufted by it and the violence of the 
<lifeafe - , and more fo by the effectual deathful rem- 
edies, or the holy viaticum peculiar to the privileg- 
ed craft, and the celettial mercurial falivating di- 
vinity, or the metallic patron of the rapacious 
furacious and modern righteous, Then to termi- 
nate the account of the cholera morbus difeafe, as 
ufual one of the hygias hicrophant. or the health god- 
defs' privi'eged miniiler, hot being fufficient to reg- 
ularly difmilV the true believers out of the world, 
therefore as ufu.l in all occaGons, three legal, no- 
table, clemical, methodical comfortables were 
"called, and had unanimoufly and fagacioufly prog- 
nofticated the terreltrial end of their pious fectary, 
and that the next night mould be the one of his quit- 
ting it. and vifiting the acheron, or to be more plain, 
that his eyes fliould not be opened to fee the light 
of another day. Then after the deathful doom 
was pronounced, the capacious corporeal divines 
■withdrawing, proud one may fuppofe of their per-r 
lpicacity and glorious prowefs 3 and in the per fu a- 
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ijon of their infallabtfity of prediction; then the 
doomed patient of the veracious brood informed of 
the profpicious prefage that his corporeal pielate 
had given of his nigh earthly cataftrophe, but not 
altogether reconciled to hjs impending fate, then 
to try if it could not be poftponod, for a vhile the 
unrefigned to quit the earthly habitation was advifed 
to apply to the profefTor of the irregular ruftical 
pra&ice, having no other chance left the application 
•was made. But without relating the effeft of it, 
one mud only fay, that the ne^t day morning one 
of the privileged fcientifical tutelary race, not doubt- 
ing but that his fagacious predilection and the gen- 
eral one of his experienced brethren was fulfill- 
ed. Therefore to be convinced of it, in a cautious 
manner opening the door of the expe&ed de- 
parted for the other world, but feeing one individu- 
al in the front room, the face covered of wi f e 
fubftance, or foap, bufily engaged infhaving hin felf, 
then the prudent nofological fapient, or medical 
fage, in a confidential tone interrogating the faid 
fhaving being; Is he dead? The fame inflantly 
anfwenng, No, he is not dead; but none of your 
fault, for you have done your heft for it ! No, I am 
not dead, thank God, and the remedies of the long ?** 
But thunderftruck by the anfwer, and the unex- 
pected apparition of the living ghoft, the brave 
methodical champion went off without making any 
other queftion. 

Then in cholera morbus, or any other difeafes 
of the like fpecies, if not waiting until grafped by 
death, fuch is the perfidious trick, that a ruftical 
capacity having in hand the refources of the quAckifh 
nature,' can play on f.he methodical phyfical f ges 
to have evinced that their art is as folid and perfect 
as the accuracy of their fatidical knowledge or 
mortiferous prediction. Then having no predomi- 
nant fancy for quitting this material exiftence in the 
h^nds of the regular members of the phyfical craft, 

M 
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after having received their difmifling facramenta 
and deathful doom, they delivered up to death, may 
like the (having materia! phantom, try if a lie cannotby 
them alfo be given to the regular death prognofticator ; 
and if to live after their mortal decretory by the 
help and refources* of nature is not worth to fpend 
the great fum that the books require, intended to 
do good to themfelves and others, in informing 
them of the truths of methodical lethiferous capac- 
ity, in all cafes of human maladies. But leaving 
them to decide the natter, we have to continue to 
put in evidence the effeft of the remedies of the 
vulgar contempted nature and her vernacular pro- 
duction, to enable thofe who arein want of relief, to 
determine if there is profpeSt for them to receive 
more benefit from thofe vulgar refources than they 
have had from the mercurial factitious art. W* 
have then to mention the cramp in the flomach, 
and all other cafes fimilar to the diforder, as cholic, 
iliac paffion, or the twifting of the guts, and all dif- 
eafes baffling the methodical capacity. But to 
inform of the one of the genuine remedies of the 
uniVerfal Healer by long experience of them, one 
muft affert, that for the relief of the diftreffed of 
thofe difeafes, as violent as they may be, efficacious 
and fpeedy means are afforded by the heavenly 
pharmacy, and in the fupport of the aflertion, one 
might cite many inftances which could ferve to cor- 
roborate the truth; but as what has been done car* 
ftill be done any time, one muft only fay that in 
thofe cafes making application the fame day taken, 
the fame hour relieve, and the next day as well as 
before, and thofe who wait longer than that time; 
alfo one muft affirm, that if not waiting until 
death, that none of thofe cafes can prove to be e'f a 
mortal tendency, and that they can be alleviated in 
the proportion of the length of time that they have 
been taken, and effectually eradicated, which in cer- 
tainty can be effectuated without puke, and being 
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lulled and ftupifled, bled and alfo falivated. And 
without being debilitated afterwards, quickly re- 
stored to their former ftate of health, and enabled 
to attend their ufual employment. Then the ref- 
eued from death and torment may determine if the 
cxpenfes laid out to perform generous and ufeful 
aftion for them is not a profitable fpeculation. T© 
give the fame chances to fome others, then we muft 
mention on other cafes, in which the confiderable 
fum of the books could prove to be as advanta- 
geous as in bowel diforders; and for the purpofe, 
We muft fpeak of difeafes in which the (kin is tinged 
of noxious hue, as in tbe jaundice, yellow fever 
or plague, &c. this laft one that has made fuch de- 
vaftation in latter age, and for which the fcientifical 
methodical fkill is predicable, and remarkable for 
continual funeral feftival. But for fuch cafe at 
well as for others, being original, one muft alien 
that none can be mortal if applying before putnfac- 
tion can take place ; and that contrary to that, the 
fame day taken, the fame day cured, if not the fame 
hour; to which one muft add, that it is not by 
the ait of the man who delivers fuccefsful remedies 
for the purpofe, but that it is done by the folicitous 
fupply of common fathers* granary replenifhed of 
produaions indicating that the Author of them ha» 
not the intention to have mankind perifh by the 
fcourge, when their efficacy is fuch as to fnatch out 
of the hands of death the infeBed of the peftilence> 
in general, although very nigh the moment of their 
diflolution. But to have more proofs of the divine 
wifdom and bounty for the relief of mankind, 
we muft now cite the diforder occurred by the bite 
of poifonous animals, mad dogs, vipers, rattlefnakes, 
feorpions, &c. For what concerns the bite of the 
wad domeftic animal, it cannot be denied that man- 
kind meeting with fuch accident, cannot terminate 
their exiftence by a more diftreifing and lamentable 
cataftrophe, when to prevent it, the privileged 



methodical phyfical knowledge by experience have 
pro ed for fuch cafes as well as for others, to be 
delimited of efficacious remedies, except the one 
ot ltnothering their fe&aries ; but contrary to that 
mull be revealed thdt the one who by the wife mor- 
tife foils craft is termed quack, knowledge, having 
ne of preventing mankind from perifhing by 
this moll fatal end, mud declare, that by pious calt 
if it is an ir pardonable crime to do it and have 
done it, it is the one of the Creator of the fpecies, and 
that it cannot be committed without having recourfe 
to H is genuine efficient antidote, which the provi- 
dent Beitower has repleted the human mortal region, 
i the intention to prevent them from lofing their 
lives by hydrophobia, or the moft deplorable acci- 
dent that can befal the human race, when defli- 
tute of remedies. Therefore the gift of the fuccefs 
is the one of the univerfal Contriver, and the fpe- 
eific that does is the one coming from His quack ifm, 
pharmacy which virtue is fuch as to prevent man-* 
kind from being no more expofed to finifler con- 
fequences by the bite of the mad creature, than they 
fhould be if they had received the one of a lamb, 
if a lamb could bite but his food. In the fupport 
of the truth, one might relate what experience has 
done in thofe cafes, but as what has been done can 
ftill be done by the help of the ametheodical Author 
of vernaculor offsprings, one is obliged to have in 
thofe cafes the pious referred to judge of what can be 
done. By their virtue, if they have faith in the heav- 
enly wifdom and bounty, and to give them another 
fpecimen of their efficacy, we have' to fpeak of 
the bite of poifonous animal peftiferoUs tongues, 
in which are not included the ones of mankind, but 
onlv the ferpent ones or rattlefnake, which in fome 
iriea ure might be fynonomotis; alfo fcorpion, which 
for the int. mated with the perfidious nature of both, 
rwuft deem thofe of men in many refpefts to be 
the moft fatal bites for the race upon earth ; and 
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for what concerns the fuppofed danger occurred oy 
the bite of thofe venomous, poilonous, horific ani- 
mals, the one who neither fear fling, teeth, dart of 
viper, fnake, fcorpion or human tongues, is author- 
ized to affert that few minutes taken in the origin, 
can prove fufficient with the divine Healer's fpecific, 
to extirpate the poifon iffued from the baneful crea- 
tures, which the reverfe the wounds caufed by human 
tongues are the only ones, it feems, that are of an 
incurable nature and helplefs. But for what con- 
cerns the heavenly capacity in cafes of the mod 
direful reptile bites, to have a convincing proof of 
it, one muff, fay, that it had been obvious in thofe 
■who waited to the lad moment to apply for relief, 
and when they had no other profpeft but a certain 
death in the hands of the privileged legal knowledge, 
and found immediate help, life and health, by the 
afiiftance of the omnific antidote, which by the expert 
death promoters is termed quackifh praftice. Then in 
this occurrence one is reduced to the imperious necef- 
fity of detecting the deed of a mortifcrousfcience.when 
the ignorant profeffor of it fcruples not to infult 
and ridicule the divine efficacy and univerfal wifdom 
of created remedies by the provident Author of 
all things, and what is faid this moment in their 
behalf, is for the purpofe of vindicating the Creator's 
paternal bounty, and enable thofe who receive the 
advantage of the genuine heavenly Healer's bene- 
ficiency, to determine if they are worth to be com- 
pe'nfated by good aftion, after they have rewarded 
in a generous manner, blunder, ignorance, torture 
before death. And now to have fome other decide 
•which fide they can give the preference to offer 
indemnification, we have to mention fome other cafes 
occurred by accident, and as fuch mud be mentioned 
the ones caufed by the parching clement, or fire; 
and on that fcore alfo muft be revealed, that for burnt 
cafes the heavenly companion is manifeft in fpeedily 
giving relief to the diftreffed by the effects of the de- 
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ftroying tlemcnt, and to prove it without having 
recourfe to give information of the aluftance given 
in numerous instances to the diftreffed, by the ex- 
quifite virtue* of the Supreme Author of univerfal 
benevolence. But to be brief on the matter, by 
various extraordinary occurrences, or a nrange 
deftir.y, having been left in the peremptory cir- 
cumftance of being inftru&ed by one's framing ex- 
perience, concerning the effeft of remedies, nee- 
effary to the mod prevalent cafes, by an inconceiva- 
ble fatality, having been afl'e&ed of the various 
difeafes, to which the prefent human weak nature 
is fufceptible to be affected, and with refpeel to the 
burning accident, alfo, not having been fpared. 
Then to give an inftruftive fpecimen of the heav- 
enly pain-affuaging fpecifics in thofe accidents ; for 
the purpofe, one is obliged to relate one perfonal 
cafe, which is, that night and day conftantly and 
differently obliged to be occupied for human mife- 
ries concern, by an uncommon incident being left 
one night deftituted of the enlightening element ; 
but to prevent the lofing fuch precious no&urnal 
time as the one is for mental work, when darknefs 
difplays her filent veil over the earthly region, 
therefore to receive the affiftance in that occafion of 
a fictitious light, having had no chance offered but 
the one of making ufe of the pyrotechnical inflam- 
ing fubftance, or to be more plain, the pulverifcd 
powder, modern a&ive agent of human deftru&ion, 
which in that occurrence has given a forcible proof 
of its deftroying efficacy, by its general inflamma- 
tion. But now to give the recital of the havock or 
damage caufed to the frame by the tremendous, 
conflagrating event, is not an eafy matter to de- 
le ribe, but may he eaflly fuppofed when informed, 
that the quantity of the human deftru&ive fulpher- 
ous fubftance, without being able to afcertain exact- 
ly, but was not lefs than from a quarter to an half 
^ound of it. Then out of the dazzling blaze that 
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itt inflammation occurred, one mutt tell not to 
have been burnt but nigh roafled, head, hands. Sec. 
and left without hair, eye-brows, Sec and by that 
the mod excruciating pain that can be fuffered by 
mankind, and the expe&ation that blindnefs fhould 
be the lealt confequence that would produce the 
accident. 

Such is the condition that has been in, the one 
whofe anxiety is in all time to be ufeful, and make 
profitable to mankind a time which for them is def- 
tined to their repofe ; but now to give a plaufible 
proof of the univerfal Healer's goodnefs and capaci- 
ty of fpecifics for thofe accidents, mud be faid, that 
having been prepared as ufual to deliver the fame 
morning to a multitude of afflifled, the pledge of 
the Divine compaffion for human miferies, and con- 
sequently having been fupplied with proper reme- 
dies for the circumftance, by them alleviated in a 
moment of pain. To prove it, the fame accident^ 
notwithftanding its unexplainable fererity, in the 
fame manner, and at the ufual hour, the alleviating 
charitable diftribution was made, and to give like- 
wife information in thofe misfortunes of the fpeedy 
jefficacy of the provident Healer's remedies, muft 
be faid, that although in the hotted feafon that it 
took place, and impeded by numerous difficulties, 
of aggravating tendency, ten or eleven days had 
proved fufficient to clear off the mafk of the face,

jer eight days of agony and afiiduous attendance, to 
a complete Mate of impotency and death; in fuch 
baleful (ituation, having tried what the quackifh 
remedies could do to fave the individual, or to ame- 
liorate his hellifh anguifh ; to give the refult of 
the vulgar trial, mutt be faid, that after three or 
four weeks, the fame man, with his roafted legs and 
feet, has come to pay a vifit from fome diftance, and 
to thank his quack, alleviator and life preferver. Such 
is in burnt accidents^ by the heavenly difpenfation, 
the affiftancethat can be given to cure them, contrary 
to a regular art, by a myltical celeitial profefTor, and 
what can induce to give him the denomination of 
quackery and impodure ; to which one muft afk to 
thofe who are alleviated of infernal pain, and ref- 
cued from certain death, if they can grudge pay- 
ing thofe fignalized fervices with good and gene- 
rous aQions. To queltion fome others afflicted of 
diftrefs on the matter, we have to mention fome oth- 
er accidents and fores caufed by natural or forced 
caufes. On that head, again one may relate, the 
experience acquired at one's framing expenfe, and 
have again more evinced the particular profit be-), 
longing to the alleviating purfuit, and for the pur- 
pofe one is obliged to mention a, circumftance, 
which took place in fearching and exploring the 
earthly bowels, or the internal kingdom of the 
nouriihing mother of living creatures ; fo that by 
the confequence of the exploration, unaware of 
the caufe, but foon feeling its painful effeft in the 
right hand middle ringer, which caufed it to fwell 
to an enormous fizej and the hand afterwards. Thus 
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after fame time of having a great pain and diftrefs, 
always checked by the almighty, wife and ommf- 
cient remedies, created to afluage anguifh, the point 
of the faid finger burft open and thruft out a lump 
of flefh, the whole part of the end of the faid fin- 
ger, in which was concealed the original caufe of 
the pain and tumefaftion or fwelling, which was a 
fmall piece of glafs that got into the flefh, in the 
making earthly incurfion. But not wanting to en- 
tertain of perfonal cafes, what is faid in the occa- 
sion is for the purpofe of informing in wounds, 
fores, Sec. of the paternal folicitude of the prefcient 
Contriver, His having created efficacious remedies, 
to fave mankind from the danger of thofe accidents. 
This one having taken place in the hotteft feafon oP 
the year, and notwithftanding the poifonthat ghfles. 
are to the flefh, and the magnitude of the effecl:, 
one month has proved fufficient to be healed up, 
and entirely cured of the faid accident, and 
likewife although little time to fpare to have a 
proper attendance. The information alfo mull 
ierve to intimate thofe of the afflicled making ap- 
plication, of the fpecies of gain that their folicit- 
ous alleviator has by their attendance, and to have 
a juft idea of the blifs received in the purfuit, for 
what concerns this lafl mentioned accident, they 
muft reprefent to themfelves in what fituation muft 
have been the one who notwithftanding his diftrefs, 
and urgent want of reft and affiftance, to give it to the 
difeafed, has expofed himfelf to the moft fatal con- 
fequences. Then they muft infer of what muft have 
been fuffered in the time, if knowing that in contin- 
ual pain without intermiffion,foraconfequtive month, 
feveral hundreds of affli&ed were attended every day 8c 
that all the labour and the neceflary was performed 
only with a fingle hand and the left One, and that 
the body could not be moved, without experiencing 
new anguifh by the motion. Thus owing to the al- 
leviating purfuit, feldom if ever free from being 
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in want of attendance, in giving help to others, 
thofe who receive it, when expofed to fuffcr fo 
much for their own fake, and forced to negleft one's 
body's diftrefs, to relieve their own; then they who 
receive it mud determine if they ought to regret to 
compenfate the ferviceand relief that they receive, 
with fome generous a&ions. Then in order to ena- 
ble thofe who are affe&ed of fores diftrefs, to judge 
of the divine efficacy of the univerfal Healer's 
remedies, if what has been faid is not fufficient to 
perfuade of their infinite virtues, before quitting 
the fores chapter, one may add to what has been 
faid, a cafe which may ferve alfo confirming the 
truth, to inform in thofe difficulties of the fpecies of 
ruftical amputation ; and for the purpofe muil be 
Telated the cafe of an individual, who after ten of 
years that he had »he misfortune of having one 
his feet frozen, and ever fince troubled with acute 
pain and fwelling in the fame foot, notwithstanding 
that in the intention of being eradicated, his having 
for the purpofe applied in different times to the moft 
dexterous and capacious of the phyfical, methodi- 
cal and furgical human benign art. But refult of 
his repeated application, having only cleared his 
purfe of metallical fubftance, if not his foot of the 
matter caufe of his diftrefs, and on the contrary 
increafed with his expenfes. At laft out of patience, 
and officioufly advifed by his tender human body 
benefa&or to apply to a fpeedy remedier, which 
fhould operate a certain cure, that is to fay, to have his 
foot cut off; Tired of fuffering and fpending to no 
purpofe but the one of emaciating his frame and 
properties, to fatten the bodies of his corporeal 
divines ; then yielding to the advice of his cleni- 
cal tutelary comforting angel, and determined to 
make ufe of his efficacious expedient; and to put 
an end to his pain, and to his expenfive troublefome 
member. Then in the intention of putting his pro- 
ject into execution, the next morning, the faid tired 
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being took his departure for one regular, fpecial 
and privileged human carcafe excarnatmg eftab- 
lifhment, or as impious profanes call them bloody 
monument of human facrifice and (laughter — but 
we muft let captious detractors denominate thofe 
benefieient refuges as they pleafe ; fo that in one of 
them, to get rid of his fore, the brave and obedient 
victim was lafhed down fnug, and before the event 
took place* or the benefieient operation was per- 
formed, the inquifitive patient took the notion to 
afk to his dexterous operator, what place he intend- 
ed to fever the limb arfe&ed from his body j and on 
his being informed of the place intended to be fep-r 
arated from him, the difobedient patient made the 
obje&ion, that for a forefoot he would not con- 
fent to have part of his leg cut oft'.— 4 ' It cannot be 
done otherwife by a regular art."— I do not care 
about your regularity, replied the rebel, and I won't 
have my leg cut off, nor my foot, and you mull let 
me go. — " No, you mall not go -, you are prepared for 
the falutary operation that muft fave your life, and 
you muft fubmit to it." Then the timorous and 
contumacious vi&im, afraid of the lofs againft his 
will, began to holla, fhriek, fcream, to lament, cry 
out murder, and for affiftance, as loud as his lungs 
could permit, until the whole refort of the bleffed 
beings, living in the hofpitable dwelling of bene- 
fcaion, came all in an uproar and confufion. Then 
the benign operator and his attendants were obliged 
toloofe their rebellious and untraaablefeBary, who 
glad of his narrow efcape, thinking that alfo he 
fhould be left at liberty to quit as foon as he could 
a place where he was more afraid than hurt ; but 
when he prefented himfelf to make his efcape, with 
his two flicks or upholder companions, at the 
threfhold of the temple of human happinefs, from 
whence he had no trouble to come in, finding the 
door fhut for him ; furprifed at the new obltacle, 
and of his being hindered by a polite gate-keeper, 
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who kindly, with forcib:c demonftration, informed 
him that it was in vain for him to pretend to go out 
of the beneficient houfe he was in. without having 
obtained the fpecial confent from his compaflionat- 
ing liberal amputator. Much concerned by the 
new obftacles, but eager to leave the fplendid pal- 
ace of human felicity he was in, or the hideous 
receptacle of human calamities and dillrefs; for 
the purpofe obliged to go back to fupplicate his 
officious and generous expert amputator, who not 
acceding to the wifh of his perturbating rebel, anf- 
wered him, in a fympathizing tone, thus : ''• What do 
you want ?'' To go out! " I cannot comply to your 
requeft. You came here to have \ our leg cut off, 
and for that you have given me more trouble than 
if I had done the work. I am to have twenty dol- 
lars for that, and I am (till willing to do the bufi- 
nefs for you, and you fhall go a r terwards. if you 
chufe." But not willing to obtain his releafe at fuch 
rate, the dojetled but ur.fhaken obftinate determi- 
nated not to leave any fragment of his limbs in the 
luxurious habitation he was in. To fee if he could 
have better chance, applied to all thofe he was rec- 
ommended to go, to get out of prifon, and fpent all 
the day in that predicament, being of them the ob- 
ject of their fport, laugh and general derifion, un- 
til 8 o'clock in the evening, when the jetted indi- 
vidual, out of patience of being fo long fcoHed 
and detained, went to one of the luperiors of the 
benevolent refort, and ferioufly told him the fitua- 
tion that he was in. and his having been kept all 
day, for his not acceding to have his leg cut off. 
Then a permiffion was at lad granted to him, to go 
back with his two legs, and to make ufe of it the 
individual was very anxious, and notwithstanding 
the impediment of his limbs, was unwilling to wait 
the afliftunce of a vehicle, to be conveyed to his 
own habitation, as he came, and which for the mo- 
ment to fucceed to reach, he had but for help and 
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Companions, and to uphold his body, his two ftaffV, 
For fwift courfers, which enabled him to perform 
his journey in two hours, inftead of a quarter of 
one for any other. But glad of his narrow efcape, 
and of having returned as he went, with his troublc- 
fome limb; to try if there were no better remedies 
than the ones that he would no more confent to 
make ufe of, then the difgufted of methodical ex- 
pedient at laft determined to follow the advice that 
had been given to him, of applying to ruftical ones. 
And the faid individual, without mentioning the fad 
circumftance of his leg, made his application to the 
illogical practice, and obliged to give the anfwer that 
was given by the illegal practitioner, on the ampu- 
tating cafe j it was — that the foot was bad, but noth- 
ing to compare to the generality of thole who for 
lore cafes make application, and are always helped. 
Therefore, without boafting language, the individ- 
ual was recommended to pay ilrift. attention to the 
prefcription, and that he lhould not lofe his time. 
Glad of the declaration, and that there were no in- 
ftruments and cutting to apprehend, the man not 
kept but few minutes to receive comfort, inftead of 
half a day to force him to be amputated, went off 
much pleafed of his application. But foon after 
his departure came another individual of his acquaint- 
ance, making application for himfelf, and who gave 
the full account of the whole event that took place 
the day before, concerning the projected amputa- 
tion. Then the fame quack, after having been par- 
ticularly informed of this juggling fcheme of me- 
thodical art, to make gain, incredible in its nature j 
but to inform of what quackery can do in fuch cafe, 
and of the ufual method of the quack amputation, 
the fame man who did give the narrative of \vh t 
took place concerning the laved leg, having finish- 
ed the narration of the predicablc event, before fome 
auditors, evidence the fame man then was delireri to 
lake them for witnefies of what was to be declared by 
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the quack, concerning the future fate of the leg, 
doomed by fcientifical phyfical capacity to be in- 
curable, and as fuch deferving to be cut off, to fave 
the body, and refcue it from pain and death ; the faid 
individual was deiired at his return home likevvifeto 
take half a dozen or a dozen of his neighbours, then 
with them proceed to the owner of the faved leg, 
and to him tell that the quack whom he had applied 
for relief of his leg, has declared before numerous 
witnefTes, that his impofture mull be publicly pro* 
claimed, if he does not enable the fame man who 
was condemned to have his leg cut off, in fix days 
to walk without crutches, and in three weeks time 
lo have his leg and foot as found as ever was, and 
with it, after the time expired, that he mufl go to 
ihew it to his furious amputator, and k*** him 
with it, and inform him of what quackery can do in 
his cafe to fave legs, and what regular craft does to de- 
ftroy them. Then to make the quack keep his word, 
and have evinced the phyfical capacity and noted 
humanity, the fame individual, free from pain, and 
alio of his making difficulty, and without any 
wooden companion, the fame man came to give thanks 
to his difinterefted leg and foot preferver, the fix th 
day, and before the three weeks were expired, went 
i\[Q to pay a vifit to his determinate, fkilful, in- 
trepid operator; and to convince him of the life, 
ihength and agility that were left in his foot, and as 
the injunction was given him, whether the fame in- 
dividual did k*** his officious benefaftor with it, 
is what one has not been pofitively informed of, but 
only that the effed of the quack remedies produced 
fo.me confufion and rumour among the bleffed of 
the happy refort, and reflected light on the regular 
art, at the fight of the doomed of incurability. 
But what is faid in the occasion, to inform of illogi- 
cal art expedient to fave amputation, may ferve to 
have manifeft the exquifite refources by the fu- 
pirerrte Fountain of all good, replenishing the regien

of the human ignorant wretched fpecies, and alfo 
mult ferve to elucidate the right that a craft only 
remarkable for its nefcience of the heavenly oft- 
fpnng myfteries, has to boaft of compafiionating 
fentiments, and beftow the name of impoflor on 
thofe who have the knowledge of the Creator's 
production, and with their affiltance preferve hu- 
man frames and limbs from amputation. Then thofe 
who receive the confidence, and who can receive 
fuch benefit as the one of being preferved from am- 
putation, may be enabled to conclude, if it is bet- 
ter for them to fpend a fum fo considerable as the 
one of the books, to keep their flefii and bones, and 
perform generous actions, to compenfate thofe fer- 
vices they can receive, than to give twenty dollars 
to be amputated, lofe part of their bodies, and have 
fragments of them buried, while themfelves ftill 
alive upon earth. But being on the diitrefTed and 
impotent limbs chapter, we have to fpeak of fome 
other cafes, as the rheumatifm, the gout, palfy, and 
all the analogous difeafes, for which the profeflbrs 
of the regular art have an incredible profufion of 
names, and riches of words, and a complete defti- 
tution or poverty of remedies. Then one muft 
fay again in the occafion, as in all others, to be the 
abfolute reverfe of the prolifical art of technical 
denomination, and reveal, that for all thofe cafes 
one has but one name to give or definition of the 
caufe which produces the effect, which is found in 
the repletion of humour in human body, and the 
confequence of want of knowledge of proper de- 
tergent to operate the evacuation. Such is the la- 
conical theory or illogical fentiments that ruflical 
etiologift can give of the original caufe of human 
difeafes in general, and particularly of the gout, 
rheumatifm, palfy, &c. to which one muft reveal, that 
if the brief definition, making no diflinclion of cafes, 
evinces great poverty of denomination, one mud 
declare, that alfo contrary to the methodical logic 
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and copious logomachy or words profufion, for 
thofe cafes, the one who may be termed of quack 
for his laconical definition and fimple lexicography, 
for what concerns efFe&ual remedies, evincing in 
thofe difeafes the heavenly capacity, if their fpeedy 
virtues had been before worth attention, they lhould 
have proved, that if deficient in multiplied names 
for the diforders, that there is no deficiency in ex- 
pedients, and in their divine efficacy. Alfo to prove 
it, one might cite numerous inftances in the be- 
half of the truth ; but to give only a fimple fpeci- 
me i of the goodnefs of the Creator for thofe cafes, 
inuft be faid, that the certitude of the beneficient 
operation of His fpecific mult be fuch, and foquick- 
ly felt, that in many inftances of rheumatifm, gout, 
palfy, and fuch like difeafes, it has been faid before 
witnefies to thofe who made application, after feve- 
ral weeks, fome months, of their limbs impotency — 
Before an hour fhall be expired, you (hall ltretch 
your limbs, walk freely and leave your crutches 
here, and mall not want to make ufe of them any 
mo re ; — to which one mud add, that the prediction 
never failed to be fulfilled, and the diftreffed reliev- 
ed in making ufe on the fpot, of the alleviating, 
charitable diitribution fpecifical virtues, or of the 
means of the all-wife and folicitous Author of na- 
ture's univerfal benevolence. And to this fpeedy. 
efficacy of remedies, one mull add, that giving the 
inftruciion received by one's framing experience,, 
one mult inform the unaware, that no difeafes what- 
ever, as the one of rheumatifm, terminating after- 
wards in the palfy affeftion, is more fufceptible of 
being received after effectual cure as this one men- 
tioned, and that in different manner, which time and 
circumftance do not permit for the moment to ful- 
ly explain, but provifionally, as informed by per- 
ional experience, mud be faid, that one of the molt 
effectual caufes that can afTeft any one of rheuma- 
tifm d.ifeafes, muft be dcteBed (.he fleeping on pub- 
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iic feather beds, or beds in general, into which an 
immenfe number of unhealthy beings have left pledge 
by their fweat of the noxious heat of their impure 
bodies and difeafed ones. Confequently the faid 
bed muft be considered as a fponge, concealing ac- 
cumulation of infinite difeafes, all of a contagious 
tendency, of which the rheumatifm is the unavoida- 
ble one, and to have the truth corroborated, contin- 
ually engaged in fedulous obfervation, intimating 
with the refult of this one made alfo at theexpenfe of 
one's framing experience, notwithftanding many 
times having been afjtti&ed of the fame difeafe by 
other caufe, one muft reveal not to have been able 
yet to fleep upon thofe contaminated feat intended 
for repofe, without afterwards having been the raofi 
violently affe&ed of painful rheumatifm, impotency 
of the part, to which muft be added, to have the 
diforder eradicated, and confirm the truth of nature's 
dilatory relief for thofe who expofe themfelves to 
danger, and are obliged to make too repeated appli- 
cation to her refources. In confirmation of the truth, 
for what concerns the rheumatifm complaint, muft 
be faid, that in «ne month, fometimes more, one was 
not fo much benefited with the fame remedies as 
thofe who make ufe of them ; for the firft time caa 
be in one fingle hour, the revelation muft ferve to 
inform thofe who are affected of either gout, rheuma- 
tifm, &c. that they muft not in thofe difeafes, no 
more than in great many others, expeft an everlafting 
cure when expofed daily to receive from other dif- 
eafed beings, unaware of it, what muft again generate 
the fame difeafes in them, and more (o when oblig- 
ed to have continual intercourfe with the human civ- 
ilized race, as much now corrupted in bodies as they 
are in mind, and when exhibiting upon earth noth- 
ing elfe but the difmal pi&ure of a general infirmary 
of invalids and manifold valetudinarians, or to tell the 
truth, a perambulent mad-houfe, and intoxicated one, 
in which each individual is more occupied to create 
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maladies in them, than anxious to have them cured. 
To thofe who have no delight in their pain, miferies 
and death, obliged to give warning of the danger 
refulting for them, if not avoiding what can promote 
difeafes in their bodies. As it cannot be done 
without writing, they mufl acknowledge if the advice 
of the truth which can be ufeful to them and others, 
if the fum they fpend for the purpofe, and alfo 
of leceiving relief to their diftrefs, is an immoder- 
ate one. But to make the fame queition to others 
afflicted, we have to mention fome other difeafes, 
alfo liable to be much affected by the influence of 
unfalubrious air, and as fuch mult be cited the dif- 
orders whofe caufe lies in the head, as infanity, and 
the epilepfy, or falling ficknefs; and this moment 
having but little time allowed to finifh this writing, 
compels to mention thefe two cafes in the fame time. 
And to juftify this want of regularity of making no 
fymmetrical diftin&ion between thofe difeafes, for 
the purpofe of giving the reafon why one is induced, 
to aflociate the falling ficknefs and lunacy, giving 
for the purpofe the information received by aflidu,- 
ous ftudy of the two difeafes, one is obliged to 
declare to have found great analogy in tfce affefted 
of epilepfy and infanity, notwithstanding that the lafl: 
one is not fubject to paroxyfm as the former, and 
that the difeafe is a permanent one. But as thofe 
who are affecled of the epilepfy are deprived in- 
flantaneoufly of their intellectual faculties, if not 
operating in the fame manner, the confequence mud 
induce to conclude, that the two difeafes are of an 
analogous nature, and to prove it if one cannot make 
this inftant long diflertation, one may only cite 
one cafe that can ferve to elucidate the truth of the 
aflertion, and alfo evince in thofe affections the in- 
effable and predicable capacity of the phyfical me- 
thodical art. Then for the purpofe, one is obliged 
10 mention the cafe of an individual of the female 
fpecies, who for three years was affliited of the mcfl 
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Violent epileptic diforder, to which always fucceeded 
convulfion ; and now to have confirmed the analogy 
of the two difeafcs of infanity and epilepfy, one 
muft add that alfo the afflifcted being afttr.. aids was 
in a complete infanity, and then recovered her fenfe ; 
alternately by fits, convulfion, infanity and rational 
faculties, and was all day long and night in this 
fituation and diftrefs, constantly palling from one to 
another. But on fuch ftrange cafe one muft inform 
alfo how was operated the tranfition, which, more 
extraordinary than the cafe, was thus effe6tuated by 
fpell of fneezing, before or previous to each affection, 
which the lafl one afforded momentary rational 
faculties to the mod affli£ted mortal, like if it had 
been extended for her to behold the magnitude of 
her horrible fituation, which alfo fo new in its nature, 
attracted to contemplate it the legions of the tute- 
lary terreftrial angels of the place, or the beneficent 
fkilful and potent difeafes Herculean, deftroyers, 
health reftorers, 8c long life beftowers ! who furprif- 
cd at what they faw, andamazed by the oddnefs of the 
cafe, gaping, wondering, aghafting & finally acknow- 
ledging they never faw nor heard of any of the like 
complicated diforders. But to have them effectually 
eradicated, all concluded for puking, bleeding, and the 
anodyne catapotium or opium lulling pills, and with 
that the liquid filver one, or the purifying falivating 
god mercury, adding to fuch efficacious fpecific the 
infallible modifh forcible purging ingredient, or tha 
lenifying arfenic one ; fo that for three years running 
the puking, bleeding, falivating, lulling and arfenic 
purging, and that in a copious manner were the 
phyfical blifs bellowed on the methodically and clin- 
ically attended individual, to which was added the 
caiiterifing the head, and the fapient attender at laft 
having found that the blood in the drained being 
did not generate contrary to the methodical creed 
of fanguinification, fo fpeedily as the do&rine affert, 
then alter having exhaufted the juice of the frame. 
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Wanting air© to have the la ft one ot the head, the* 
tor the purpofe, that part of the placid creature 
Hot having much left, neither in her head or any 
bther part of her body, but to have fome iffued 
tout of the head of the methodical patient, it was put- 
near the fire as could bear, and then the veins of the 
temples were opened, and the head fqueezed as hard 
as thebeingcould endure; thuswas the innocent means 
that have been made ufe of by the regular art; but 
by the little fluid that could come out,it had manifeft- 
td, that the hand of methodical heroes to make the hu- 
man body liquidous, have not a talifman or the 
magical power afcribed to the Pegaflus horfe foot, 
from which by ftroke of it, a clear fountain fpouted 
out. But alfo to make the bleffed individual re- 
ceive the benign cauftic grace in its plenitude, hav- 
ing found the fkin of the head too thick to have them 
<Hffufed, it was cut open, and the fcull made bare, then 
the bones fcraped, and the Unifying cauftical ingre- 
dent applied on the part. But notwithftanding all this 
forcible expedient^ made ufe of by the mod capa- 
cious and learned of the phyfical methodical art, due 
to the itrength and youth of the obedient patient, 
not having fucceeded after three years of fuch be- 
jieficient attendance to have difmiflTed as ufual the 
legally tormented and tortured objeft out of the 
vorld. Therefore, now we have to mention what 
the quackifh opinion was of fuch cafe, and what 
was prediBed that could be done to deferve the name 
of impoftor ; then like the eminent contemplators, 
jiofological fages, having been invited to lee the 
ftrangely afflicted of complicated difeafes, and to 
be brief on the fubjeB, and give the exaB an- 
swer of the queftion made to the profeflor of the 
quackifh pradice, and his fentiments concern- 
ing the diftreffed individual and her baneful 
fituation, the opinion was, that notwithstanding the 
multiplicity of the cafes, by the undertaking to 
expel them* if not entirely eradicated, that four and 
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twenty hours ought to prove fufficient to check the 
difeafes, and three or four days have them completely 
extirpated out of the notable patient or viBim. 
But without other digreffion one muft affirm, that 
by the trial, the prediction had been fulfilled, and in 
the fixed time the affliBed of infanity, epilepfy, 
convulfion fits, and by regular art excruciated, ema- 
ciated, fqueezed, mutilated, for three conllant years, 
in lefs than a week, by a vulgar one, free from tor- 
ment and difeafes, was reftored to peace, health and 
found reafon and fanity. Such is the irregular exploit* 
that nature's vernacular productions canenable toper- 
form, to deferve to have bellowed on their virtues, 
by the regular, falivating, bleeding and puking art, 
the name of quack remedies and impofture. But 
although to more completely inform in thofe cafes, 
of the heavenly Healer's wifdom, evinced in the 
divine efficacy of His remedies, one might irt their 
behalf cite other difeafes of tbe fame fpecies. But 
ftill more complicated and difficult, in which the 
terreftrial fupplier of benefieiency, has been obvi- 
oufly manifested, a hint of what has been done by 
fuch help, is only to inform thofe who apply for 
thofe diforders, that if taken in their origin, by 
the experience acquiredj that few hours muft be 
fufficient, if properly attended, to reltore the in- 
fane to their intellectual faculties. Likewife muft; 
be faid, that after long while (landing, as the gene- 
rality of thofe beings are fo unwilling to fubmit 
themfelves to the ufe of remedies, and the having 
been always too much engaged to attend thofe cafes, 
prevents from being able to give a pofitive anfwer 
of the fuccefs that could be obtained on long (land- 
ing cafes. But for what concerns the epilepfy, bafed 
on innumerable inftances of fuccefs obtained, one 
is authorized to affert, that very few if any of thofe 
cafes, if properly attended, and have perfeverance 
in the application, could prove their being of an 
incurable fpecies, notwithftanding that one muft 
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oblerve, that it cannot be done without difficulty 
when having become habit in the body, and fubject 
to periodical time, hard to break off, and moie To 
when thofe who are fubjecl to paroxyfrm of the 
d-.feafe, are eafily affected, and fo liable to have their 
accefs by the breathing only a contaminated air; ferv- 
ing to corroborate the aflertion that has been given, 
concerning the influence of unfalubrious vapour, and 
to the eyes of the obferver it cannot be more obvi- 
ous, than in thofe diforders when generally fo fud- 
denly affecled of their difeafes, wherever they are 
expofed to breathe the vicious effluvium of a retort 
of people j which mud ferve to confirm the accu- 
racy of the perfuafion that one muft have, that the 
effluvium iffued out of human bodies is of a pernic- 
ious tendency, and proved in thofe epile&ic dif- 
eafes, when immediately affecting in breathing the 
tender part, or the one where does refide the caufe 
of the difeafes* indicating the injury it caufes to 
it, by inftantly giving a paroxyfm or fit of the dif- 
order, and which muft induce to compare the efflu- 
vium proceeding from the reunion of human mor- 
tal beings, by -the fenfation it operates in the head of 
the afFefclcd, to the one of electricity, or to a fparlc 
©f fire reaching fome pyrotechnical fubflance or 
gunpowder, and. fuddenly confuming the mafs. — 
1 hen to inform more completely of the dangerous 
eoiifequences to which are expofed thofe who 
breathe the impure air evaporated from the human 
fpecies ; thus if the complication of this fubject 
does not for the prefent permit 4o make long dif- 
<juiiition upon it, provifionally one muft give a gene- 
ral warning to thofe who are afflicted of difeafes of 
the head and epilepfy, of the danger to which they 
expofe themfelves, if not avoiding the breathing 
confined air, and the one of refort of many indi- 
viduals in general, and in order to inform of the 
pernicious effeft that the breathing the air of difc 
cii'ed mortals dqes produce in general, and upon 
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everybody; to prove it, being this inftant an ob- 
vious evidence of the truth, after having been fo 
confiderably injured by the having been conitantly 
expofed to the air of cancerous disorders, now ex- 
tremely affected by them ; but as related already, 
by the efficacy of remedies made u(e of until the 
prefent time, having fucceeded to difpel the bane- 
ful difeafes, which for long while have made and 
ftill continue to fprout out on many par$s of the 
body. But with refpeft: to the laft affection and moft 
dangerous o?e, as related before, having felt in the 
internal part of the head, and in its cavities, indica- 
tive fyinptoms and certain ones, that the direful 
diforder was working in thofe impenetrable parts, 
and notwithftanding the extreme difficulty to make 
ufe of effectual means to fucceed to check the in- 
creafing difeafe feated in the invifible regions of 
the head, having at lait fucceeded in fome meafure. 
But to continue to inform of the effect, and alfo of 
the concomitant confequences of breathing conta- 
gion, fo generally inPcructed, once more one is oblig- 
ed to cite one's felf for fpecious proofs of the truth, 
and repeat, that by the having made ufe of the nee- 
effary expedients, for the purpofe of diverting the 
cancerous infection that was breathed and breeding 
in the membranes of the head, their accumulation 
was fuch, and the effeft of the means employed fa 
powerful, that the removing of the recefs, as men* 
tioned already, has paralyzed one half of the head 5 
and that the ftroke was fo formidable as to affect 
the intellectual faculties, by a continual fcotomy or 
fwimming and roaring in the head, and befide that 
had contrafted all the mufcles of the fide arMed, 
and caufed a complete impotency of motion, crifp- 
ed in a manner the tunicle of the eye, or the fkin 
that covers the one affeBed; alfo floped the func- 
tion of the optiqye nerve, fwelled the fame eye s 
and kept it open without motion, and made it *x-i>- 
itersmt, Thirs completely fbe U/oke having nulfi*- 
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£ed the nervous fyftem of that part of the face, it 
had alio with it impeded the organ of fpeaking, and 
the fenfe of hearing, of fight, and operated an enor- 
mous disfiguration, by the having twifted the muf- 
cles and the mouth, numbed the fleih, ftretched the 
.{kin, and for inflexibility was comparable to a piece 
of dried leather ; andlikewife to have demonftrate4 
that one had made no miftake in believing that a 
.cancerous affection was the caufe of it, and feated in 
the internal part of the head, by the means employ- 
ed to difpel the diforder, palpable fpecimen of ij 
was brought externally by the nofe and ear, of & 
convincing nature. But if the narration of the ope- 
ration produced by the may be temporary means 
employed to prevent the finifler confequenc' s of 
the woful difeafes, is not in the intention of oc- 
cupying any one of perfonal concern, this moment 
the narration muft be deemed indifpen fable, to in- 
timate with the danger of the influence of breathing 
a contaminated air, and muft ferve alfo to give the 
certitude, that if not fuddenly affected by the' con- 
sequence, the head and its cavities indicate to be a 
receptacle, into which remain an immenfe accumu- 
lation of noxious humours, received by the intcr- 
courfe with human difeafed bodies j and in the fup- 
port of the affertion, as effeft of the repletion, one 
rnultbe enabled to account or attribute the caufe of 
human face decrepitude, fooner evinced in that part 
than in any other, eyes djforders and blindnefs, deaf- 
nefs,.crazinefs, &c. due to the connexion and gene- 
ral ramification emitting in this chief part of human 
body, by which the pores, capilaris or fmall veins, 
become filled up with morbific fubftance, the blood 
draining in thofe parts afterwards, living humours 
producingfhrivels orhideous wrinkles, increafing iuc- 
ceffively with the years, & on the human face difpUying 
adifmal caducity. The experiment inftru&ing of the 
fact, the relating of it this moment alfo is in the inten- 
tionto havecoofirmed and acknowledged the dilatory 
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help that muft expert thofe who expofe themfelves 
to receive difeafes by imprudence, pr by expofmg 
therafelves to the contagious influence of the air oF 
difeafed beings. This declaration likewife is to 
inform of the truth of the expedient of nature's 
(low efficacy, when having to relate, that after almoffc 
three months of the paralytic ftroke of the face, 
one is obliged to declare not to be yet entirely erad- 
icated of the/ affection, when having begun this writ- 
ing with the origin of it, and continued it, although 
faeing fo much affected in fenfe and faculties, and 
which work by all appearance {hall be terminated 
before the complete cure (hall be effefted, fpeaking 
only of the external one ; which /ball not be much 
more than three months, ufual time that has been 
employed before to finifh other writings as well as 
this, and having done this in fuch critical fituation, 
muft prevent to be furprifed at hsdefe&s, and muft 
ferve to inform of the chance that one has to give 
correct compofition, befide majiy other difficulties 
to contend w.ith, not of a lefs hindering tendency. 
But by the baleful perfonal experience acquired con- 
cerning the effect produced by the having breathed 
the impure air, and. contagious one, of difeafed hu- 
man beings, the relating alio of the pernicious re- 
sult muft ferve to inftruft thofe who conceit 
their being in a profpicious ftate of health, real or 
erroneous with refpeel to the injury that they caijt 
receive from the fickly ones, that they muft compare? 
themfelves to an empty veflel, ready to be filled up 
with any fubftance; or to give a more explicit ide£ 
pf their fituation, they muft compare their bodies 
.bafed on perfonal confummated experience, to a rich 
,piece of ground, put in a good order, and in which 
feeds of any forts can get roots, thrive better and 
quicker than if they were fowed on unfuitable and 
barren land. And confequently^ they who receive 
the information, muft not be furprifed if the gener^ 
ality of mankind, alfo unaware of the truth of their 
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moioiftc fttuation by it, and their being repletcd 
■with feeds of various maladies, evince not to be fo 
liable fometimes of being fuddenly affected by the 
difeafes of others. But to confirm the faft, likewife 
giving the refult of experience of one's frame and 
the obfervation alfo made on others, one is obliged 
to tell that all forts of difeafes that until now have 
been received by attending the difeafed afflicted 
of them, they generally have made more rapid progrefs 
in twenty-four hours, than they fhould have done 
upon any other unhealthy individual in one month, 
and may be one year; and that if effectual means 
had not been made ufe of to check them, one foon 
fhould have been deftroyed by their malignancy. 
Then the little impreflion that fometimes contagious 
difeafes make upon fome individuals, muft ferve to 
demonftrate the accuracy of the comparifon that can 
be made of human difordered bodies, and ground 
infefted of growing weeds, fmothering each other, 
and leaving no chance to any other to take roots 
and make a tranfcendant appearance. But before 
quitting the chapter of the damage received by the 
breathing unfalubrious air, and the baving the cavi- 
ties of the head, and paffages of the refpiration, 
obftrufted by an accumulated morbid vapour, for 
the unavoidable confequence, giving on that alfo 
the refult of ftudy, one is authorized to afcribe to 
the accumulation, all the diforders of the eyes, head, 
catarrh, &c But for what concerns the vifual 
Tenfe, or the one of fight, to mention what has been 
^one* and what can be done, to deferve from the 
regular legal methodical fcientifical of the light of 
their art, mortal enemies of human occular fenfe, 
or fkilful beftowers of blindnefs, the name of qiack 
and impoftor. Then by thoufands one might cite 
cafes in which to prevent the affli&ion, the heav- 
enly paternal goodnefs and wifdom had been emi- 
nently manifefted, by fuccefs obtained by the mi- 
racnlona efficacy of the tiniverfal Creator of bert&- 



ficient remedies. Although in this occurrence ons 
might mention fome notable inftances, to have 
evinced the great capacity for expelling the dif- 
eafes of modern occuliUs, if the multitude of blind 
population exifting upon earth, is not fufficient to 
inform of the (kill for blindnefs of the duly grad- 
uated licenfed member of the privileged art; but 
to promote cecity, one muft reveal the infallible ex- 
pedients employed by the expert profeflbrs, and the 
marvellous prowefs performed by their vivifying 
dulcifying vitriol coiyrium, fugar lead, &c. To 
inftruft of their exquifite quality, to fucceed to be- 
ftow on the eyes a permanent obfcurity, one muft 
fay, that many individuals after their ufe, and be- 
tide for fore eyes, having received the blifs of 
bleeding, puking, falivating, &c. for months and 
fome for years, effe&s of the benediction, and for 
peculiar blifs having exchanged their fight dimnefs, 
for one of (tone blindnefs, and unable to difcein 
the mod bulky and oftenfible objects j but at laft, 
tired of the methodical art, and of its regularity, 
and of their fight opacity, not wifhir.g forever to 
fee nature in full obfcurity, the feclaries inconftant 
applied to rufticity, to again have the capacity of 
beholding the firmament in its full clarity. But 
to be brief in the narration of what effect for them 
had been the heavenly difpenfation, one muft tell, 
that in one week's time they have exchanged their 
cecity for a bright perfpicacity, and to be clear, 
as their fight got afterwards, one muft tell, that v. ith 
their naked eyes they could diftinguifh the moft dif- 
tant as well as nigh minute objech. But without 
fpending time in informing of the univerfal Bener- 
factor's wifdom's creation, confpicuous for preferv- 
ing human fight, to have a fpecimen of His pater- 
nal heed; for the purpofe, authorized by experi- 
ence, one muft tell, that for cafes of eyes, if apply- 
ing when firft affected, befide effectual means of 
preferv'ation, out of one million of difeafes, not one 
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fhould prove fatal, or to be of a blind tendency. 
Bat for the difeafes of eyes, as well as for the gene- 
rality of others, as thofe who make application wait 
to the laft moment and until all is wafted, in which 
circumflance one mult be candid in telling the truth, 
and affert, that the Father of nature aflurds to the 
tieedy remedies to repair damages, but none to 
create anew, what has been once deftroyed, which 
is moftly the fituation of thofe who apply for relief 
of blindnefs, and efpecially after the having expe- 
rienced the effect of the beneficient regular art of 
Cutting and burning, &c. One may eafily infer of the 
injury caufed to the fenfe of fight by violent expedi- 
ents and acrimonious humours, alfo where this laft 
longaffailing thefenfe,if reflefting on the complicated 
and fragile contrivance of the tender organ, and its 
complicated and minute fymmetry, and the frailty 
ofc the optic nerve, fo apt to be impaired in its 
motion. Therefore cogitating on this minute econ- 
omy of the vifual fenfe, and the common blind 
difpenfation of the regular phyfical art, principally 
for what concerns the eyes, for the advantage 01 
mankind, the profeffor of it oUght to follow the ad- 
vice of the modern brethren of the bleeding prac- 
tice's fincere antagonift : — li Whereas the faft is, 
«* that in no inconfiderable portion of cafes, tbe 
u belt tking that could be done is to let the patient 
** alone." Surely thofe who are afflifted of fore 
eyes fhould do better to let them alone, rather than 
io apply to regular art, to have them burnt with 
vitriol, or the fight deftroyed with fugar lead, and 
be operated with cutting knives, probe, &c. and 
become (tone blind afterwards. 

But before leaving the circumfcribed information 
of the folicitous attention of the Creator of all 
things, for alleviation of human miferies, although 
For the cafes having already mentioned the Divine 
folicitude of the heavenly Difpenfator for the help 
of females in labour; to inform, the haplefs and 



helplefs femaic fex of the Creator's compaflion* 
one inigln cite multiplied circumftances, in the {up- 
port of the truth, to inform them of the Divine 
benevolence, as if one fhould relate, that due to 
the provident fource of bounty, by the expedient 
of the Divine difpenfary, fome females had been 
delivered without difficulty of dead children, al- 
though for more than a month in them deprived or" 
life > others of enormous falfe conceptions, reduc- 
ed to the lalt ftage of exiftence> and great numbers, 
fubjeft to the molt difficult and perilous labour, 
delivered without any, by the Divine affiflance be- 
flowed on the terreftrial genuine fpecifies ; others, 
to prove the little difficulty that they experienced 
in their labour, quit their beds afterwards to eat 
their fuppers, as ufual, with the reft of the family. 
To thole circumftances one might mention many 
others of a more extraordinary nature, which only 
could prove, not for the diftributer to obtain eu- 
logy, but to give thanks and glory to the wife ce- 
leitial Author of female beneficiency. But inftead 
of having this ill-fated fex generally receive the 
heavenly bleffing in their labour, and return hom- 
age to the folicitous Author of the difpenfation, 
and entreat Him to enlighten mankind with the 
knowledge of His wifdom ; contrary to that, if one 
had to relate* that a fpecies of human beings find 
delight in beholding the diftrefs of females in labour, 
and their fympathizing hearts alfo in hearing the 
groans of torment of the mod afflicted part of 
human fpecies^ in their reproduction ; and' not to 
he deprived of their enjoyment, if one had to men- 
tion, that to prevent thofe unfortunate creatures 
From receiving the benefit that the Heavenly Alle- 
viator can beftow upon them in their travail, by 
His wife creation, to force them to be excruciated 
in their travails, if a leagne was made for the pur- 
pofe, or an effectual confpiracy combined, by legal, 
methodical, notable and fpecial pain, torment and 
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death prodigal difpenfators ; but if fuch enormous 
barbarity as the one of hindering thofe mifeiable 
beings, in hard labour, from receiving the advantage 
that the Creator and pain Affuager can afford to 
their fituation, fhould have taken place, or Hill be 
done, or hereafter fhould be done, and fafcinatcd 
by prejudice and hafoit, if thofe females believing 
not to be able to be delivered without the prefence 
of woman's labour, of laborious falutary angels, 
and fhould want to be attended by them, and if thofe 
compaffionating beings, reciprocally bound, fhouh 
refufe to go where thofe females fhould with, to make 
ufe of the fame vulgar remedies which they had 
feen foirie other diflrefled females afiuaged, and be- 
ing by their ufe refcued from diftrefs and death, 
and without any inconvenience^ milk, fever, &c. 
fpeedily reftored to* ufual health. But to prevent 
fuch hateful novation to take place, if a coalition 
was made, and this humane refolution taken, which 
rather leave females perifh, than to fuffer them to 
make ufe of what the lethiferous art term quack 
remedies. Then the tenour of the agreement, if 
it was real, forcibly fhould give room flo conclude, 
that thofe compaflionating beings are born to tor- 
ment and diftrefs the human race — although with the 
look, fhape and human face — and that upon earth 
thofe beings may be nothing lefs than what they arc 
taken for, and what they may appear to be. Then 
could it be denied, that any one is juftified in making 
fuch conclufion, if feeing fuch profligate convention 
made, and obferved againft the relief of thofe fe- 
male ill-fated beings, fpecially deftined by the 
Creator to preferve human fpecies upon earth, and 
inftead of their being advifed to have recourfe to 
all means that can tend to their amelioration, fero- 
C-ioufly prohibited to them, and atrocioufly conftrain- 
ed, for their difficulties in bringing forth, to have 
recourfe to thofe who have to help their diftrefi, 
mifcarriage, hard labours, and deliver them of their 
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travail, obliged in the occafion to mtfke ufd of the 
regular technical expreflion, or the Grecian one 
givento their barbarous initruments employed to have 
the females delivered in difficult travail, then muft 
be cited, their benign diaphtra, or the horrid tool 
contrived to enlarge the womb, and alfo the racking 
embryothiaites inflrument, or the one ferving to 
break the bones of children in every direction, and 
afterwards the hamulus, or the expeditive one, ferv- 
ing to extract out after killing of the children from 
the womb ; fo that mangled and torn to pieces, and 
by fhattered limbs and lifelefs fragments, hooked 
to the world, to ferve as food to the verminous 
population. Such are the blefied means and al- 
leviating refources that the defpotical phyfical art 
can make ufe of to help females in difficult labour, 
and which by their fovereign protectors are allowed 
to make ufe of fooner than to apply to genuine re- 
fources prohibited to them, by which virtues the 
Divine Healer can demonftrate His folicitous bene- 
ficiency, in difpelling their diftrefs, preferving their 
progeny, and foon reltore them to their former ftate 
of health. But to juftify their mercilefs method 
and expedient of flaying in the womb, and extract- 
ing afterwards, children with hooks to the world, 
as the privileged methodical children flayers avaij 
themfelves of the facred writing, to perfuade cred- 
ulous females that for them to be delivered without 
pain and danger is afting againft the fcriptures, in- 
timating, as they fay, that females fhall bring forth 
with difficulty. Upon fuch ferious matter, if none 
without guilty impiety can trifle with the awful 
word; therefore, without deviating from the re- 
fpe& due to them, may be faid, but bound as man- 
kind obvioufly deraonitrate to be upon earth, to infu- 
perably live ignorant, fuffer and die, how can any one 
pretend to clearly underfiand the true meaning of 
-the expreffion of the facred book, when within it- 
j'ejf is mentioned to be a fealed one* and asludi at- 
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fo acknowledged by the rood pious and revered, of 
the myfterious expreffions contained in it fl There* 
fore if not competent to interpret the real meaning 
of the words of God, one is obliged this moment 
to profane them, to have evinced the wanton prodi- 
tution that ismadeof themby artful contrivers, to lerve 
the rapacious 8c barbarous intereft of crafty fchemes* 
and it mull be done for the purpofe, without fpend- 
ing long time in difquifition, to open the eyes of 
females, fafcinated by infidious proftitutors them- 
felves of the Holy Writ, pretending that female* 
fhould a£t contrary to the Creator's intention, if ap- 
plying in their diftreffed labour wherever they may 
jiave the hope to obtain relief, and by that fave their 
lives and the one of their offspring. To prove 
the notorious inconliltency and blafphemy of this 
interpretation of the divine writing, one mutt aflt 
to the deceived females, if by the do&rine that they 
are followers of, they are recommended to deltroy 
them felves and progeny. Then anfwering in the 
negative, and obliged to urge that they canDot do 
it without committing enormous crime, and trans- 
greflion of their own Maker's command, and His 
fcicrcd writings, hence how could He be offended 
and females commit trefpaffes, by the applying where 
they have the certitude to be alleviated of their 
diftrefled labour, and by that fave their own live* 
and the one of their progeny; and more fo, when 
the fentiment of felf-prefervation is the dictate of 
nature, implanted in all living creatures, and the 
one of preferv ing progeny the innated eagernefs 
evinced forcibly even by the moft ferocious animal 
of the earthly creation ? Then without demonftrat- 
ing to have lefs feeling for their offsprings than the 
moft irrational and fanguinary animals, how could 
females explode or not feek for the help that can 
fave them felves and their own generation ? To this 
may be added, that if the implicit fupreme will was 
j# have females in- -labour fuffer and perifh them- 



fdves and offspring,' bow mould efficacious means 
have been found out by the one who has in all m- 
ftances proved by their beneficient efficacy, that the 
Creator of the human race has not created the female 
fex for the exprefs purpofe to be in their reproduc- 
tion the moit miferable and diftreffed creatures of 
the earth? But without extending the oifquifitiorj 
that could ferve to obvioufly detect of the artifice, 
and inform of the jnfincenty of thofe who. avail 
themfelves of the contents of the facred pages to> 
perfuade weak minds that there is infraction in fe- 
males in applying for help in their labour; to have 
the ftratagem more glaring, being in that Situa- 
tion, then the fame females may likewife avail them- 
felves of their guardian angels' affertion, by telling 
them according to your belief females in travail 
cannot feek for the relief of their pangs, without dev- 
iating from the will of God, manifelted in the ven- 
erable pages ,- then religious and capacious expound- 
ers ©f the Divine will, availing yourfelves of fuch 
fupreme authority, one muft trutt you muft acknow- 
ledge that thofe who give relief to thofe females' 
diftrefs in labour, muft be deemed as much guilty, 
if not more, than muft be confidered thofe fullering 
creatures committing the t ran fg re (lion. Then if 
obliged to anfwer in the affirmative, have not fe- 
males good chance afterwards in their turn to ques- 
tion their officious and pious true believers in the 
holy fcripures, and the competent interpreter of Di- 
vine intention concerning themfelves, the one they 
have, and the motive of their coming to them in 
urging that they come to give them affiftance ? For 
if they cannot, according to the pretended faith of 
the methodical phyfical divine cafuifts, be effectually 
alleviated in their diftreffed labour, without thofe 
who give it to them themfelves committing tranf- 
greffion, and the beftowers without confequently 
to bet-more guilty than they are confeious of the truth ? 
and coming in the intention to give affiftance to fe-

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males in travail, they may fay, how can you expofe 
yourfelf to become a difobedient and infractor of the 
■will of God ? When according to His will, as you 
aflert, females without help are condemned to bring 
forth in pain and agony their progeny to the world. 
Enabled to make fuch queflion to their officious 
and fcrupulous corporeal divine, the fame diftreflcd 
females, alfo, to be completely inttrucled by the com- 
petent expounders, and have more explanation of 
the facred pages, they may interrogate them concern- 
ing the fpecies of female that can commit transgref- 
fion in applying for relief in labour, and thofe that 
mu(l experience pains and torment in their repro- 
duBion ; by the confident reafon they may fay that 
it is an undeniable truth, that all barbarian females 
are delivered without any material pain, and dangers 
to prove the truth, they may tell to their religious 
defenders, and advocates of women diftrefling la- 
bour, and that thofe uncivilized mortals, females 
■without any difficulty and inconveniences, in general 
after their having without regular attender brought 
forth, go to the firft fpring or rivulet, and walh 
themfelves, without any accident, or to be expofed 
to any injurious confequences. If this truth is too 
much known to be contravened, that females Tar- 
tarian in every part of the world bring forth in 
the fame manner, the civilized ones may afk to the 
pious partisans of their excruciation, and fcrupu- 
lous opponents of their alleviation, initiated as they 
are in the myfterious meanings of the paffage of the 
facred book, if thofe females commit tranfgreflion 
in being delivered without pain and danger? Fe- 
males in labour may infifl on their religious hin- 
derers and objectors of their relief, to give folu- 
tion of the matter, and may add alfo the queftion 
to their Godly obfervers of the holy fcriptures, 
convinced as they are that there is no help for fe- 
males in travail, why do they go to them, pledging 
them'fel'ves thai they have the power ta .do i? 9 -and 
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for the purpole giving them to affuage their pains, 
in general their pretended efficacious ipecific, which 
in fad is nothing but the lulling catholicon, or 
the laudanum ellence of ftupefaaion, and for fuch 
eminent lervice make enormous charge to the dil- 
trelTed in labour, to thofe charitable and faithful 
obfervers of the Divine writ ? Befide they may tell 
relyingon the interpretation that you give to the word 
of God, that females muft have painful and peril- 
ous labour j confequently all means that they can 
make ufe of, mult be for them more detrimental than 
beneficial: then in this axiom not contesting the 
fad you muft acknowledge yourfelves, and with you 
all the brethren belonging to your methodical 
phyfical confraternity, to be the fpecial inftruments 
in the hands of God, deftined to diftrefs, aggravate 
and torture females in labour : and thefe females, 
from your affertion that they aB againtt the fcnptures 
in having the belief that they can alter the Supreme 
doom and be alleviated, are authorized to look upon 
thofe who confirm the truth by the torment that 
they effeaually beftow upon them, to be nothing elie 
but incarnated malevolent genies, m human ihape 
intended upon earth to punifh mankind, and con- 
fequently females in labour : this is the conclufion 
and reply that the generality of female fex can make 
and give to their methodical officious attendees, 
when pietendmg that their pangs and agony are the 
fulfilment of the facred authority, and when hinder- 
ing them to apply where they have the cerutude 
to g be effeaually allevrated. Thence by females in 
labour the hinderers of them to be alleviated, and 
the compilers to have them delivered by martyrdom, 
and expofed to lofe their lives and the one of their 
. proaeny, mud be confidered by females in travail 
L deftined inftrument tormentor, or flagrant de- 
ceivers and barefaced impoftor, and may be both 
by the confident reafon that they go to female, m 
labour, in averting that they come to give them help, 
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the fcriptures, and that contrary to that, the mutilat- 
ing excruciating the mother and offspring, is the 
blifs they generally bellow, and that for thofe fen. 
vices, they are defpotically bereft of their properties 
for aggravating and alfo lethiferous fervice; hence 
fuch is the candid anfwer and conclufion that females 
in travail can make and give to the fincere religious 
advocate of their pangs, when to prevent them 
from being refcued of them, hypocritically they 
are availing themfelves of the holy words. 

This digreflion was this moment heceffary, For the 
purpofe of having elucidated in a clear manner, 
with regard to females in labour, the pious finceri- 
ty of belief in the facred pages of thofe whofe 
righteoufnefs and humanity pretend that the females 
in labour are rebellious againft the Divine predic- 
tion in feeking for prefervation of themfelves and 
progeny. Then the appraifers of modern virtues 
may determine which fide the guilt, trefpaffes and 
iniquity can be found, and thofe who deferve the 
names of quack and impotlor. Alfo the informa- 
tion of the Divine efficacy of the indigeneous 
heavenly Healer's remedies was indifpenfable to be 
given to thofe who receive them, to enable them to 
decide, ifafter their having been tortured and ema- 
ciated in purfe and body, by the beftowers of fic- 
titious expedients, on the being prevented from 
receiving the mortiferous difpenfation of a privi- 
leged art, they may determine if the condition 
made to their reftoration to life and health of doing 
good to others, muft be deemed by them to be of an 
unreafonable fpecies, and to conclude on the matter 
referring to the decifion of the judicious, likewife 
one muft fubmit to it the following queftion, name- 
ly, if the having continued a purfuit until now, in 
Which one has received but contagion, calumny and 
fligmas, and exhaufted in it life and property in 
ioing good, and in the view alfo of acquiring ex-

^erience concerning the caufe of human maladies, 
and their proper remedies, and this moment having 
fucceeded in the attempt, and by laborious work^ 
fedulous obfervation, having acquired an unprece- 
dented knowledge concerning the caufe of human 
difeafes, their various affeftion, propagation, and the 
one of their aggravation ; then they who are taken for 
fpecial umpire now muft judge if this immenfe know-, 
ledge mult be totally buried with the individual, when 
at the expenfe of his life and eftate he has acquired 
it ? Inferring of their negative anfwer, thus by 
the permanent and extenfive practice having acquir- 
ed the conviftion of the deitru&ive eft'ecl of the 
barbarous regular art bleeding, they muft decide 
if muft be kept unknown the not having been able 
to help fo much in a month thofe who hud expe- 
rienced this prevalent expedient of the methodi- 
cal phyfic fcheme, than others in one day. Then 
without a general advice, muft one leave thofe una- 
ware victims, of the havock caufed to human pop- 
ulation, and the enormous injuries which thofe who 
fubmit to it experience in leaving then ft Ives to be 
deprived of their vital liquor? Al'fo initrufcted fo 
feveiely by bodily inftruftions, concerning the 
danger refulting from the breathing a foetid, morbif- 
ic or contaminated air, and the one of a refort 
of people, without giving warning of the confequence, 
muft one keep to one's felf the experience acquired 
of the perniciouseffeclthatis unavoidabletomeet with 
the difeafed beings intercourfe ? Likewife by innu- 
merable inftances of themoft convincing nature, muft 
be kept fecret a multitude of victims and young infants 
having had chance to infpeel the manifold iniferies im- 
planted into them, with the modifh or hellifh vacci- 
nating procefs, which by its difaftrous confequences 
may be compared to a Pandora's box, or to a mod- 
ern Moloch divinity, and worfe indeed by its re- 
fult, for by the bloody tophet facrifices, childien 
loft, their lives, and by. the vaccinating ones thcty 
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are left upon earth to live in torment and infir- 
mities, and be a burden to the world, and to 
themfelves and in a lingering ftate they feem to 
remain alive only for the purpofe of propagating 
the multiplied infections that have been introduced 
in their deformed bodies, and to convince of the 
folidity of the affertion of the nofological virus 
blifs, or the vaccinating difeafes creating virtues, 
one rauft relate the predominant ones that the fed- 
ulous furvey of them has found to be beftowed on 
the young inhabitants by this patent invention, muft 
be faid, the generally viciating the blood, and af- 
terwards giving famples of the erTeft, by prevalent 
cutaneous difeafes, fuch as cankerous, fcrophulous, 
fcabious, leprous infection, others have been found 
confummated by heclic or flow fever. Thefe are the 
moll general gifts of the vaccine difpenfation that 
have been found profufely diffufed on the innocent 
victims of the invented fafhionable fcourge. Then 
by the praflice and examination having acquired 
the full convi&ion of the enormous damage caufed 
to the human fpecies by the vaccinating fcheme, then 
without information of the caufe of their difeafed 
children to the parents, mud one continue to give 
them remedies and leave them to be blindly infect- 
ed by iill forts of difeafes, and leave them ignorant 
that as proof of the celcftial bounty for thofe cafes, 
known by the name of fmall pox, &c. none can be 
io eafily, erfe&ually and fpeedily eradicated out of 
human fyltem, and that one day proves being fuf- 
flcient to expel the contagion, without leaving any 
trace whatever of its having vifited the frame of 
the infefted. Then to give fuch effential warning 
to thofe of mankind anxious to preferve their prog- 
eny, and alfo not have them be replenifhed of dif- 
eafes, introduced into their bodies, and by them 
linger and perifh afterwards, the judicious muft de- 
termine to give beneficient inftruclion to thofe who 
make application for the cure of manifold difeafes } 
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if the giving them advice of the caufe that has 
created them, and of what they muft avoid in fu- 
ture to preferve themfelves from the fame maladies, 
muft not be deemed of an abfolute neceflity, and 
acknowledging the urgency of intimating mankind 
at large with the caufe of their miferies, the per- 
nicioufnefs for them of making ufe of the remedies 
generally employed by a privileged craft; and how 
could thofe detections and other information be 
given without many printed writings, and when 
printed, how could they circulate and be ufeful and be 
perufed by any, when experience has informed that 
the indifference for life in latter time is fuch with 
mankind, and the blind fubferviency for an excru- 
ciating and deathful art, and when its formidable in- 
fluence, has reached fuch degree of power, and fo 
far extended its defpotical dominion, that nothing to 
fubvert it can fucceed but miracles, performed by 
the univerfal heavenly Mailer, and who alfo can 
fucceed to open the eyes of the living race of hu- 
man fpecies, when fo inveterately befotted and 
fafcinated by their rulers, and when fo unwilling to 
know the degree of fubje&ion they generally live 
all in, and the matyrdom they commonly experience 
from their phyfical defpots, and likewife without a 
fupernatural help now identified with their manifold 
infirmities, denoting to be fatisfied with them, ex- 
ploding any means of amelioration ; how can any 
one fucceed to perfuade mankind that their diftrefs 
is not natural to them, and thai to have them alle- 
viated, the wife Creator of the race has not intend- 
ed to have them recourfe to exotic productions, Sc to 
fictitious ones, & give them the preference over the nat- 
ural ones ? And that for the purpofe He has replenish- 
ed the earth with fpecific; how then could any one dare 
to tell the truth of the detrimental tendency of thofe for- 
eign articles, and fucceed to be heard in the age of uni- 
verfal traffic and fpeculation, and when the fame 
articles offex chance to make great gains upon them? 
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Then the making ufe of vernacular ones, injurious 
to the general commerce, muft increafe the number 
of enemies and opponents of the circulating work, 
when detecting the pemicioufnefs of the dear ob- 
jects of gain, and to thofe numerous adverfariesjthe 
informers of the obftacle to fucceed in the attempt, 
add the reluctance of pride to become agent of the 
circulation, which is a fhame for her fervent 
ie&aries. On that fcore, it cannot be denied, that 
pride and good actions are always of an incompati- 
ble nature, which muft ferve to diminifh the fur- 
prife, if the pride zealots are averfe to promote 
the vulgar circulation, and to inftrucl of the mo- 
tives of their admittance to the new benefa£lion. 
But for what concerns the worfhip of pride, ferious- 
]y cogitating on the prefent ftate of wretchednefs 
of mankind, and efpecially of thofe who pretend 
to be fupenor to any other fpecies in faith and re- 
ligious principles, and urge their being the ftricl 
obfervers of a religion which one of the peculiar 
chara&eriliics is humility, charity and equity, ab- 
folute reverfe in practice if not in aflertion, of the 
doctrines; and for what concerns pride, the ob- 
fervers cannot help teftifying their furprife, that a 
rnonfter like the one of pride has univerfal altarg 
among the followers of the moft humble do&rine, 
and has eftabliihed her defpotical power with be- 
lievers in holy writ, which confequence muft au- 
thorize to conclude, that in the age of fince- 
rity, the reverfe of the declaration muft be 
believed, without being expofed to make miftake 
of the truth. But for what concerns the pride 
fe&arics, one is juftified in doing for them what 
can tend to humble them, when the trefpaffes 
of the proud are fo notorioufly odious to the 
fovereign Legiflator and univerfal Difpenfator 
of injunction, fo plainly manifefted in the following 
explicit words. — Job, chap. xi. 

11 Cafl abroad the rage of thy wrath, and behold 
" every one that is proud, and abafe him. 
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l * Look on every one that is proud, and bring him 
f 6 low, and tread down the wicked in their place." 

This is not ambiguous, and is the genuine lan- 
guage and fentiments concerning the proud, of the 
Molt High ; and what more plaufible information 
can have mankind of the abhorrence of their own 
Maker for pride, and in the age of it, when the 
worfhip is the exclufive one, what better proofs can 
give mankind of their notorious tranfgreflion and 
difbelief in the accuracy of the holy words, irre- 
fragably demonftrating their utter deftitution of 
faith in them, and obvioufly evincing their general 
propenfity for pride ? To prove the fa£r, it is an un- 
deniable truth, difplayed to the eyes of the fpecta- 
tor, that the inhabitants of this planet, and efpecially 
the pretended followers of the gofpel, but end of 
all purfuit is to acquire immenfe riches, by the af- 
fiftance of which they wifti to be enabled to make a 
fumptuous appearance in the world, and by that 
outfhine their neighbours, endeavour to be fupe- 
rior to them in all refpe&s, and afterwards defpife 
their mean exhibition, and likewife the one of the 
humble and the needy, low people, and fcofF at their 
poverty. This propenfity being the common one 
of the righteous fpecies, what better proof can be 
given that the modern time is the one of pride wor- 
fhippers, and not the one of faith in Divine facred 
words of God, fo plainly inftrufting mankind of the 
deteftation of the Author of injunction for pride? Not- 
withstanding their erophatical faith in the writing of 
the Moft High, by their actions the obferver of them 
is obliged to confefs, that at no period of time 
jefs was demonftrated, more urged and lefs practif- 
ed, which may induce the appraifers of the prevalent 
fincerityi to call this age the one of duplicity, in 
which every one's moft ferious employment is to 
conceal the truth, and in that by various ways, and 
to be enabled to fucceed to hide the reality from 
l^.eing known, for what concerns the deformity of 

R 
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heart and mind, by the tongue's fair words and ex* 
predion, are profufely and artfully uttered ; and 
for what concern! alfo the deformities of body, to 
dazzle the fight and hide imperfections, glittering 
finery and ornaments are the common inltruments 
made ufe of to cloak of human bodies the hetero- 
genus fhape, in which the one of the moft deform- 
ed by nature pride finds the moft fervent zealots j 
but in that not fufceptible of being affefted by the 
contagion of human minds, and with regard to 
pride, one rnuft confefs if not being one of her fol- 
lowers, to be the one of Job's injunction, and be a 
violent aritagonift of her powerful fe&aries, and by 
that ftrictfy follow the fupreme command, and to 
have in their fulfilment a particular fatisfattion in 
humbling pride, when opportunity is offered, and 
to have pleafure alfo in mortifying haughtinefs, when 
the occafion occurs ; but to terminate the reflection 
that thefe two modifh monfters can fuggeft, the be- 
holder of their prevalency mud be at a lols to ex- 
plain the eaufe of thofe propenfities, in modern hu- 
man fpecies, and what can induce them to be 
proud of tuemfelves, one may queftion them, if it 
is while alive the being affected of manifold infirm- 
ities, and to be the receptacle of verminous popu- 
lation, be devoured by them before, and after death 
and confurhraation not to become the lofty bulk of 
a nut (hell of duft ; if the being the moft ignorant, 
imiferable, deformed and ferocious creature of the 
earth, can give the race claim to pride, one cannot 
deny, that the prefent living human fpecies have 
title to be proud of themfelves. J3ut to return to 
Our fubjeft, concerning the objection that may be 
made in regard to the circulation of the truth, by 
the medium of the applyers, may be alleged pover- 
ty, which muft be prevented from making applica- 
tion. On that fcore, alfo, giving the refult of ftudy 
and long practice, one muft declare, that in gene- 
ral what is termed poverty, like the opulent caft, 
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having their (hare of pride, to explode vulgalr 
means, and befides reduced to the moft degrading 
labour and drudgery occupation, to get a trifling 
pecuniary compenfation, by the difficulty they have 
to obtain the metallic fubftance, or its images, filthy 
digefted rags, and by their trouble judging ofits value 
and of the good they may receive from it ; therefore, 
like the generality of mankind, relucling what is of 
an eafy getting, to apply to what is of a difficult 
one, and believing that what cofts nothing muft be 
.good for nothing, then the unwealthy clafs, and with 
them the needy ones, fafcinated by the prevailing 
maxim and general cuftom, for the relief of their 
diftrefs, fcruple not to apply, like the richeft fpe- 
ciea, to the moft noted and deareft excruciators of 
the mortiferous art, and fcorn the one of nature 
and of an humble tendency. But as nothing can 
be found by mankind without inconveniences, to 
this one may be anfwered, if forever the individual 
can exift in laviffiing his life and propertie* to give 
relief to the generality of the diftrefled, without 
any fupport in the purfuit, and contrary to that, hav- 
ing the major part of the human fpecies for impla- 
cable enemies, and even among thofe who have 
received the moft important fervices, and be fide 
when living in the age of metallic rapacity, in 
which nothing is laered, to obtain the vile fub- 
ftance, forne more vile, rapacious individuals may 
have not hefitated to have defrauded their difinte- 
refted alleviator of the refources which had fencd 
to their alleviation and the one of others. But un- 
willing to believe in iniquities, when fo generally 
and artfully mafked by pious words and doQrine, 
none would fuppofe that fuch in (lances could be 
found • then to perfuade the incredulous admirers 
of modern age juftice and perfeBion, and to con- 
vince of its perverfity, one muft wait until a cir- 
cumftance occur of an individual who mould re- 
ward his beneMor and preferver of life, affuagef 
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and rcfcuer of poverty, and one rnuft wait until that 
time, and when one fhall be enabled to mention, that 
to pay all this fervice, the fame individual mould 
not hefuate to bereave his benefactor of his honour 
and his properties, and the one of the diftrefled, 
and to forge in his head claims for the purpofc of 
fucceeding in his fraudulent fchemes, and to make 
believe in his veracity, and in the falfchood of his 
charitable benefactor, fcruple not to fwcar before 
God and man, and alio on His facred words, of 
the equity of his pretention, and by the purjuring 
oath, and with a venomous tongue, try to effectu- 
ate an incurable wourid into the honour of his 
beftower of multiplied benefaction, and without 
fhame and remorfe to Confummate his profligacy, 
pour a poifonous and bitter gall into the fame wound 
that his atrocious mouth, agent of a profligate heart, 
has created in his name. Then if fuch inftance one 
day fhould take place, or mould be related as hav- 
ing taken place, then may be the believers in mod- 
ern virtues and probity, changing their opinion, 
fhould conclude of the age frightful pererfility, and 
tnore fo if one was enabled to add, that to com- 
plete the monftrous debafenefs, the fame diabolical 
individual was prote&ed and zealoufly fupported 
and defended by friends of good action, vomited, 
one fhould infer, for this occafion, out of the bellifh 
region, and that at their head a Tyror, not novice 
in cafe of deception, by the diffending of them, 
to acquire great gain and extenfive reputation, or a 
nefcious, audacious, bare-faced ignorant, wanting to 
- become fignificant,& to furpafs with his afpic tongiie 
all the expert veterans, and be taken for an intrepid 
Achilles, in exprobating virtues, and defending 
monftrous iniquities, and with the arm of calumny 
for crime to obtain indemnities for the purpofe, 
before having reached the age virile, having quitted 
his tattered frock juvenile ; and to inform the amazed 
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Vexed at his audacity, that for it and his precotious 
dexterity in the defaming fkill, he was the favourite 
darling and the predile&ed pupil of the devil! 
And inured by him to defend trefpaiTes and all forts 
of iniquitous aBions, and for them fucceed to obtain 
compenfation was upon earth the faithful agent in 
his legal profeffion of his wife profeflbr, or hellifh 
centaur Chiron, and of him by his exploits denote 
to be the fymbollical reprefentation to protect, defend 
in his incarnation a depredacious m on Iter, difgorged 
out of the Tartarus or Phlegethon, to difgrace hu- 
man race by vile and infamous actions ! 1 

But to fucceed for them to obtain reward and 
equitable compenfation endowed of an alpic tongue, 
to operate defamation, to be helped in the attempt 
by fuitable authority, at the head of the champion 
confanguinity, advifed by the fntanical fcholar to 
evince integrity by granting food for the frefli water 
fhark voracity, and quench his thirft infallibility! 
Therefore to fucceed muft bcfnatched the balfamic cup 
out of the hands of charity; but notwithstanding that in 
this occafion one cannot vouch one's felf of being 
infallible in matter of prediction for what concerns 
this incredible condemnation, as may appear its impro- 
bable ratification, one muft confefs to hav-e the pre- 
fentiment that what is cited as a fiction, one day fhall 
be mentioned as truth confirmation, and that by in- 
trigue and for human relief, a general deieftation 
an hellifh {tripling tender feeling for one of his 
kin or nigh relation's welfare, and his own benefac- 
tion, making ufe of all means and exertions to make 
pay tribute to his virtues, and alfo laudable action^ 
the alleviating difpenfary, or charitable diitribution,, 
may be one day by a grateful population con- 
ftrained and left in the option to expofe iniquitous 
trefpaffrs to bellow compenfation; or for a more 
commodious and fuitable habitation, to give relief 
to diftrefs, inhabit a convenient dungeon 3 but before 
the event takes place, whether it has been already 
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nigh to be a real truth, or fhall become a real one, 
is what time may ferve to inform ; but being on the 
chapter of the charitable refidence, on that fcore, to 
inform of the fupport and affiftance given in the 
age of life anxiety to the purfuit of relieving hu- 
man infirmity, and to convince of it, notwithstand- 
ing to pay high price to have difpenfed benevolent 
fervice, and for that have a fuitable and conven- 
ient edifice for public accommodation, generally 
obliged to lay out expenfes and make new addition, 
but every where expulfed, after having been tor- 
mented^ in fulled, in them, as the re fort of afflittion 

rnuft have open field for vaft habitation — and that 

• diftrefs to covered ones is a proftitution — therefore 
moving, rambling, fpending without any aid and pro- 
tection — fuch is, has been and in all probability 
muft be the true fuuation — of the alleviating chari- 
table difpenfation. — But what is faid this moment 
is to have the confidant of the truth determine 
what muft be its future end, if fo notorioufly defti- 
tuted of fupport upon earth, when (till empowered 
of doing the good that in vain any one mould try 
to receive any where elfe, and when ignorance and 
z mortiferous art live in fplendour at the expenfe 
of credulous victims, generoufiy paying their excru- 
ciation and death. Contrary to them, giving relief 
lo their incurable viBim, and in the praaice fpend- 
me health and properties, and receiving feoff, in- 
fill t, ftiemas and alt forts of contagion, nigh to fall 
the viBim of human difeafes, in the curing of them, 
one muft afk to the judicious, when having no fup- 
- pott in being enabled to do the good to mankind 
that ihey cannot receive any where elfe, perlilting 
in the purfuit, what mould be the future ntuatton 
of the one deprived of bodily faculties, health and 
alfo of pecuniary refources, expofed to be blind, 
after having cured immenfe numbers oi blmdneis, 
likewife be crippled, afier having made innumera- 
ble limbs ftrait, and impotent and lame walk, dfc- 
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▼Oured by fores, cancers and ulcersi &c. after hav- 
ing prevented multitudes of the affliQed of them 
from perifhing of their difeafes, and this moment, 
after already having been threatened to fall the prey 
of thofe human miferies received in the purfuit; 
but now again nigh reftored, if expofing more to 
new dangers, it muft be for the only purpofe of doing 
good for evil, and as one cannot fucceed without 
giving a general information, convinced that by 
explicit advice one can be more ufeful in prevent- 
ing human difeafes than in curing of them. There- 
fore, before relinquishing a purfuit, in which expe- 
rience has informed, that one cannot refill long 
without perifhing, what time is left muft be fpent 
in trying to the laft to be ufeful, in giving to thofe 
who are defirous to know the caufe of their dif- 
eafes, the refuk of the experience acquired in the 
praftice of curing, and infpe&ing the manifold 
human miferies, and inform of their contagious in,- 
fluence j but thofe who are intimated with the 
refolution may reply, this new meafure taken to 
make fucceed the circulation of the printed writ- 
ings, fhall give opportunity to make belief that it 
has been taken in the intention of making fortune ? 
Not furprifed by the obfervafion, if this new means 
and condition may give chance to interefted inten- 
tion to urge of wifh of making fortune, when it 
was fo pofitively afferted before, and when for num- 
ber of years thofe who applied had not one cent to 
pay in their application. But to demonftrate the 
improbability and ftupidity of the aflertion, as what 
lias been faid may not be fufficient to convince of 
the real truth, in this age of fortune purfuit, the gene- 
ral ftimulus and idol of all worfhip, and when every 
one judges of the inclination of others by their own. 
Not having much time to fpare now, to have more 
evinced the abfurdity of the report, for the laft time 
one may inveftigate the ufual motives of the fortune 
jhakefs', and on that head it is an incontrovertible 
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fact, that the full impulfe that guides the fortune 
zealots is the hope of living in pageantry, pomp, 
and die in fumptuous magnificence, and alio to 
have their bodies covered with glittering orna- 
ments. Another object in view of the fortune pur- 
fuers is to have luxurious table and full of rarity, 
lufcious foods and multiplied difhes. If fuch are 
the general intentions of the fortune makers, and 
the u(e that make of their owns commonly 
thofe who have fucceeded to have acquired great 
riches, then what ufe could make of fortune the 
one who has the greatest abhorrence for worldly 
exhibition, fhow and fplendour, and fhould prefer 
(partial to folitude) the mod dreary wild defart, than 
to live in the molt fplendid, magnificent court, and 
with refpeel to aliment, likewife the utter reverfe of 
ethers, make ufe of nothing but what is of the 
vegetable fpecies, and that without any addition to 
them, and with this make ufe of none but thofe that 
are the frui t t of the work of his own bands, and 
who for dwelling fhould prefer the one of the moil 
humble thatched houfe or hut, to the mod magnifi- 
cent palace. Then one mud afk to the fortune 
makers, if they had the fame inclination jf they 
fhould be fo greedy, and would worry themfelves 
fo much as they do to make gain, and if they fhould 
i'uppofe every one's having the intention of making 
the fame fortune? But contrary to the making 
profit, and to have with of making fortune, having 
fquandered for many years life and properties, in 
giving relief to the di ft re fled. But if for the one 
who has an unconquerable averfion for vanity an<J 
fumptuous exhibition, wealth is but trafli, what 
mud be confidered as precious riches is health, and 
notwithftanding the high value that any one is 
bound to fet upon it, having lavifhed alfo this 
mod precious riches for the human good, and be- 
fore the being totally exhauded of this mod ufc- 
ful property, although the new danger it fhall e^ T 
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pole and the certitude of the lofs again of this in- 
valuable treafure, to the laft wanting to be ufeful 
to human affliction. Thofe who are determined to 
become afliftants to perform an uncommon duty, 
mud reprefent to themfelves what muft be fufFered 
to fucceed by the one who fo much and repeatedly 
has been victim of his devotion and companion for 
the fuffering humanity, when warned by a continual 
experience, he has the full certitude that he cannot 
have intercourfe with difeafed beings and the great- 
eft part of mankind, without expofing himfelf after- 
wards to the moil detrimental confequences. But 
if life in modern age, by. the blifs it does beftow, 
cannot be confidered a precious poffeffion by the 
owner, as may be faid when having to behold but 
the univerfal pifture of human miferies difplayed 
upon earth, and have to experience but the fchemes 
of fraud and iniquities; if fuch are the molt noto- 
rious excitement that can give in modern age love 
of life, if they are not by the wife deemed to be of 
an enticing nature. But what muft be looked upon to 
be more precious, is the not being left upon earth 
without health, in pain and miferies, and expofed to 
become the objeft of fport, laugh and derifion of the 
wicked and proud, and by them to be fcorned and 
mocked at, by the being infe&ed of difeafes, after 
the having cured the one of others. If the profpeft 
is not an enticing one, for the fake of doing good 
Jby telling the truth, and having it circulated, expok 
ing one's felf again to the danger of one day being 
left deftitutedof help and affefted of human mala- 
dies, and flowly periih by their magnitude. But 
not deterred by the profpeft, thofe who are the caufe 
of the facrifice muft judge if the one they make them- 
felves to be alleviated, and their lives preferved 
from being terminated by a dif*ftrous end; and if 
,by the condition of doing good, the fum they fpend 
for it is comparable to the dangers to which expofes 
Jtimfelf the one who has the wilh and power to be- 
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come thefr benefa&or, and has the only defire t*> 
fucceed in being likewife the one of ail the human 
well-wifhers. But to terminate the dilcuflion of 
the enormous fum that thofe who rrave anxiety for 
the relief of their pain and life, muft 1'pend for rhe 
only purpofe of giving information to others by 
the circulation of the truth, an incontestable oneis, 
that in this happy modern age, nothing can be d ne 
for nothing is the common motto, and confequerrtly 
none ought to believe, that the alleviating dilpenfary 
is excepted from the maxim, and is free from expenfe, 
having fupported them always, and It ill willing to 
fupport them. But if thofe who make application 
fhould be obliged to do it, could the fu n that the ap- 
plyers now pay for the books be fulficient, if it was 
only employed to pay the neeefTary expenfes of the 
alleviating purfuit, if having a limited number > of 
airlifted, and to be enabled to do them juftice, and 
Hand the labour, then pity of thofe inveterated caufes 
of as many as could be attended to do them good, 
and that for the fix months of the fummer fe.«fon, 
then could the fum received prove furh< lent, if it 
was employed to defray the bare expenfes, whtnfor 
houfe rent only having very nigh three hundred dol- 
lars to pay» and without mentioning a multitude of 
other expenfes, for fire alfo hundred and fifty dollars, 
•when wood bought at a moderate price, and added 
to that, the expenfe of being obfiged to move every 
year from fome diltant part, furpifling any one's be- 
lief, and when obliged, as always was and is the cafe, 
to have houfes fixed for the neceflary accommoda- 
tion of a number of people, theh could the laid 
amount of the books paid by each afflifted, be fuf- 
ficient to pay all this expenfe, if it was only given 
to pay thofe indifpenfable expenfes f* But contrary 
t to that, it is given after having been laid out by the 
one who has no other objeft in view but to perforaa 
his laft incumbent duty of trying to do good for 
evil 3 by giving neceflary information, and by telling 
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tfje truth. But in modem ^mc, when life is valued 
atriuch -little rate as to make regret fuch enormous 
funi as the one for its prefervation, of ("pending feven 
or eight cents per day, to perform liberal a&ion; 
irtftead of that, if the faid fum was to pay fomc new 
cxpenfes, to cleanfe fome dirty garments or clothes, 
to repair or cleanfe everyday the fragments necef- 
fary to cover and hide human miferies, for the pur- 
pofe, would the fcourers be fatisfied with this great 
fum required to pay the expenles of the printed 
books? But to cleanfe the filial of their bodies, w idl- 
ing nothing from them but to perform generous ac- 
tions, and to induce them, willing to continue to 
alone fupport all the neceffary expenfes, and receive 
for them contagious difeafes, and by them again be 
•xpofed topenfb viftimsof the purfuance. If thefe 
©onfiderations are not fuflkient to perfuade indiffe- 
pence and llimulate felfifhnefs to perform flrictly the 
•ondition of their admittance, and if their hearts do 
Bot ex-cite to cheerfully perform the condition of their 
relief, it is a convincing proof, that they have for 
flirine corrupted bodies and incurable ones, for wh'ch 
arll : the remedies of nature and the heavenly paternal 
beneficiency cannot prevent the unavoidable mortifi- 
cation. But notwithftanding all this facnhce, made 
for the purpofe of receiving the help of the afflicted, 
to be enabled to fulfil the laft obligation of giving 
the refult of experience in the doing of it ; but as 
one cannot expecl to prevent captioufnefs from urg- 
ing in the world, that the meafure is taken in the in- 
tention of making fortune, then in fpite of what can 
be faid and evinced, if one muft be fufpetted of pant- 
ing after riches, may be one (hall not be accufed of 
felfifhnefs, and of wanting to make fortune alone by 
the printed writings, and to prevent this aflertion, for 
the purpofe, this moment one muft make the authen- 
tical declaration to all thofe who alfo are wifhing to 
make fortune by the fame printed works, that the 
chance is offered to all printers, bookfcllers, fpecu* 
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Jator3 or any friends of gain, and of having the truth 
circulated. Then to authorize them to do it, here- 
by is given to them the privilege to print, or have 
printed for their own account, publilh and fell for 
themfelves or lor any one this prefent writing, and 
the two others before publiihed, without being ex- 
pofed to any hindrance, giving them by the prefent 
the full affurance, that inftead of perfecution they 
ftiall receive thanks and approbation, but only defir- 
ing the publishers to be moderate in their gam, and 
by ufeful corrections of the works, which time has 
riot allowed to make, todiminifh their imperfethons. 
By this declaration and authorization, given to 
the generality of thofe who fhould have the hope to 
make profit by the faid writings, ibis public allow- 
ance muft ferve to demohttraie the ufual veacity 
of interefled aflerters, concerning the great gain 
that one may expeft from printed writings, and that 
contumely and detra&ion are as voracious in urging 
that the printed 'writings are calculated to ferve the 
views of covetoufnefs, as the one *hb writes them 
cleferves the name ot impoftor. But before quitting 
the chapter of impofture, as the name of impoftor is 
the one which one muft have for defignation from the 
enemies of the truth and the friends of human mife- 
ries, and the furious opponents of their relief ; de- 
termined to continue to deferve their exprobation by 
trying to be ufeful, to diftrefsand detect their fraud, 
and confequently have no other diftinetion but the 
one of impoftor, it muft induce to have fome more 
explanations with the judicious, concerning the real 
meaning of impoftor, for according to the unblem- 
ifhed denominator's interpretation, muft be an indi- 
vidual, who, guided by blind ambition and perfonal 
intereft, makes falfe revelation, to deceive mankind 
and make believe of his being divinely infpired. If 
juch is the true meaning of the name of impoftor, 
which have deferved all thofe who have made their 
appearance as falfe prophets in this world ; with 
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iefpeEt to ambition, if having the one, if nothinder> 
ed by the general intereft of mankind, and the ob- 
ligation to which every one is bound to be ufeful 
Uponearth, following one's inclination, if the having 
the ambition to be relieved from the world and the 
prefence of human beings, and prefer to live in the 
moft wild and remote forefi, mufi. be deemed ambi- 
tion, and deferves the name of impoftor, one cannot 
deny to deferve it, and for what concerns alio the 
revelation made which can have bellowed the title of 
impoftor, if making the one to mankind, availing 
one's felf of the profeffor's fincere declaration of the 
ignorance of the craft, that they are deceived by it, 
and pay with their lives and properties the death ful 
blunders of thofe whofeprofperity and riches are the 
one of human miferies. If the telling of thofe truths 
deferves the name of impoftor, one cannot deny that 
it cannot be better applied. But without extending 
the detection of the numerous titles that one may 
have to deferve the name of impoftor, as the literal 
fenfe of the name alfo does mean an individual de- 
fervingthedeteftation of the fupreme Being, behold- 
er of human a&ions ; onemuft have the belief, like- 
wife, that the fame individual cannot be found to be 
in pofTefiion of knowledge fuperior to the reft of 
mankind, and efpecially to the one of his equitable 
denominators. If fuch is the natural conclufion that 
are induced to make thofe who want to judge of 
thofe who deferve the furnameof impoftor, that they 
cannot evince to be in pofleflion of knowledge which 
cannot be acquired without the confent and help of 
the Difpenfator of wifdom, and by Him if the in- 
itiation of His myfterious produaion is fuppofed 
to be bellowed on the mod virtuous of the human 
race, how does it happen, the righteous denomina- 
tors Vo obvioufly manifeft their deititution of a fuper- 
natural inltruOion, and that they obvioufly evince 
to have is a mortiferous one? And the one who 
by them is urged to be a flagrant impofition for a 
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number of years confequitively and authentically by 
innumerable inftanccs, not only has relieved human 
diftrefs, but alfo has proved that their maladies could 
be prevented and their lives protracted beyond their 
expectation ; and to do the fame thing when the mod 
antique records have not tranfnitted topollenty that 
eny human being by occulai demonltration has prov- 
ed before the truth of the inftruclion, and to take fur- 
vey of this authentical faft, pra6lice having challenged 
the living race, then the judicious have to decide if 
the knowledge deferve the name of rmpofture, and 
the one in pofleflion of the unprecedented knowledge, 
niuft be an obnoxious objeft to the'univerfal eyes of 
the Difpenfator of wifdom, in an initiator in the occult 
virtues of His lerreftrial creation. But making ufe 1 
of their rational underftanding to furvey the mod 
confpicuous objeel; offered to their eyes, and the one 
that ought to be the mofl intereftingone for mankind. 
It is an undeniable truth that the earthly region is 
replenished with infinite myfterious productions, and 
that of all animals, mankind is the only one void of 
fagacuy to make proper fele&ion, and be benefitted 
by the production of the terreitrial granary. 

Contrary to human deficiency of penetration, the 
ftudious obfervers of the brutes' fagacity, cannot 
behold the po-ver of their inftinft without fhedding 
tears for human difparty, and attribute the wonderful 
fgicity of the dumb beaft to a fupernatural influ- 
ence, and the ignorance of men to their being de- 
prived of their heavenly help and to have deferved 
the Father of the world's difaffe&ion. If to fuch 
caufe producing fuch lamentable effect, mull be af- 
cribed human want of Capacity to enjoy the refources 
of nature, intended for their alleviation, one muft afk 
to the judicious to which one they can attribute the 
knowledge of a being initiated in nature's complicated 
myHcties, and for whom the whole furface of this 
earthly body has no productions whofe intention is 
unknown in refpect to properties to the fame indi- 
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vidual; and if the initiation into fuch impenetrate 
myfteries for any other, indicate that the fame indi- 
vidual has deferved and encountered the peifpica- 
tious infpe£tors of the world's exprobation ; and if 
iuch an extenfive and precious knowledge i6 not 
deemed by them to be the bare efFeft of contingency, 
then thofe who anfwer in the negative are obliged to 
infer that the one who has fuch a favour is not fo ob- 
noxious to the perfpicatious Beftower of wifdom, as 
he is to his raging antagonifts and liberal exprobators 
and denominators of the name of impoftor. Then 
the fame uninfluenced deciders muft queftion the vir- 
tuous denominators, differing in opinion with them, 
and urging that the inftru&ion can be acquired by 
application and ftudy, why themfelves and likewife 
with them none of the phyfical regular confraternity 
bave from the earlieft antiquity to this day, ever man- 
ifefted to have had the Jeaft knowledge of the earthly 
riches for the relief of mankind, concealed in the 
terreftrial kingdom. Then the fame judicious in- 
terrogators may queftion the religious true believers 
concerning the conftant glaring ignorance of nature's 
indigenous refources of thofe who pretend to be the 
fublime teireftrial healers, generally and constantly 
deftituted of fupernatural capacity for their profef- 
fion, to make ufe of natural production, and the re- 
verfe of this, they muft give reafons why the one 
argued of mifcreants is a complete adept in their 
divine qualities, and with them obtaining miraculous 
fuccefs. Hence the pious believers have the alter- 
native to conclude by denying the univerfal ubiquity 
of the heavenly Infpector, or either believe, if they 
profefs to believe, in His partiality for infidels, and 
that they are better appraifers of human actions 
and virtues than He is. But if thofe righteous 
are unwilling openly to make fuch confeffion, and 
if tbey rather conclude that the being intimated in 
the Creator's earthly myfteries, is a knowledge that 
can be acquired by chance; then according to their 



faith, mankind not being under the infpection ol the 
0mniprefeace of their Maker, and for future judge 
mult have nothing to dread of His feverity for their 
trefpaffes, if they keep to themfelves the fecret of the 
one that they have committed. But on fuch ferious 
matter to finally have evinced the true piety and 
faith of the fjneere exprobators in the wifdom of the 
earthly production, for the real believers it is ob- 
vious that the furface of the earth, in its vegetative 
leafon, brings forth various productions, equally 
endowed of different virtues, indicating the implicit 
intention of the Creator to have them employed for 
different purpofes, and permanently Infpeftor of their 
ufe, this uncontrollable Divine will as He pleafe may 
nullify their efficacy of His creation, or increafc 
when He pleafes to do it. Hence if without impie- 
ty rational beings mult believe that every thing under 
heaven is fubordinated to a fupreme obfervation, the 
one who makes felections in the earthly difpenfary, 
if not authorized by the perfpicatious proprietor, 
muff find great difappointment in their ufe, and have 
them destitute of virtues ; and if by their efficacious 
cffe£ts the fame productions manifelt their being en- 
dowed of eminent qualities, it muft be a convincing 
proof that the felector has obtained the affent, and 
has alfo the help of the Beftower of healing virtues, 
and likewife it is not for Him an opprobrious objefl. 
If fuch is the conclusion that can give the fincere 
believers in the ubiquity and juftice of the Sovereign 
judge of human actions, how can the captious ex* 
probators urge that by continual fuccefs the authen- 
tically demonstrating the exquifite beneficiency of 
production of the Creator of the world, the one who 
does it is an obnoxious impoftor ? But the upright 
denominators themfelves, living in a complete Itate 
of ignorance and miferies, and death being the reward 
for their virtues, it ought to perfuade them that the 
one by which they arc replenished with are not of the 
fpecies which fatisfy the human heart undeceivabls 
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fcrutinctr'; but the fcrupulous and zealous con- 
demnor of others' faults, taking a microfcope to per- 
ceive them, and finding in themfelves buc virtues 
and perfection, and in feeing them io much co, cemed 
about the faivation of others, ought to be a proof of 
their charitable intention, when fo much neglecting to 
make proyifion for their own. Thus it is with ihe 
generality of mankind, and malicious detractors in 
particular, that blind with refpeft to the enormity of 
their trefpaffes, what is tolerated in themfelves is 
found monftrous crime in their neighbours. But 
without dwelling on the matter, the fedulous obferv- 
ers of latter age perfection, taking a bnef fur ey of 
the prefent fituation of mankind upon earth, cannot 
explain the caufe of their complicated calamities, 
without attributing fuch notorious efTe£t to a fuper- 
natural caufe, and to the one that mankind have 
brought upon themfelves the Supreme wrath, and are 
living under their own Maker, the Sovereign of the 
world's difaffe&ion. But as fuch belief by TalfV zeal 
and blind fuperftition is deemed an ii!:orthodoxical 
faith, and that for thofe furious pious the complica- 
tion of human maladies is intended to ferve for the 
expiation of their trefpaffes. But in this juncture, 
notwithstanding the magnitude of the fubjeft, and the 
little time afforded to make difquifition, we have 
briefly to examine if there is no delufion in fuch 
belief, and in having the opinion that by their own 
Maker, the human fpecies are kept in a continual 
(late of diftrefs and mifery, and alfo in an infupernble 
darknefs of knowledge of expedient to alleviate their 
multiplied infirmities, and by the exhibiting the molt 
deplorable picture of wretchednefs and ignorance of 
all living creatures upon earth, and that :ccordin£ 
to fome pious belief, for the purpofe of expiating 
their tranfgreffions. But to adhere to fuch fenti- 
ment mould have the one that the Creator of the hu r 
man race has created them for the only purpofe of 
committing crimes, and has alfo repleted them with 
various miferies, to atone for them; and that He ha$ 
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pleafure in beholding the bottomlcfs abyfs of infirm^ 
ities, into which are living the human fpecies. One 
mult have fuch fentiment of the univerfnl Beholder, 
if believing that the prefent iniquities that are com- 
mitted by men upon earth, ferve to their abfolution, 
•when fo eafily they could be prevented from the com-. 
milting of them, if they were only endowed of the 
fame fagacity that evince the mod abjecl animals of 
the earth, in making ufe of what is beneficient and 
intended for them, and in rejecting what js detrimen- 
tal to their fyftem ; for to the bad choice of their 
food, and their destitution of knowledge of expe- 
dients to repair their damages, muft be attributed 
the caufe of human maladies ; and to their general 
Hate maladies mult likewife be attributed their in- 
iquitous ftudy of the prefent human nature, acquir- 
ing the full convi&ion, that diforders of bodies im- 
ply diforders of minds, and that if the generality of 
mankind had in their pofleffion the blefling of health, 
they mould be in want of very little elfe, and fhould 
be models of perfection in minds and bodies, and 
angels living upon earth; befides to the multiplicity 
of human wants, and to have them fatisfied, is due 
the moft part of their iniquity. Therefore, without 
Snfulting the exhauftlefs fourcc of juftice and boun- 
ty, pious believers in them cannot agree, that the 
complication of human miferies are intended to be 
the expiation of their trefpaflcs. Likewife, the be- 
lief fhould prove to be of a dangerous tendency to 
propagate them, by the reafon, that thofe who com- 
mit crimes, thinking to be abfolved of them by their 
miferies, they may think alfo to be authorized to 
commit as many fins as their wants can admii. But 
without extending the digreffion, to prove the com- 
plicated ft ate of darknefs in which are buried the in- 
habitants of this planet, in regard to the caufesof their 
difeafes of minds and bodies, and their ignorance of 
effeftual remedies ; but making ufe of their rational 
faculties, to examine and cogitate ©n the prefent hu- 
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man wretched ftate of exiftence, the observers and 
adaiirers of the univerfal harmony difplayed in the 
immentity of this vifible world, and beholding the. 
cottfpiL uous coutraft exhibited by the inhabitants of 
this deflate placet, reiult of the meditation for the 
cogiutors, the whole nature at laige mult be found 
confpiring to inform them, that by their milerable 
ftate. the human fpecies are upon earth living under 
their Creator's difuff. ctton, and as fuch are deprived 
of His beueficient influence. They are obliged to 
make fuch conclufion, when feduloufly reflecting on 
the detrimental one, fuggefting mankind in latter age 
to make ufe of the molt direful articles, effectual 
generators of thtir pains and miferies. To account 
for their unnatural propenfity, the observers are oblig- 
ed to conclude, that it is duq to an invifible impulfion, 
and as one of the moft noied inftruments of their 
pain, miferies and deftruftion, muft be mentioned 
again, the idolized herb known by the name of to- 
bacco, the moft curfed plant, and deftmclive of hu- 
man fpecies, than all the feourges by which they are 
fubjeft to be vifited and deftroyed. Then if it was 
not by the infuperuble power of a deftruaive influ- 
ence, fhould any human being find delight in aflimilau 
ing themfelves to graminivorous beafts or grafs eat- 
ers, and with the only difference, that in regard to 
that one, no animal of any fpecies can be found mak- 
ing ufe of it, and fhould prefer to die, if they had no 
other food. And alfo without attributing the depra- 
vity to a flagitious influence, could any or thofe in- 
tended to be rational beings have the extravagant 
habit of continually filling up their noftrils with the 
pulverized weed, and by the fchemes disfigure, be- 
fmear their face with foot, and impede their fenfe and 
organic^ faculties with it, and likewife if it was not 
by fuch malignant influence, mould mankind delight 
in making of their mouth a burning furnace, or an 
altar of holocauft, of the burning herb, and by the 
fumigation, or the plant's firing deftruaion^ imitate 



the furious hellifh inhnbitants' fport, or angels of in- 
fernal regions; and alfo if it was not, one muft fay, 
by the effefct of a malevolent influence, and to pleafe 
her monltrous fancy, fhould the inhabitants of this 
planet fo ferioufly and laborioufly occupy themfelves 
in infecting iheir ground with a weed exploded by ihe 
generality of beafts, and which men cannot urge to 
have found any other virtues in but the one of their 
propagating difeafes in them, and promoting death ? 
Although warned aid confeious of the truth, if it 
vas not by the fatality of the faid mortiferous influ- 
ence, fhould the human beings occupy themfelves in 
impouing and tranfportingthofe noxious leaves which 
for them have no other value but creating maladies 
i" them, and deftru&ion? And if mankind the* de- 
fraying prolific plant, for the moment to convince 
of lis deathful virtues does not permit to extend the 
r< flection that its general modifh ufe can fuggeft, to 
prove more (he power of the flagitious influence, we 
have to mention fome other articles, equally injuri- 
ous to the human body, and as fuch mull be mention- 
ed the uie of falted foods ; notwithft nding what has 
been faid already in the former writing, it unable for 
w;,nt of time to make long obfervations on the fubjeft, 
what mil ft be faid on it is only to have more evinced, 
the vifiblf power of a mifguiding influence, and with- 
out attributing the human propenfity to her irrefifti- 
ble impulfion. how could any one explain the caufe 
of their palate's depravity of tafte, and that when fo 
hard to pleafe and fo punfctilioUs or capricious of ex- 
ternal nicenefs, and fo fervile idolizers of eyes fancy, 
and are fo carelefs and inclined to introduce into 
their bodies corrupted fubftances, and {linking car- 
cafes, which even their nofe cannot bear the mephitic 
fmell. and by their noxioufnefs 1 kewife they fhould 
fcruple to have their feet tread upon. But lefs nice 
for the infide th m the outfide, what can prove more 
the mifchievous power of an invifible wicked influ- 
ence, than the falinous aliment's ufe, when the great- 
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eft parts of them are known to be the impure frag- 
ments of the mod horrid and fqualid beaft, or the 
moft nafty, filthy creature of the earth. Moreover 
one muft be moft furprifed at their eating of the loath- 
ful bead, falted or freih, and attribute the caufe to 
the malignant influence in thofe who urge their being 
the (incere believers and ftricl followers of the holy 
writ, and to have their (incenty evinced and their 
obedience corroborated, one has but toiefertothe 
following paffage of the facred pages. — Ifaiah ch. lx». 

" A people that provoke me to anger continually to 
6< my face **** which eat fwine's flefh, and broth of 
64 abomination is in their vefiels." 

Then one may be juftified in the belief of a flagi- 
tious influence, in making ufe for food of thofe me- 
phitic mire amphibious Leviathan, and alfo Cloucinas, 
or the goddefs of naftinefs, excremental offspring 
and monfters, when fo obnoxious to the fovereign 
authority; but regardlefs for the declaration, glut- 
ting their bellies with the monftrous beaft, more than 
any thing that could be faid, it proves the religious 
belief and punctuality of the modern followers of the 
heavenly injunction, and muft ferve to diminifh the 
furprife to fee their bodies infe&edaf miferies, when 
nourifhing it with infection. But to have their fcru- 
pulous exaflnefs and faith more corroborated, one 
may alfo mention the ufe of ardent fpirits, and like- 
wife obliged to be fuccinft, and circumfcribe the re- 
flection and digreflion that the modern hellifh ne£lar 
chapter fhould require to make, what is laid is only 
in the intention to demonftrate the irrefiftible power 
of a malicious influence, and to have another proof 
of the modern faith of the fcrupuious, virtuous, pi- 
ous followers of the heavenly dogmas and holy pages ; 
and as fuch, vhat is more proper than the mention- 
ing the fatanical cordial ? In regard to the injuries 
that the firing liquid muft be to the foul and body, 
and confequcntly if there was any fuch thing as be- 
lief in future refponfibility for earthly trefpafles. 
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who fhould be more deferring punifhment, and 
evince their appreheniion, than thofe who encourage 
and promote the fabrication of a liquor immerhng 
equally fouls and bodies in a torrent of crimes and 
iniquities, and prefenting to the tiniverfal Beholder, 
Creator of the human race^ an ebriofe population, 
having for folacc fatanical orgies, and by them as de- 
generated in mind as deformed in their bodies, funk 
in drunkennefs and ftupefaftion, and exhibiting to 
the lynx-eyed of the world the loathfome htdious 
picture of the moft degraded and depraved animal of 
the terreltrial creation ? Then if the contributing 
direftly or indireftly to the fabrication of the fatal 
fpirit, and the being effectual abettors of the tref- 
paifes committed by it, is not deemed by modern 
icrupulous moraliits and auftcre cafuifts, as fufcepti- 
ble of punifhment, one muft. be at a lofs what can be 
finful cafes for them. But referring alfo in the occa- 
fion to a lefs unequivocal authority, of which latter 
age pious devouts pretend to be the fincerc believers 
and defenders of the doctrine ; one may then avail 
one's felf of the plain inttru&ion. — Ifaiah, chap. v. 

w Wo unto them that are mighty to drink wine, and 
46 men of ftrength to mingle lirong drink.'* 

From the tenor of the divine execration for ebri- 
ofny, and the ufe of the modern predile&ed cordial, 
although the general propenfity for thofe hellifh fpi- 
rit s , mull ferve to inform of the ftate of complicated 
darknefs in which are living the modern human race, 
with refpeft to their difeafes of minds and of bodies, 
and their knowledge of efficacious remedies, when 
the corporeal and fpiritual healers find no fault nor 
crimes in their deflitution — and by their noted con- 
descendence for their fabrication — muft confirm in 
the opinion of a perverting impulfion — -and that the 
virtuous, fobrious, legiferous in their laws emana- 
tion for what concerns the iniquitous, liquidous pro. 

' As grog, 
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du&ion — are upon earth the paffive agents or repre- 
fentation— and of Belzebub the faithful feftaries, 
evinced in the difpenfation— for whom nothing is 
deemed worthy the patronization — but what can pro- 
mote human calamity and deftru&ion. Alfo to be 
confirmed in the belief of immaterial ruling destruc- 
tive intelligencies upon earth, is not their power fpe- 
cious in fearing the human race's depraved palates, 
and in burning their mouths with various ingredients 
or fpices, and their guts and blood afterwards. Like- 
wife, to be ftrengthened in the opinion, can it be de- 
nied, that idolized roafted beans or coffee, and their 
foot drink, more deftructive to health than any one 
of late termed poifons is their charcoal effence, a 
vifible proof of the power of an infuperable influence ? 
Being obliged to terminate and abbreviate the detec- 
tion of the deftroying article of human health, and 
effectual promoters of their diftrefs and maladies, 
their general propenfity for thofe deftru&ive articles, 
and their inveterated averfion for preferving means, 
muft be a glaring proof of the inhabitants of this 
world being guided by a flagitious impulfion, and 
could it be denied, when having the unnatural fancy 
of preferring the being entangled in a labyrinth of 
complicated miferies, and have with them diftrefled 
and fhort lives, to long and healthy ones, and alfo in 
the having fancy for their pain and the one of others, 
and to fee their corpfes and mangled carcafes ? This 
muft be a convincing proof of the predominant pow- 
er of the curfed malevolent intelligencies, proving 
men that they muft perfecute all thofe who mould have 
the boldnefs to companionate their miferies, and hav- 
ing the power, dare to alleviate them. Therefore the 
one who has the knowledge muft keep it fecret, or 
be prepared to fuffer martyrdom from the modern hu- 
man race, for which nothing but inftruments of their 
deftru&ion, and infernal inventions, deferve to be 
admired and promoted, and confequently what can 
tend to diminish the mortal funeral diurnal feilival,

by them muft be deemed crime capital and exprobav- 
ed, as encroachments made to the long Handing hb- 
itinas profperity, and alfo mud be for the llagitious 
influence, protector of the propagation of human 
death, an execrable attempt made to the right of the 
methodical minifters of the funeral divinity. There- 
fore to ferve their intereft and pecuniary immunitie*, 
to promote and extend human infirmities, a continual 
exportation and importation of articles exotic made 
imporetic — are the prefent taftics— of phyfical art 
charafteriftic — and with them is qf the theoretic— th« 
legal trade and traffic— Therefore the prefent civiliz- 
ed race's moft ferious occupation — is to barter and 
make profitable fpeculation— and effectuate the laud- 
able circulation— of all forts of poifon, and for them 
fuch is the ufe and blifs of peace and free navigation. 
Then if at the endearing word of peace, the human 
■well-vvimers' hearts are tranfported, elated and fee} 
an exhilirating fenfation— how foon their joy muft be 
exchanged for deep confternation— - reflecting on the 
ufe made of this blifs in latter age, and when repre- 
fenting to themfelves the drudgery, irkfome labour 
and themiferable and degrading exiftence of the nau- 
tical inhabitants, their being fo clofely confined and 
infe&ed in receptacles of noxious, fermenting pro- 
duction — operating in conjuclion— diffufingan offen- 
five vapour and confufion — of contaminated air, and 
with that having for efpecial aliment foetid and cor- 
rupted carcaflcs. Such is the particular living of 
the ill-fated beings floating on the failed tempeftuous 
element, which befide in conltant dread of the four 
one ; confequcntly are expofed every minute to be 
Swallowed up in their refpeftive wooden fwimming 
coffins, and reciprocally be buried in an inftant in 
the immenfe alternate level and hilly liquid field, and 
have come upon earth to have their material remains 
ferve as food to the aquatic voracious creatures. 
Thence cogitating on the bard and perilous lives of 
thofe who have their frail habitations fituated between. 
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water and the Iky, the defirous of feeing human qui. 
ctnefs and happinefs, inftrucled that the moft part of 
thole ill-fated beings, perifhing by nautical finifter 
difatter, and moltly have for graves the fame element 
which had ferved them to convey to their own fellow- 
mortals foreign productions, to create or increafe their 
diltrefs and n;iferies. Therefore the enemies of hu- 
man calamities, far from rejoicing at peace in en- 
thufiafn, find in the bleffed event alfo fubjecl for 
grief and affliction. Then for what concerns peace 
in modern time, beholding its tendency, the friends 
of humanity are induced to make the reflection con- 
cerning its allegorical representation; on that fcore 
imitating the philargiiis antic attic, or the Greek 
avaricious, covetous and rapacious delufion and 
fondnefs of gain.

peace, ufury, monopoly, penury, bankruptcy, poi- 
fonous articles in plenty, as well as human maladies, 
to promote their introduction of plague and yellow 
pelf, finking fhip-wrecking, &c. and by the peft, 
fcourge, general human defalative and devastation ! 
Therefore inftead of thankfgiving returned to the 
Author of beneficent difpenfation, the fincere human 
well-withers in their grief fervently muft fupplicate 
the Supreme Majefty to deliver the inhabitants of 
this planet from the fatal influence 5 director of thcfr 
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unions, in making bad ufe of peace, and grant them 
falutary one, instructing them to make ufe of the bli£s 
of peace by promoting their happinefs, diminifhing 
their afflictions and manifold miferies and adverfities, 
and for the purpofe inform them in efficacious means ; 
and may they be guided by a good impulfion to fol- 
low their own Maker's intention, and be fatisfied of 
their own land and foil production, fpend their time 
free from vexation, in improvement, and in ornament- 
ing, propagating and repleting of fragrant beautiful 
flowers and fragrant ones, the intended to decorate 
holy terreftrial carpet of the Mod High.

ought to wiih to acquire to preferve it, and free their 
pain and maladies. To fucceed and with it of pro- 
tracting their lives, may the exhaudlefs fountain of 
wifdom and light difpel the daiknefs prevailing on 
this gloomy globe, enlighten the minds of its inhabi- 
tants concerning the detrimental ufe they make of 
articles to fhorten their days, and give them abfolufe 
reluctance and deteflation for ihtn frantic deftr.actife 
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invention, the one of bleeding mankind, and alPo to 
have their progeny infe&ed by the molt peftiferous 
feed and monftrous vaccination; and to have them 
delivered of their new invented execrable fcoUrge, 
may the Creator of the race interpoie with His au- 
thority to prevent the total annihilation of the inhabi- 
tants of this planet, by impulfing them concerning the 
contagious and mortal tendency of the horrid vac- 
cinating expedient. Alfo in the land of the defolate 
may the irrefiftible power of the Univerfal Ruler ex- 
tirpate the wretched brood, and all the infatiable 
ravenous human blood- fuckers; oftentiferous crea*. 
tures finding refuge and breeding in bufhes ground, 
and with them the phyfick excruciating fhocks, not 
quenched with the torrent of human btood, immolat- 
ed to his ravening thirft, and when unable to fpill 
it any more, fucking his own, may fuch Minotaur* of 
human blood, by his laft bloody deed, open the eyes 
of the inhabitants of Rufh's tophet valley, concern- 
ing the enormous barbarity of the bleeding Sacrifice; 
and may they be feverely foon forbidden andpunifh- 
ed by a retaliatory law. Having mercy on the mis- 
erable Situation of the inhabitants of this planet, and 
continual diftrefs, may the heavenly Healer effectual- 
ly deliver their lands from the poifonous and venom- 
ous monfter fnakes and fcorpions ; and for the pur- 
pofe, may, as the holy pages predift, " the feed of 
the woman foon bruife the ferpent's head," and for- 
ever may it be crufhed to death, and mankind find 
their lives by it. And for the purpofe may alfo foor* 
be fulfilled the holy proSpicious prediaion, and the 
one promifing to accomplish it make His delcent 
upon earth.-r-Hofea chap. xiii.

May this fulfilment of this heavenly oracle, at the 
Supplication of the Redeemer, foon take placej and 
for the purpofe, may a particular Species of beings 
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l&e appointed by the one living on high ; and by Him 
may they be inftrufcted and empowered of knowledge, 
intruded of the Holy Spirit to purify the human 
mind and bodies of filth and contagion, and the earth 
purged of the four monftrous beads, original ctufe 
of her diflreffed inhabitants and their baneful devaf- 
tation. And to perform a labour of fuch magnitude, 
may on this planet be felecied, illuminated ,nd ex- 
changed, darknefs for light, the deprived of it, nd 
intend fons of ch****y, fe****y, mi****th, and good 
ac***n ; become reintegrated in their predeceffors' 
eminent function, like them become the paternal 
benefactors of human fpecies, and in the land of the 
defolate may the depreffed depreciated defcendants 01 
an auguft race be reftored to their predeceffors' noble 
function and privileges. And may they be impulfed 
wifch the magnitude of their illuftrious predestination, 
and foon proceed to the laying down the firft corner 
ftone of the fecond temple of human reformation.

No more guided by the luft of gain, the one of 
power, dominion and pride, by the elected righteous 
and luminous elecls of the Molt High. prote£ling the

active agency, all the infamous opponents, and their 
vile fatellite fubfervients, enemies of human welfare. 
To fucceed, may Co*** # *a, or the dove fynonimous 
and fymbolical reprefention of the Holy Spirit, be- 
come the firft place of its reftoration, and by its pu- 
rifying grace, may the human well-wifhers fpend 
jheir lives, without torment and tribulation and de» 
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cripitude and infirmities, and unalterably after hav- 
ing enjoyed a temporal terreftrial paradife, free from 
pang and agony, in the time intended by natore leave 
their material habitation, to afcend the immortal and 
fpiritual one, and to give thanks to the gorgeoirs 
bountiful Author of their paft and fucccfflve felicity,
